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BY-LAWS 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina 

ARTICLE  I 
Name 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Auxiliary 
to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II 
Purpose 

The  purpose  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be  to  emulate  the  spirit 
of  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ;  to  stimulate  the  missionary  spirit  and 
the  grace  of  giving  among  women  and  youth  of  Baptist  churches  of  North 
Carolina;  to  enlist  women  and  youth  in  a  definite  study  of  and  vital  participa- 
tion in  missions;  to  ingather  missionary  gifts,  to  be  disbursed  by  Woman's 
Missionary  Union,  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and 
the  mission  boards  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  in 

^  Membership 

The  membership  shall  be  the  members  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
organizations  in  churches  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IV 
Relationships 

Section  1.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be  the  organization  through 
which  co-operating  Woman's  Missionary  Unions  achieve  unity  of  purpose  and 
collective  action. 

Section  2.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  co-operate  with  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  in  the  promotion  of  Christian  missions  through  an  emphasis 
upon  the  cooperative  program,  an  offering  for  state  missions,  and  a  program 
of  mission  study,  prayer,  community  missions  and  stewardship. 

Section  3.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  contribute  to  the  world  mis- 
sions program  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  through  the  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering  for  foreign  missions  and  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering 
for  home  missions  and  the  Heck-Jones  Memorial  Offering. 

Section  4.  Regional  unions  shall  be  recognized  as  liaison  organizations 
between  associational  unions  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  associational 
unions  being  in  turn  liaison  organizations  between  church  organizations  and 
regional  unions. 

Section  5.  Church  organizations  shall  be  recognized  as  units  through  which 
the  purpose  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  accomplished,  each  responsible 
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for  its  own  program,  and  contributing  successively  through  the  associational 
and  the  regional  unions  to  the  total  activity  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

ARTICLE  V 
Officers 

Section  1.  The  officers  shall  be  a  president,  a  first  vice-president,  a  second 
vice-president,  a  third  vice-president,  a  recording  secretary,  and  an  assistant 
recording  secretary.  No  employee  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  or  the  wife 
of  such  employee  shall  be  eligible  for  office. 

Section  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  session  and  shall  hold 
office  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  The  term  of  office  shall 
begin  at  final  adjournment  of  the  session  at  which  they  are  elected. 

Section  3.  The  term  of  elected  officers  shall  be  limited  to  five  consecutive 
years  in  the  same  office,  and  one  year  shall  elapse  before  officers  may  be 
eligible  for  election  to  the  previously  held  office. 

Section  4.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  president,  the  vice-presidents, 
in  order,  shall  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

Section  5.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  recording  secretary,  the 
assistant  recording  secretary  shall  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

Section  6.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  any  of  the  other  offices,  the  executive 
board  shall  determine  the  manner  in  which  the  duties  shall  be  discharged 
for  the  unexpired  term. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  Duties  of  the  various  officers  shall  be  such  as  are  specified  in 
these  by-laws,  the  by-laws  of  the  executive  board,  and  the  parliamentary  author- 
ity adopted  by  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

Section  2.  The  president  shall  appoint  all  committees  authorized  by 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  except  the  nominating  committee  and  those  other- 
wise prescribed. 

Section  3.  The  president  shall  ex-officio  be  a  member  of  all  committees 
of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  except  the  nominating  committee. 

Section  4.  The  president,  in  conference  with  the  executive  secretary,  shall 
plan  for  the  presentation  of  the  report  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  to  the 
annual  session  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

Section  5.    The  first  vice-president  shall  be  state  chairman  of  enlistment. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Nominations  and  Elections 

Section  1.  A  nominating  committee  composed  of  one  member  or  her 
alternate  elected  by  each  region  shall  be  named  at  each  annual  session.  If  a 
vacancy  occurs  in  this  committee,  the  executive  committee  of  the  respective 
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region  shall  determine  the  manner  in  which  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  for  the 
unexpired  term. 

Section  2.  Prior  to  the  annual  session  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  the 
executive  secretary  shall  secure  from  the  regional  presidents  the  names 
of  nominating  committee  members  and  alternates.  The  recording  secretary  shall 
read  the  list  and  call  the  meeting  for  organization  during  the  annual  session. 
A  chairman,  a  co-chairman,  and  a  secretary  shall  be  elected.  A  copy  of  the 
By-Laws  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  the  By-Laws  of  the  executive  board 
shall  be  given  by  the  chairman  to  each  member  of  the  committee. 

Section  3.  The  nominating  committee  shall  select  by  ballot  nominees  for 
all  offices,  four  members-at-large  of  the  executive  board,  and  a  member  and 
her  alternate  for  the  nominating  committee  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union, 
Auxiliary  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  They  shall  secure  their  consent 
to  serve. 

Section  4.  The  nominating  committee  shall  submit  nominations  for  election 
at  the  next  annual  session.  Additional  nominations  may  be  made  from  the 
floor.  Anyone  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  of  less  than  a  year  shall  be  eligible  for 
reelection  to  a  full  term. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
^  Meetings 

Section  1.  A  session  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be  held  annually, 
beginning  Tuesday  evening  following  the  second  Sunday  in  March.  The  place 
shall  be  determined  at  the  annual  session  two  years  in  advance,  or,  in  emergency, 
by  the  executive  board. 

Section  2.  The  annual  session  shall  be  open  to  members  of  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  and  visitors.  The  privilege  of  making  motions,  debating  and 
voting  shall  be  limited  to  members  of  the  executive  board,  regional  and  as- 
sociational  presidents,  professional  leadership,  members  of  standing  and 
authorized  special  committees,  three  delegates  from  each  local  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union,  and  the  leaders  of  youth  organizations  in  churches  having  no 
Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

Section  3.  Two  hundred  voting  members  present  at  any  meeting  of  an 
annual  session  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  4.  The  president,  in  conference  with  the  executive  secretary,  shall 
plan  the  program  for  the  annual  session. 

Section  5.  The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  annual  session  shall  be  dis- 
pensed with  and  they  shall  be  referred  to  the  executive  board  for  approval. 

Section  6.  Conferences,  institutes,  camps  and  other  such  meetings  for 
promoting  the  missionary  spirit  and  developing  missionary  activities  shall  be 
held  as  authorized  by  the  executive  board. 

ARTICLE  IX 
Executive  Board 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  executive  board  composed  of  the  officers, 
chairmen  of  mission  study,  prayer,  community  missions,  stewardship,  the  Mar- 
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garet  Fund  Chairman,  WMU  representatives  of  Carver  School,  Southern, 
Southwestern,  New  Orleans  and  Southeastern  seminaries,  and  twelve  members- 
at-large,  three  of  whom  shall  be  from  the  Raleigh  region  and  one  from  each 
of  the  other  regions.  The  president  shall  be  chairman.  The  professional  leader- 
ship shall  serve  without  vote. 

Section  2.  The  twelve  members-at-large,  the  Margaret  Fund  Chairman 
and  Seminary  Representatives  shall  be  elected  for  a  three-year  term.  Four 
new  members-at-large  shall  be  elected  each  year.  No  one  may  succeed  herself 
for  at  least  one  year. 

Section  3.  The  executive  board  shall  have  authority  over  the  affairs  of 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  the  interim  between  sessions  of  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union,  except  that  of  modifying  action  taken  by  Woman's  Missionary 
Union. 

Section  4.  The  executive  board  is  authorized  to  elect  an  executive  secre- 
tary who  shall  be  responsible  to  the  executive  board  for  the  administration, 
development  and  execution  of  established  plans,  policies  and  broad  programs 
of  the  executive  board. 

Section  5.  The  executive  board  shall  elect  other  professional  leadership 
to  include  directors  of  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  Young  Woman's  Auxiliary, 
Girls'  Auxiliary,  Sunbeam  Band;  and  others  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  execu- 
tive board. 

Section  6.  The  officers  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  ex-officio  be 
the  officers  of  the  executive  board. 

Section  7.  The  executive  board  shall  meet  quarterly  and  at  the  call  of  the 
president  or  upon  the  request  of  five  of  its  members,  twelve  voting  members 
present  constituting  a  quorum. 

Section  8.  The  executive  board  shall  employ  a  certified  public  accountant 
to  make  a  complete  annual  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  financial 
secretary.  All  audits  shall  be  reported  to  the  executive  board  and  printed  in 
the  Minutes  of  the  Annual  Session  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

Section  9.  The  executive  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  Woman's 
Missionary  Union. 

Section  10.  The  executive  board  is  authorized  to  adopt  by-laws  for  the 
transaction  of  its  work,  provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  the  by-laws  of 
Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

ARTICLE  X 
Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  executive  board  is  authorized  to  have  an  executive  com- 
mittee composed  of  the  president,  as  chairman,  and  five  other  members  elected 
by  the  executive  board. 

Section  2.    The  executive  board  may  authorize  the  executive  committee 
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to  perform  between  the  meetings  of  the  executive  board  only  such  duties  as 
may  demand  immediate  attention. 

Section  3.  The  executive  secretary  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the  executive 
committee.  Following  a  meeting  of  the  committee,  she  shall  send  minutes  to 
all  members  of  the  executive  board. 

Section  4,  The  executive  committee  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  president 
or  upon  the  request  of  three  of  its  members.  It  shall  make  a  complete  report 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  board. 

ARTICLE  XI 
Departments 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  the  following  departments  for  the  promotion 
of  the  program  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union:  Woman's  Missionary  Society, 
Young  Woman's  Auxiliary,  Girls'  Auxiliary  and  Sunbeam  Band. 

Section  2.  The  work  of  each  department  shall  be  developed  through  a 
program  of  mission  study,  prayer,  community  missions  and  stewardship. 

Section  3.  The  work  of  the  departments  shall  be  under  the  direction  of 
the  executive  board  and  the  supervision  of  the  executive  secretary. 

Section  4.  Each  department  shall  be  composed  of  the  president,  the  execu- 
tive secretary,  a  director  of  the  department  elected  by  the  executive  board  upon 
nomination  of  the  personnel  committee,  and  a  committee  of  the  executive  board. 

Section  5.  The  department  of  Woman's  Missionary  Society  shall  have  a 
chairman  for  the  promotion  of  each  of  the  following:  mission  study,  prayer, 
community  missions  and  stewardship,  such  chairmen  to  be  elected  annually 
by  the  executive  board  upon  nomination  of  the  personnel  committee  and  to  be 
under  the  supervision  of  the  WMS  director.  Their  term  of  service  shall  be 
limited  to  five  consecutive  years,  and  no  one  may  succeed  herself  as  chairman 
until  one  year  has  elapsed. 

ARTICLE  XII 

Parliamentary  Authority 

The  parliamentary  authority  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be  Robert's 
Rules  of  Order  Revised. 

ARTICLE  Xm 
Amendments 

These  by-laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  a  business  meeting  of  the  annual 
session  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  one  month's  previous  notice  in  writing  having  been 
submitted  to  the  executive  secretary  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  who  shall 
notify  the  executive  board  and  shall  cause  said  proposed  amendment  or  amend- 
ments to  be  published  in  the  next  succeeding  issue  of  the  Biblical  Recorder. 
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BY-LAWS 

The  Executive  Board  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 

ARTICLE  I 
Members 

Section  1.  Members  of  the  executive  board  shall  be  chosen  on  the  basis 
of  their  varied  experience  in,  and  potential  contribution  to,  the  work  of  Woman's 
Missionary  Union. 

Section  2.  The  retiring  president  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  not 
be  eligible  for  membership  on  the  board  until  one  year  has  elapsed  following 
her  term  of  office. 

Section  3.  A  member  at  large  serving  one  and  a  half  years,  or  longer,  shall 
be  considered  as  having  served  a  full  term. 

Section  4.  All  resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  president,  who 
shall  notify  the  executive  secretary. 

ARTICLE  II 
Officers 

The  officers  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  ex-officio  be  the  officers 
of  the  executive  board. 

ARTICLE  III 
Nominations  and  Elections 

Section  1.  Prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  nominating  committee  in  which 
nominees  are  named,  the  executive  secretary  shall  provide  the  chairman  with 
a  list  denoting  tenure  in  office  of  each  officer  and  member  at  large  and  any 
unexpired  terms  to  be  filled.  She  shall  also  provide  the  chairman  with  all  papers 
authorized  in  the  by-laws  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  with  information 
regarding  arrangements  and  expense  as  may  be  needed. 

Section  2.  The  nominating  committee  shall  make  all  nominations  by 
written  ballot.  Following  each  nominating  ballot,  members  shall  be  given 
opportunity  to  present  qualifications  of  nominees. 

Section  3.  The  secretary  of  the  nominating  committee  shall  be  instructed 
to  prepare  a  ballot  containing  the  names  of  all  nominees  for  the  office  under 
consideration.  When  a  nominee  receives  a  majority  of  the  votes,  she  shall  be 
declared  the  committee's  nominee  for  the  office.  Likewise  the  committee  shall 
name  a  second  and  third  choice  for  each  office. 

Section  4.  The  consent  to  serve  shall  be  secured  from  all  nominees.  Should 
a  nominee  decline  to  serve,  the  chairman  shall  be  authorized  to  substitute  the 
next  person  in  order  until  the  nominee  has  been  secured.  The  chairman  shall 
notify  the  committee  of  the  results. 

Section  5.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  pay  the  expenses  of  the  chair- 
man of  the  nominating  committee  to  the  Annual  Session  to  which  she  reports. 
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ARTICLE  rV 
Meetings 

Section  1.  The  time  of  all  regular  meetings  of  the  executive  board  shall 
be  fixed  annually  by  the  executive  board  at  the  first  meeting  after  the  annual 
session. 

Section  2.  Regular  meetings  of  the  executive  board  shall  be  open  to 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  members.  The  privilege  of  making  motions  and 
voting  shall  be  limited  to  members  of  the  executive  board. 

Section  3.  A  special  meeting  of  the  executive  board  may  be  called  by  the 
president  or  at  the  request  of  five  voting  members.  This  request  shall  be  made 
in  writing  to  the  executive  secretary  who,  in  conference  with  the  president  shall 
fix  the  place  and  time,  and  then  notify  all  members  at  least  ten  days  prior  to 
the  special  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  suggested  agenda  for  all  regular  meetings  of  the  executive 
board  shall  be  prepared  by  the  president,  in  conference  with  the  executive  secre- 
tary, and  shall  be  sent  to  the  members  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to  the  meeting. 

Section  5.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  pay  expenses  of  executive 
board  members  to  all  regular  meetings  of  the  board. 


ARTICLE  V 

Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  executive  committee  shall  be  elected  by  the  executive  board 
in  its  first  meeting  following  the  annual  session. 

Section  2.  The  election  shall  be  on  written  ballots  prepared  by  the  execu- 
tive secretary  listing  all  members  of  the  executive  board.  Each  member  shall 
vote  for  a  total  of  five,  two  of  whom  shall  have  served  the  previous  year. 

Section  3.  In  case  of  the  president's  absence,  she  shall  appoint  a  member  to 
preside. 

Section  4.  The  president  shall  notify  all  members  of  the  executive  board 
when  calling  a  meeting  of  the  committee. 

Section  5.  Four  voting  members  of  the  executive  committee  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 


ARTICLE  VI 
Committees 

Section  1.  The  executive  board  shall  have  the  following  committees  which 
shall  be  appointed  at  the  first  meeting  following  the  annual  session:  Finance, 
Personnel,  Policy,  WMS,  YWA,  GA,  SB  Band,  and  such  other  committees  as 
the  work  demands.  Chairmen  shall  be  named  by  the  president. 

Section  2.  The  Finance,  Personnel  and  Policy  committees  shall  meet  at 
the  call  of  the  chairmen  in  consultation  with  the  president. 
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Section  3.  The  executive  secretary  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  all 
committees. 

Section  4,  The  finance  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  of 
the  executive  board,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  stewardship  chairman. 

Section  5.  The  finance  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  executive  board 
in  its  summer  meeting  the  annual  operating  budget  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Union. 

Section  6.  The  finance  committee  shall,  in  conference  with  the  General 
Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  State  Convention,  recommend  salaries  of  personnel 
employed  by  the  executive  board  between  meetings  of  the  budget  committee 
of  the  state  convention. 

Section  7.  The  finance  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  executive  board 
at  its  winter  meeting  the  goal  and  allocations  for  the  Heck-Jones  Memorial 
Offering. 

Section  8.  The  finance  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  executive  board 
at  its  spring  meeting  the  state  goals  for  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering 
for  foreign  missions  and  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering  for  home  missions. 

Section  9.  The  finance  committee  shall  prepare  annually  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  policy  relating  to  all  matters  of  finance  and  shall  submit  to  the  executive 
board  for  approval  at  its  winter  meeting. 

Section  10.  All  matters  requiring  the  expenditure  of  monies,  not  other- 
wise provided  for,  shall  be  referred  to  the  finance  committee. 

Section  11.  The  personnel  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members 
of  the  executive  board. 

Section  12.  The  personnel  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  executive 
board  for  election  the  following:  professional  leadership;  chairmen  of  mission 
study,  prayer,  community  missions,  and  stewardship;  Margaret  Fund  chairman. 
Carver  School  and  seminary  representatives.  This  election  shall  be  held  annually 
in  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  immediately  preceding  the  annual  ses- 
sion. 

Section  13.  The  personnel  committee  shall  prepare  "Policy  for  Employees 
of  Woman's  Missionary  Union"  in  line  with  the  current  policy  of  the  general 
board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  shall  submit  same  to  executive 
board  for  approval. 

Section  14.  Any  other  matters  relating  to  personnel  shall  be  referred  to 
the  personnel  committee. 

Section  15.  The  policy  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  of 
the  executive  board. 

Section  16.  All  matters  concerning  the  policy  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  shall  be  referred  to  the  policy  committee  for  consideration;  this  com- 
mittee shall  make  recommendations  regarding  the  same  to  the  executive  board. 

Section  17.  The  following  committees  shall  be  known  as  committees  for 
promotion:  the  WMS  committee,  the  YWA  committee,  the  GA  committee, 
and  the  Sunbeam  Band  committee.  These  committees  shall  meet  upon  the  call 
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of  the  chairman  and  the  respective  department  directors  in  consultation  with 
the  president. 

Section  18.  Members  of  the  executive  board  shall  be  distributed  equitably 
among  the  committees  for  promotion. 

Section  19.  The  department  directors  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the 
respective  promotion  committees. 

Section  20.  The  principal  function  of  the  committees  for  promotion  shall 
be  to  develop  and  recommend  to  the  executive  board  objectives  and  programs 
for  promoting  the  respective  organizations. 

Section  21.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  pay  expenses  of  committee 
members  to  meetings  of  committees,  standing  and  special. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Professional  Leadership 

Section  1.  The  personnel  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  executive 
board  for  election  all  professional  leadership  to  include:  the  executive  secre- 
tary, the  directors  of  WMS,  '^'WA,  GA,  Sunbeam  Band,  and  others  as  authorized 
by  the  executive  board. 

Section  2.  The  election  shall  be  by  ballot,  an  affirmative  vote  of  2/3  of 
the  voting  membership  of  the  executive  board  being  required  for  election. 
Absentee  balloting  by  mail  or  polling  by  telephone  shall  be  permitted  at  the 
direction  of  the  president  or  the  executive  board. 

Section  3.  The  executive  secretary,  in  conference  with  the  president  and/or 
the  chairman  of  the  personnel  committee  shall  select  and  employ  all  personnel 
not  elected  by  the  executive  board. 

Section  4.  The  executive  secretary  shall  be  responsible  to  the  executive 
board  for  promotion  and  office  personnel,  defining  and  delegating  responsibilities 
and  commensurate  authority  to  each. 

Section  5.  The  executive  secretary  shall  delegate  to  a  financial  secretary 
in  the  office  the  responsibility  for  all  business  transactions  involving  the  handling 
of  funds. 

Section  6.  The  executive  secretary  shall  sign  checks  and  legal  documents 
dealing  with  financial  accounts  as  needed. 

Section  7.  The  executive  secretary  and  all  office  personnel  shall  be  in- 
cluded under  the  bond  provided  for  Baptist  State  Convention  employees. 

Section  8.  The  professional  leadership  and  office  personnel  shall  be 
governed  by  "Policy  for  Employees  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union." 

Section  9.  The  department  directors  shall  make  written  reports  to  the 
executive  secretary  prior  to  each  regular  meeting  of  the  executive  board  and 
an  annual  report  to  be  included  in  the  Minutes  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
in  Annual  Session. 
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Section  10.  The  executive  secretary  shall  make  a  written  report  of  detailed 
programs  and  financial  budgets  to  each  regular  meeting  of  the  executive  board, 
introducing  department  directors,  chairmen  or  office  personnel  as  desired  to 
assist  in  the  reports. 

Section  11.  The  executive  secretary  shall  prepare  the  annual  report  of  the 
executive  board  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  annual  session,  and  shall 
be  responsible  for  that  part  of  the  program  which  emphasizes  and/ or  promotes 
the  work  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  through  its  various  departments. 

Section  12.  If  vacancy  occurs  in  the  professional  leadership,  the  executive 
board  shall  determine  the  manner  in  which  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled. 

ARTICLE  Vm 
Gifts  and  Scholarships 

Section  1.  A  special  birthday  gift  of  $15.00  from  the  Burney  Fund  shall 
be  sent  in  February  of  each  year  to  each  Margaret  Fund  student  studying 
within  our  state. 

Section  2.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  give  $100.00  from  the  Heck- 
Jones  Memorial  offering  to  each  woman  who  receives  regular  appointment 
from  the  Home  or  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  who  claims  North  Carolina  as 
her  home  state. 

Section  3.  A  Missionary  Library  Fund  to  be  taken  from  the  Heck-Jones 
Memorial  Fund  shall  provide  a  Christmas  gift  for  each  woman  in  active  service 
under  our  Home  or  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  who  claims  North  Carolina 
as  her  home  state. 

Section  4.  The  gift  shall  consist  of  one  book  and  one  magazine  selected 
by  a  special  committee. 

Section  5.  The  Edna  R.  Harris  Honor  Scholarship  in  the  amount  of  $350.00 
per  year  shall  be  given  annually  to  the  North  Carolina  woman  member  of  the 
senior  class  of  Carver  School  of  Missions  and  Social  Work  who,  upon  vote 
of  the  faculty  of  said  school,  is  most  outstanding  in  the  realms  of  scholarship, 
leadership  ability  and  general  fitness  for  Christian  service. 

Section  6.  The  Castlebury-Layton  Scholarship  in  the  amount  of  $250.00 
per  year  shall  be  given  annually  to  the  North  Carolina  woman  member  of  the 
senior  class  of  Carver  School  of  Missions  and  Social  Work  who,  upon  vote 
of  the  faculty  of  said  school,  is  rated  in  second  place  on  the  above-mentioned 
qualifications. 

ARTICLE  IX 
Loan  Funds 

Section  1 .  There  shall  be  loan  funds  provided  as  needed  from  an  allocation 
of  the  Heck-Jones  Memorial  Offering  for  the  use  of  North  Carolina  women 
graduate  students  as  follows: 

$350.00  per  person  per  year  for  not  more  than  two  years  for  study  in 

a.  Carver  School  of  Missions  and  Social  Work 

b.  Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary 
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$250.00  per  person  per  year  for  not  more  than  two  years  for  study  in 

a.  New  Orleans  Baptist  Theological  Seminary 

b.  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary 

c.  Southwestern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary 

Section  2.  Students  using  these  loans  shall  be  approved  by  the  executive 
board  upon  recommendation  of  the  Seminary  Representative  and  shall  be 
regularly  enrolled  in  said  schools. 

Section  3.  Indebtedness  for  such  loans  shall  be  cancelled  only  by  special 
authorization  of  the  executive  board  and/or  when  the  recipient  goes  into 
definite  Home  or  Foreign  Mission  Work  under  regular  appointment  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Home  or  Foreign  Mission  Board  within  five  years  after  date 
of  graduation. 

Section  4.  No  interest  shall  be  charged  on  loans  while  the  student  remains 
regularly  enrolled  in  said  school  or  for  five  years  from  date  the  student  com- 
pletes or  discontinues  her  study  at  such  school. 

Section  5.  If  a  loan  is  not  completely  repaid  within  five  years  from  date 
the  student  completes  or  discontinues  study  at  said  school,  interest  at  4V2  per 
cent  shall  be  added  to  the  remaining  debt  from  the  beginning  of  the  sixth 
year.  Payments  on  above-mentioned  loans  shall  be  retained  in  a  special  fund 
designated  "Seminary  Loan  Funds." 

Section  6.  $200.00  shall  be  deposited  every  year  from  the  Seminary  Loan 
Fund  to  the  account  of  the  Edna  R.  Harris  Honor  Scholarship. 

Section  7.  The  executive  board  shall  be  authorized  to  make  further  alloca- 
tions from  the  accumulated  balance  of  the  Seminary  Loan  Fund  for  the  above- 
mentioned  schools  upon  recommendation  of  three  (3)  or  more  seminary  repre- 
sentatives. 

ARTICLE  X 
Miscellaneous 

Section  1.  The  use  of  the  mailing  list  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall 
be  restricted  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  the 
Home  Mission  Board,  and  the  Baptist  Book  Stores. 

Section  2.  A  copy  of  these  By-Laws,  the  By-Laws  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  the  Financial  Policy,  and  the  "Policy  for  Employees  of  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union"  shall  be  made  available  to  each  member  of  the  executive  board 
immediately  upon  her  election. 

ARTICLE  XI 
Amendments 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  executive  board 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  its  voting  membership,  said  proposed  amendment  or 
amendments  having  been  submitted  to  the  executive  board  one  month  previous.

TUESDAY  EVENING 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina  convened  for  its 
69th  Annual  Meeting  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Greensboro,  on 
Tuesday  evening,  March  15,  1960.  Snow  had  been  predicted  through- 
out the  day  and  this  held  attendance  to  around  600  at  the  opening  but 
nearly  1,000  were  present  before  the  evening  session  adjourned. 

A  large  reproduction  of  the  emblem  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
hung  in  the  baptistry  and  floral  arrangements  of  white  gladioli,  lavender 
chrysanthemums  and  Dutch  iris,  yellow  snapdragons  and  magnolia 
leaves  were  in  huge  urns  at  each  side  of  the  pulpit.  Theme  for  the 
meeting  was  "The  Light  Shineth  in  Darkness." 

The  congregation  bowed  in  prayer  as  a  choir  directed  by  J.  O. 
Stroud,  Raleigh,  sang  "Surely  the  Lord  is  in  This  Place."  Mr.  Elihu 
Sloan,  First  Church,  Siler  City,  was  at  the  organ. 

Mrs.  W.  K.  McGee,  president,  called  the  meeting  to  order  and 
brought  greetings  to  those  present.  Mrs.  S.  A.  Yates,  president  of  the 
host  church  WMU,  extended  a  welcome  and  Mrs.  F.  T.  Matthews, 
general  chairman  of  the  local  arrangements  committee  presented  the 
local  chairmen  as  follows:

Her  substitute,  Mrs.  R.  L.  Mathis, 
president  of  SBC  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  was  introduced.

A  period  of  worship  centered  on  the  theme  was  presented  by  the 
choir  using  reading  and  musical  response. 

Miss  Edna  Ruth  Woofter,  representative  of  the  Home  Mission  Board 
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and  director  of  the  Good  Will  Center  in  Washington,  D.  C,  told  of  the 
opportunities  and  need  for  mission  work  in  Washington. 

Mr.  Stroud  led  the  congregation  in  singing  "O  Master  Let  Me  Walk 
with  Thee."  A  period  of  prayer  was  led  by  Mrs.  Norfleet  Gardner, 
Prayer  Chairman.  Posters  were  held  by  several  members  of  the  executive 
board  showing  the  locations  of  work  of  the  missionaries  whose  names 
were  on  the  prayer  calendar.  The  choir  closed  the  period  with  "The 
Prayer  of  St.  Francis"  by  Mueller. 

Mr.  Glendon  McCullough,  secretary  of  the  department  of  Missionary 
Personnel  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  spoke  of  the  needs  in  the 
United  States  for  the  Gospel. 

The  choir  closed  the  first  session  with  a  meditation  period  of  reading 
and  musical  response. 

WEDNESDAY  MORNING 

This  session  opened  with  a  period  of  quiet  meditation  with  the  choir 
singing  "Surely  the  Lord  is  in  this  Place."  Mr.  Stroud  led  the  assembly 
in  singing  "Guide  Me,  O  Thou  Great  Jehovah." 

Miss  Virginia  Miles,  missionary  to  Indonesia,  spoke  about  her  work 
there  and  closed  her  message  with  prayer.

A  miscellaneous  business  session  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  McGee 
during  which  missionaries  present  were  recognized.  They  were  Mrs. 
J.  B.  Hipps,  Emeritus,  China;  Mrs.  R.  E.  Truesdell,  Emeritus,  China; 
Mrs.  J.  C.  Powell,  Emeritus,  Nigeria;  Mrs.  John  Oliver,  Brazil;  Mrs. 
W.  O.  Hern,  Jordan;  Mrs.  H.  L.  Raley,  Taiwan;  and  Miss  Virginia 
Miles,  Indonesia.  Other  guests  recognized  were  Mrs.  Ellen  Alston, 
executive  secretary  of  the  Woman's  Baptist  Home  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Convention,  and  two  from  her  group  who  were  present.  Mrs. 
McGee  paid  tribute  to  the  life  of  Miss  Inabelle  Coleman,  missionary 
to  Formosa,  who  died  during  the  past  year. 

Mothers  of  two  program  personalities  were  recognized:  Mrs.  John

Mrs.  John  Wacaster,  Cherry ville,  was  recognized  for  having  attended 
40  annual  meetings  without  missing  but  one  year  and  Mrs.  McGee 
asked  others  to  stand  who  had  attended  for  many  years.  Mrs.  B.  A.  Ho- 
cutt,  Clayton,  stood.  She  later  reported  that  she  had  been  attending 
WMU  annual  meetings  without  being  absent  for  54  years.  Women 
present  for  the  first  time  at  an  annual  meeting  were  recognized.  They 
numbered  nearly  100. 

Mr.  Clyde  Davis,  state  Brotherhood  secretary,  was  introduced  and 
spoke  briefly.  He  thanked  the  body  for  the  work  they  had  done  with 
Royal  Ambassadors  and  pledged  the  continuing  service  of  the  Brother- 
hood with  the  young  people. 

Dr.  John  W.  Drakeford,  Professor  of  Psychology  and  Counseling, 
Southwestern  Seminary,  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  brought  the  first  of  three 
messages  on  "Let's  Have  Better  Leaders." 
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The  choir  sang  "Heralds  of  Christ"  by  Warren-Black  and  a  call  to 
prayer  was  led  by  Mrs.  E.  N.  Gardner.  Spoken  messages  from  the  mis- 
sionaries on  the  prayer  calendar  were  read. 

Miss  Robinson  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Executive  Board  as 
printed  in  the  Book  of  Reports  be  adopted  without  reading  and  that 
time  be  given  to  discussion  and  presentation  of  promotional  plans.  The 
motion  carried.  Miss  Robinson  cited  some  of  the  highlights  of  the 
Annual  Report  of  North  Carolina  WMU  for  1958-59.  The  professional 
leadership  and  members  of  the  Executive  Board  assisted  in  the  presenta- 
tion of  promotional  plans  for  the  remainder  of  1960. 

Mrs.  A.  L.  Parker  presented  the  North  Carolina  Jubilee  goals  for 
1960-61  and  moved  their  adoption.  The  motion  carried.  (Goals  ap- 
pended to  these  Minutes.) 

Mrs.  R.  L.  Mathis,  president  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  SBC, 
prefaced  her  message  with  a  report  that  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas 
Offering  as  of  March  3,  1960  totals  $6,150,000,  and  that  by  the  time 
the  books  are  closed  in  May,  the  total  will  likely  be  eight  million  dollars. 
She  continued  with  a  discussion  of  conditions  as  seen  on  her  recent 
trip  around  the  world. 

The  morning  session  was  dismissed  with  a  choral  meditation  by  the 
choir. 

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON 

Reconvening  at  2  o'clock,  the  afternoon  session  began  with  the  choir 
singing  "Guide  Us  Through  the  Night"  by  Ralph  Williams.  Mr.  Stroud 
led  the  congregation  in  the  hymn,  "O  God  We  Pray  for  All  Mankind." 

Mrs.  W.  O.  Hern,  missionary  to  Jordan,  told  of  the  need  for  increased 
mission  work  and  more  missionaries  in  Jordan. 

Mrs.  John  Henderson,  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Executive  Board,  presented  the  proposed  allocations  for  the  1960 
Heck- Jones  Memorial  Offering  and  moved  their  adoption.  The  motion 
carried.  (Allocations  attached.) 

Prayer  for  the  offering  and  other  work  of  missions  was  led  by  Miss 
Hilda  Mayo.  Mr.  Stroud  led  the  congregation  in  song. 

Mrs.  Charles  Whaley,  Jr.,  missionary  to  Japan,  spoke  on  the  subject, 
"For  Japan,  The  Everlasting  Light."  The  message  was  closed  with  a 
rendition  of  "Light  of  the  World,"  by  Watson-Copes,  by  the  choir. 

Marse  Grant,  editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder,  and  Dr.  W.  K.  McGee, 
director  of  denominational  relations  at  the  Baptist  Hospital,  spoke 
briefly.  Mr.  Grant  called  attention  to  the  power  of  the  printed  word. 
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Dr.  McGee  asked  for  continued  support  of  the  healing  program  at  the 
Baptist  Hospital. 

Dr.  L.  H.  HolUngsworth,  chaplain  at  Wake  Forest  College,  presented 
three  Margaret  Fund  students  and  talked  informally  with  them  about 
what  it  means  to  be  a  Margaret  Fund  recipient.  The  students  were  Clif- 
ford Clark,  Charles  Dozier,  whose  parents  are  missionaries  to  Japan; 
and  William  Watson,  whose  parents  are  missionaries  in  Argentina. 

A  second  message  was  brought  by  Dr.  Drakeford  on  "Let's  Have 
Better  Leaders." 

A  closing  meditation  was  sung  by  the  choir. 

WEDNESDAY  EVENING 

While  the  congregation  bowed  in  prayer,  the  choir  opened  the  evening 
session  with  the  rendition  of  "What  Wondrous  Love  Is  This"  followed 
by  a  solo  by  Mrs.  Roy  Lewis,  St.  John's  Church,  Charlotte,  "How 
Beautiful  the  Feet." 

Mrs.  Gene  D.  Phillips,  missionary  to  Southern  Rhodesia,  could  not 
be  present  because  of  the  weather,  so  Mrs.  W.  A.  Mitchiner,  Steward- 
ship Chairman  of  North  Carolina  WMU,  spoke  about  her  recent  trip 
overseas  which  included  a  visit  to  Africa. 

A  pageant,  "We  Are  Your  Children,"  written  by  Miss  Miriam 
Robinson  and  using  nearly  75  children,  was  presented.  Miss  Sara 
Ann  Hobbs  and  Miss  Barbara  Rodman  were  readers;  Miss  Mozelle 
Causey,  Greensboro,  directed  the  pageant;  and  Greensboro  young 
people  composed  the  cast  and  speech  choir. 

After  congregational  singing,  the  choir  rendered  "God  of  Grace 
and  God  of  Glory"  by  Paul  Langston. 

In  the  absence,  due  to  the  weather,  of  Mr.  James  G.  Stertz,  associate 
secretary  for  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  Dr. 
Claud  Bowen  spoke  at  this  time  instead  of  as  scheduled  on  Thursday 
morning.  He  told  of  his  trip  overseas  and  said  that  revolution  is  found 
in  almost  every  part  of  the  world. 

The  choir  closed  the  session  with  a  choral  rendition. 

THURSDAY  MORNING 

With  the  congregation  in  prayer,  the  choir  sang  "Love  Faileth 
Never"  by  H.  R.  Evans,  Mr.  Stroud  directed  the  body  in  singing 
"O  Love  of  God  Most  Holy." 

Mrs.  H.  L.  Raley,  missionary  to  Taiwan,  read  Psalm  36:5-9  and 
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spoke  about  Baptist  work  in  Taiwan.  Prayer  was  led  by  Mrs.  Raley  and 
the  choir  sang  a  choral  response,  "Have  Thine  Own  Way,  Lord." 

Dr.  Drakeford  addressed  the  group  a  third  time,  emphasizing  the 
role  of  the  leader  as  counselor. 

Mr.  Stroud  led  the  congregation  in  singing  "Something  for  Thee" 
and  Mrs.  Norfleet  Gardner  led  the  call  to  prayer,  assisted  by  Mrs.  John 
Wacaster  and  Mrs.  R.  L.  Costner. 

Dr.  Douglas  M.  Branch,  general-secretary  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention,  used  as  his  topic  "Together  in  North  Carolina."

The  Place  Committee  reported  that  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
had  been  invited  to  hold  its  1962  meeting  at  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  Asheville.  Mrs.  E.  R.  Howard,  member  of  the  committee, 
moved  that  the  1962  meeting  be  held  in  Asheville  with  the  1961 
meeting  in  Winston-Salem  as  voted  last  year.  The  motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Lewis  Ludlum,  WMU  president  of  the  First  Church,  Winston- 
Salem,  extended  words  of  welcome  for  the  1961  meeting  there. 

Mrs.  Charles  McEnally,  chairman  of  the  Resolutions  Committee, 
expressed  appreciation  to  those  responsible  for  the  meeting  and  moved 
adoption  of  the  committee's  report.  The  motion  carried.  (Report  ap- 
pended. )

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REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 
October  1958  to  October  1959 
(Financial  Report  for  Calendar  Year  1959) 

The  Board: 

There  are  33  members  of  the  Executive  Board  of  North  Carolina  Woman's 
Missionary  Union,  including  four  members  of  the  professional  staff  which  is 
currently  without  a  Sunbeam  Band  Director.  The  board  met  quarterly  (Novem- 
ber, January,  April,  July),  with  an  average  attendance  of  27  members.  All 
meetings  were  presided  over  by  the  president,  Mrs.  W.  K.  McGee.  No  meetings 
of  the  Executive  Committee  were  called  during  the  year,  although  they  were 
polled  by  telephone  relative  to  two  matters  during  the  year.  Five  new  members 
were  elected  to  the  board  at  the  Annual  Session  in  March  1959:  Mrs.  E.  H. 
Corpening  of  Tapoco,  Mrs.  L.  P.  Frans  of  Hickory,  Mrs.  Henry  Gamble  of 
Waxhaw,  Mrs.  J.  D.  Freeman  of  Wilmington,  Mrs.  Earl  James  of  Elkin,  re- 
placing the  following  members  whose  terms  expired  at  that  time:  Mrs.  Harry 
Wood,  Leaksville;  Mrs.  Carl  Lewis,  Rockingham;  and  Mrs.  L.  R.  Harrill, 
Raleigh;  Miss  Callie  Bryant,  Wilmington.  Mrs.  Knolan  Benfield  of  Morganton 
presented  her  resignation  as  Stewardship  Chairman  in  January  1959.  Mrs. 
W.  A.  Mitchiner  of  Oxford  was  elected  to  this  position  at  the  Annual  Session. 

All  quarterly  board  meetings  are  overnight  meetings,  with  all  members  at- 
tending special  and  promotion  committee  meetings  on  one  day  and  evening, 
followed  by  the  Board  meeting  the  next  day. 

Financial  Matters:  (for  calendar  year  1959) 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina  operated  on  a  Budget  of 
$57,600,  approved  by  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  this 
amount  coming  from  Cooperative  Program  receipts.  This  was  supplemented 
with  $15,500  from  the  Heck-Jones  Memorial  Offering. 

A  new  Plymouth  station  wagon  was  purchased  in  February  1959,  trading 
in  the  1954  Chevrolet.  This  station  wagon  is  the  property  of  North  Carolina 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  is  used  for  state  promoted  meetings  and 
during  the  camp  season  to  transport  both  personnel  and  materials. 

The  Heck-Jones  Offering  allocations  for  1959  totalled  a  goal  of  $55,000, 
adopted  by  the  State  WMU  in  Annual  Session,  including  foreign,  home  and 
state  mission  causes,  several  miscellaneous  items,  and  the  above-mentioned 
WMU  promotional  designations,  which  supplemented  the  operating  budget. 
This  $55,000  goal  was  exceeded  by  $15,260,  bringing  the  total  1959  Heck-Jones 
Offering  to  $70,260.  The  Heck-Jones  program  material  was  written  by  members 
of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Executive  Board:  Mrs.  Knolan  Benfield, 
Mrs.  Leland  Kitchin,  Miss  Hilda  Mayo,  Mrs.  Leroy  Parker  and  Mrs.  Gordon 
Maddrey. 

During  1959  the  Executive  Board  authorized  the  following  allocations  of 
the  beyond-the-goal  gifts  to  the  Heck-Jones  Offering: 

$1,900  for  a  Home  Economics  Cottage  at  Baptist  Women's  Training  College, 
Abeokuta,  Nigeria 

$2,116  for  reading  room  and  recreation  hall  for  lepers  at  Ogbomosho,  Nigeria 
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$1,500  for  library  and  science  equipment,  Baptist  Industrial  Institute,  Cor- 

rente,  Piaui,  N.  Brazil 
$2,500  for  furnishing  a  home  for  furloughing  missionaries  at  Southeastern 

Baptist  Theological  Seminary 
$500  for  a  ship-to-shore  radio  for  missionary  Vance  Vernon  in  Belem,  Brazil, 

for  his  work  on  the  Amazon  River 
$2,000  toward  the  purchase  of  a  plane  for  Jerry  Potter,  N.  C.  missionary  to 

the  deaf. 

Out  of  the  regular  Heck-Jones  allocations  for  "Equipment  for  New  Mis- 
sionaries," gifts  of  $100  each  were  sent  to  the  following  women  missionary 
appointees  from  North  Carolina:

Miss  Mary  Cannon,  from  Charlotte,  to  Japan

Mrs.  Zeb  V.  Moss,  from  Spindale,  to  S.  Rhodesia 

Mrs.  W.  T.  Roberson,  from  Shelby,  to  Vietnam. 

Christmas  gifts  of  books  and  magazines  were  sent  to  47  N.  C.  home  and 
foreign  missionaries  in  1958. 

Loans  for  graduate  study  have  been  granted  to: 

Miss  Norma  Fay  Woody  of  Durham  who  is  studying  at  Southwestern 
Seminary 

Miss  Theatus  McLean,  of  Council,  a  student  at  New  Orleans  Seminary. 

The  Edna  R.  Harris  Honor  Scholarship  was  awarded  to  Miss  Carolyn  Royal 
of  Greensboro,  and  the  Castlebury  Layton  Scholarship  to  Miss  DeLois  Ham- 
rick,  both  of  whom  are  senior  students  at  Carver  School  of  Missions  and  Social 
Work  in  Louisville,  Ky. 

North  CaroHna  WMU  gave  $614,744  to  the  Lottie  Moon  Offering  for 
foreign  missions  in  1958,  lacking  $17,256  of  meeting  the  goal.  The  N.  C.  goal 
for  the  1959  Lottie  Moon  Offering  was  $689,000.  At  the  time  this  report  went 
to  the  printer,  a  total  of  $718,005.06  had  been  received. 

The  N.  C.  goal  for  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering  for  home  missions  for 
1959  was  $153,000.  A  total  of  $182,673  was  received,  thus  going  $31,673  be- 
yond the  goal. 

At  the  request  of  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  set  a  separate  goal  for  the  State  Missions  Offering  for  1959, 
the  goal  being  $75,000.  Excellent  State  Missions  programs  were  written  by 
Miss  Sara  Ann  Hobbs  (for  WMS-YWA),  Miss  Barbara  Rodman  (GA)  and 
Miss  Beverly  Neilson  (SB)  and  were  widely  used.  In  most  churches  the  offering 
was  received  in  the  WMU  organizations  but  sent  in  by  the  church  as  a  whole. 
It  was  therefore  impossible  to  tabulate  the  WMU  offering  to  see  whether  or 
not  the  goal  was  met.  But  the  total  State  Mission  Offering  received  by  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  showed  an  increase  of  approximately  $25,000  over 
last  year.  Since  this  was  the  purpose  toward  which  all  were  working,  it  is  felt 
that  the  plan  was  a  success. 
;3 
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Changes  in  Personnel: 

Miss  Beverly  Neilson  resigned  as  Sunbeam  Band  Director  June  1,  to  teach 
school  in  Miami,  Fla.  The  Board  gave  her  a  check  for  $75  from  North  Caro- 
lina WMU.  This  position  remains  vacant. 

Miss  Kathryn  Bullard,  of  Kannapolis,  was  employed  as  WMS  Director,  be- 
ginning her  work  September  27.  This  is  a  new  position,  which  Miss  Bullard 
is  very  capably  filling. 

At  its  July  board  meeting,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  welcomed  Dr. 
Douglas  Branch  as  the  newly  elected  General  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention,  and  he  addressed  the  Board. 

WMU  Meetings: 

In  the  fall  of  1958  two  Interracial  Institutes  were  jointly  sponsored  by 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Woman's  Baptist  Home 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Convention:  one  at  Shaw  University  and  the  other 
at  Ardmore  Baptist  Church  in  Winston-Salem.  The  Shaw  meeting  was  attended 
largely  by  Negroes.  The  Winston-Salem  meeting  was  well  attended  by  both 
Negroes  and  whites. 

76  Associational  WMU  meetings  were  held  in  the  spring  of  1959,  following 
a  suggested  program  sent  out  by  the  State  WMU  Office.  13  missionaries  (10 
foreign,  2  home,  1  state)  were  secured  as  speakers  for  these  meetings.  39  of 
the  meetings  were  also  attended  by  a  State  WMU  representative. 

In  May  two  Workshops  for  Associational  WMU  leaders  were  conducted, 
one  at  Fruitland  Baptist  Camp  and  one  at  Southeastern  Baptist  Seminary.  58 
associations  were  represented  by  a  total  attendance  of  319.  The  Hickory,  Eliza- 
beth City  and  Rocky  Mount  regions  had  all  of  their  associations  represented. 

Three  Jubilee  Conferences  called  local  WMU  presidents,  Jubilee  Chairmen, 
YWA  Directors,  GA  Directors  and  SB  Directors  to  Meredith  and  Fruitland 
in  the  early  fall.  The  response  to  these  was  very  disappointing,  totalling  only  247. 

Programs  for  the  10  Regional  WMU  meetings  for  the  fall  reverted  to  the 
inspirational  type,  after  two  years  of  regional  conferences.  A  State  WMU 
representative  attended  each  of  these  meetings  and  a  missionary  speaker  was 
also  provided  for  them.  Home  missionaries  who  spoke  were  Miss  Irene 
Chambers  and  Miss  Sara  Frances  Diaz;  while  Miss  Marjorie  Jones  of  Ghana 
worthily  represented  foreign  missions. 

Jubilee  Goals: 

It  is  one  thing  to  set  goals,  but  quite  another  to  meet  them.  North  Carolina 
goals  in  preparation  for  the  Third  Jubilee  Advance  have  been  set  for  the  five- 
year  period  1958-63,  and  a  list  of  goals  for  each  year.  The  emphasis  of  the 
1958-59  year  was  Christian  Witnessing,  which  has  been  stressed  in  all  state- 
promoted  gatherings.  The  statistical  goals  were  only  partially  met: 

The  net  gain  of  churches  with  a  WMU  organization  was  only  21,  instead  of 
100. 

The  net  gain  in  membership  lacked  265  being  the  goal  of  10,000. 
The  Lottie  Moon  Offering  goal  was  not  reached. 

WMS  members  lacked  8,260  reaching  the  goal  of  having  55  per  cent  of  the 
membership  subscribing  to  Royal  Service. 
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There  were  only  3  Honor  WMU's  instead  of  5  which  was  set  as  the  goal. 
But: 

The  Annie  Armstrong  Offering  goal  was  exceeded. 

There  were  4,742  more  tithers  reported  (when  the  goal  was  to  have  only 
1,000  more). 

The  YWA's  exceeded  by  1,041  having  55  per  cent  of  their  members  subscribe 
to  The  Window. 

The  GA's  had  1,668  more  than  55  per  cent  of  their  members  subscribing  to 
Tell.  This  was  the  first  year  of  Jubilee  Goals.  It  is  hoped  that  greater  progress 
will  be  made  another  year. 

WMU-WMS: 

A  statistical  report  is  appended.  It  should  be  carefully  studied.  There  has 
been  progress  in  many  areas.  Organizations  and  members  have  increased 
(2,268  Societies  with  87,284  members).  More  mission  study  books  have  been 
taught,  more  women  are  tithing,  more  organizations  received  recognition  on 
the  Aims  for  Advancement.  But  fewer  societies  participated  in  planned  com- 
munity missions  (in  this  year  of  Christian  Witnessing  emphasis!),  fewer  women 
read  one  mission  book  during  the  year  (and  there  were  fewer  last  year  than 
the  year  before  that).  More  societies  observed  the  week  of  prayer  for  foreign 
missions  and  the  season  of  prayer  for  state  missions;  fewer  observed  the  week 
of  prayer  for  home  missions  (although  this  offering  exceeded  the  goal). 

There  were  3  Honor  Woman's  Missionary  Unions  this  year,  the  first  that 
North  Carolina  has  ever  had : 

Snyder  Memorial,  Fayetteville,  Mrs.  Donald  Beard,  president 

High  Peak,  Valdese,  Mrs.  Avis  Roberts,  president 

Calvary,  Albemarle,  Mrs.  Lorene  T.  Hudson,  president. 

There  were  19  Honor  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  and  247  Advanced, 
both  of  which  are  increases.  The  fact  that  there  is  a  decrease  in  the  number 
of  Approved  societies  seems  to  say  that  most  of  these  who  can  reach  "Approved" 
push  on  to  "Advanced." 

72  Woman's  Missionary  Unions  received  recognition  for  work  on  the  Mission 
Study  Achievement  Chart,  which  is  an  outstanding  increase  of  27  over  last  year. 

Miss  Kathryn  Bullard,  WMS  Director,  ably  assisted  by  the  four  chairmen 
of:  Mission  Study  (Mrs.  Wacaster),  Prayer  (Mrs.  Gardner),  Community  Mis- 
sions (Mrs.  Costner),  and  Stewardship  (Mrs.  Mitchiner)  has  been  and  is  being 
faithful  in  the  promotion  of  all  phases  of  the  work  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Societies,  in  which  is  also  included  the  work  of  fostering  the  youth  organizations. 

Young  Woman's  Auxiliary: 

Reports  for  the  year  show  879  Young  Woman's  Auxiliaries  with  8,244 
members.  This  is  82  less  organizations  than  last  year,  yet  60  new  organizations 
were  reported.  Does  this  mean  that  142  organizations  were  really  lost,  or  were 
some  reports  lost?  YWA's  have  increased  in  number  giving  through  the 
Cooperative  Program,  number  of  tithers,  organizations  participating  in  com- 
munity missions,  and  observing  seasons  of  prayer.  More  leaders  participated 
in  leadership  training.  89  leaders  completed  the  leadership  course  during  the 
year. 
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101  Young  Woman's  Auxiliaries  received  recognition  on  the  Aims  for 
Advancement,  which  is  more  than  double  the  number  receiving  recognition 
last  year,  and  is  more  than  10  per  cent  of  the  YWA's  in  the  state. 

In  the  fall  of  1958  the  State  YWA  Director,  Miss  Sara  Ann  Hobbs,  joined 
Mr.  Harold  Cole  of  the  Baptist  Student  Department  in  visiting  16  college 
campuses  and  schools  of  nursing,  with  a  missionary  speaker,  meeting  with 
BSU  and  YWA  groups. 

At  Thanksgiving  Miss  Hobbs  and  the  WMU  Executive  Secretary  attended 
the  International  Student  Retreat  sponsored  jointly  by  Virginia  and  North 
Carolina  BSU  and  held  at  Williamsburg,  Va.  North  Carolina  WMU  helps  to 
finance  this  retreat  through  an  allocation  of  the  Heck-Jones  Offering. 

375  North  Carolina  girls  attended  the  convention-wide  YWA  Conference 
at  Ridgecrest.  14,  with  Miss  Hobbs,  joined  a  group  of  YWA's  from  South 
Carolina  for  a  mission  tour  en  route  and  attended  the  YWA  Conference  at 
Glorieta,  New  Mexico. 

Two  state  YWA  House  Parties  were  held  last  spring,  both  drawing  capacity 
attendance  with  a  number  turned  away:  275  came  to  Chowan  and  400  to 
Mars  Hill. 

Girls'  Auxiliary: 

2,640  Girls'  Auxiliaries  with  their  30,617  members  keep  Miss  Barbara 
Rodman,  GA  Director,  on  the  go  over  North  Carolina. 

Last  summer  68  workers  were  used  during  6  weeks  of  State  GA  Camp  at 
Fruitland,  which  were  attended  by  805  girls.  359  girls  who  had  passed  the 
Forward  Step  of  Queen  or  above  attended  GA  Queens'  Court  at  Wingate 
College,  in  February  1959. 

Many  girls  have  advanced  in  Forward  Steps  during  the  year.  83  have  become 
Queen-with-a-Scepter,  35  Queen  Regent,  and  13  reached  the  very  top  to  receive 
recognition  for  completing  Queen-Regent-in-Service. 

379  GA  counselors  and  directors  have  been  wiUing  to  train  in  order  to 
develop  a  stronger  missions  program  in  their  local  churches,  and  now  hold 
accreditation  cards  for  having  completed  the  Basic  Girls'  Auxiliary  Leadership 
Course. 

Training,  planning  and  faithful  working  brought  forth  fruit,  as  evidenced 
in  the  recognition  of  461  Girls'  Auxiliaries:  188  Honor,  272  Advanced;  and 
one  Approved. 

Sunbeam  Bands: 

The  Sunbeam  Band  work  has  limped  along  without  a  state  Director  since 
June.  Miss  Neilson  had  planned  well  and  directed  wisely.  Such  a  long  vacancy 
in  the  Sunbeam  Band  leadership  is  greatly  regretted.  The  personnel  committee 
is  and  has  been  diligently  searching. 

Special  gratitude  is  due  Mrs.  D.  D.  Williamson  of  Yadkinville  and  Miss 
Kitty  Wellborn  of  Raleigh  for  leading  Sunbeam  conferences  at  the  two  state 
Workshops  for  Associational  Leaders.  Mrs.  Douglas  Aldrich,  chairman  of 
the  Sunbeam  Band  promotion  committee  of  the  Executive  Board,  together 
with  the  President  and  Executive  Secretary,  represented  North  Carolina  at 
the  convention-wide  Sunbeam  Council  in  Birmingham  last  fall. 
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During  the  year  a  decided  decrease  in  the  number  of  ungraded  Sunbeam 
Bands  was  noted.  This  is  a  welcomed  decrease,  for  much  better  missionary 
education  can  be  carried  on  through  the  graded  Beginner  and  Primary  bands. 
It  is  puzzling  to  note  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  Sunbeam  Nurseries  reported. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  is  a  mistake  in  reporting.  This  newest  Sunbeam  emphasis 
needs  to  be  enthusiastically  promoted. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of  Sunbeam  Bands,  the  number 
of  members  (2,076  Bands  with  29,288  members),  the  number  of  organizations 
studying  about  the  Weeks  and  Season  of  Prayer  through  the  units  in  Sunbeam 
Activities,  and  those  participating  in  Activities  of  Helping  Others  for  Jesus' 
Sake  (community  missions).  There  were  fewer  mission  study  books  taught  in 
the  Primary  Bands. 

There  were  10  Honor  Sunbeam  Bands  and  101  Approved,  both  of  which 
represent  increases  over  last  year. 

In  this  current  year  of  emphasis  upon  Leadership  Training  and  Educating 
Youth  for  Missions,  it  is  hoped  that  every  member  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  from  the  board  to  the  babies,  may  grow  in  world  vision  and  dedication 
to  the  Christ  who  is  ours  to  share.

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BY-LAWS 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina 

ARTICLE  I 
Name 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Auxiliary 
to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II 
Purpose 

The  purpose  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be  to  emulate  the  spirit 
of  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ;  to  stimulate  the  missionary  spirit  and 
the  grace  of  giving  among  women  and  youth  of  Baptist  churches  of  North 
Carolina;  to  enlist  women  and  youth  in  a  definite  study  of  and  vital  participa- 
tion in  missions;  to  ingather  missionary  gifts,  to  be  disbursed  by  Woman's 
Missionary  Union,  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and 
the  mission  boards  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  ffl 
Membership 

The  membership  shall  be  the  members  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
organizations  in  churches  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention. 

ARTICLE  rV 
Relationships 

Section  1.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be  the  organization  through 
which  co-operating  Woman's  Missionary  Unions  achieve  unity  of  purpose  and 
collective  action. 

Section  2.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  co-operate  with  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  in  the  promotion  of  Christian  missions  through  an  emphasis 
upon  the  cooperative  program,  an  offering  for  state  missions,  and  a  program 
of  mission  study,  prayer,  community  missions  and  stewardship. 

Section  3.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  contribute  to  the  world  mis- 
sions program  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  through  the  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering  for  foreign  missions  and  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering 
for  home  missions  and  the  Heck-Jones  Memorial  Offering. 

Section  4.  Associational  unions  shall  be  recognized  as  liaison  organizations 
between  church  organizations  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

Section  5.  Church  organizations  shall  be  recognized  as  units  through  which 
the  purpose  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  accomplished,  each  responsible 
for  its  own  program,  and  contributing  through  the  associational  unions  to 
the  total  activity  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 
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ARTICLE  V 
Officers 

Section  1.  The  officers  shall  be  a  president,  a  first  vice-president,  a  second 
vice-president,  a  recording  secretary,  and  an  assistant  recording  secretary.  No 
employee  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  or  the  wife  of  such  employee  shall  be 
eligible  for  office. 

Section  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  session  and  shall  hold 
office  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  The  term  of  office  shall 
begin  at  final  adjournment  of  the  session  at  which  they  are  elected. 

Section  3.  The  term  of  elected  officers  shall  be  limited  to  five  consecutive 
years  in  the  same  office,  and  one  year  shall  elapse  before  officers  may  be 
eligible  for  election  to  the  previously  held  office. 

Section  4.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  president,  the  vice-presidents, 
in  order,  shall  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

Section  5.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  recording  secretary,  the 
assistant  recording  secretary  shall  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

Section  6.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  any  of  the  other  offices,  the  executive 
board  shall  determine  the  manner  in  which  the  duties  shall  be  discharged 
for  the  unexpired  term. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  Duties  of  the  various  officers  shall  be  such  as  are  specified  in 
these  by-laws,  the  by-laws  of  the  executive  board,  and  the  parliamentary  author- 
ity adopted  by  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

Section  2.  The  president  shall  appoint  all  committees  authorized  by 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  except  the  nominating  committee  and  those  other- 
wise prescribed. 

Section  3.  The  president  shall  ex-officio  be  a  member  of  all  committees 
of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  except  the  nominating  committee. 

Section  4.  The  president,  in  conference  with  the  executive  secretary,  shall 
plan  for  the  presentation  of  the  report  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  to  the 
annual  session  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

Section  5.    The  first  vice-president  shall  be  state  chairman  of  enlistment. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Nominations  and  Elections 

Section  1 .  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  ten  members, 
five  of  whom,  to  serve  for  a  period  of  two  years,  shall  be  nominated  from 
the  state  at  large  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  elected  at  the  annual 
session.  Five  others,  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year,  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  from  the  executive  board  in  its  first  meeting  after  the  annual  session; 
one  each  of  these  shall  come  from  the  following  combined  regions:  Elizabeth 
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City  and  Rocky  Mount;  Wilmington  and  Raleigh;  Greensboro  and  Charlotte; 
Wilkesboro  and  Hickory;  Asheville  and  Bryson  City.  Officers  of  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  shall  not  be  eligible  for  election  to  the  nominating  committee. 

Section  2.  The  recording  secretary  shall  call  for  the  organizational  meet- 
ing of  the  Nominating  Committee  immediately  following  the  first  meeting 
of  the  executive  board  after  the  annual  session  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 
A  chairman,  a  co-chairman,  and  a  secretary  shall  be  elected.  A  copy  of  the 
By-Laws  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  the  By-Laws  of  the  executive  board 
shall  be  given  to  each  member  of  the  committee. 

Section  3.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  an  alternate  to  fill 
any  vacancy  occurring  among  the  five  members  from  the  state  at  large.  The 
executive  board  shall  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  among  the  five  members 
from  the  executive  board. 

Section  4.  The  nominating  committee  shall  select  by  ballot  nominees  for 
all  offices,  four  members-at-large  of  the  executive  board,  and  a  member  and 
her  alternate  for  the  nominating  committee  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union, 
Auxiliary  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  They  shall  secure  their  consent 
to  serve. 

Section  5.  The  nominating  committee  shall  submit  nominations  for  election 
at  the  next  annual  session.  Additional  nominations  may  be  made  from  the 
floor.  Anyone  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  of  less  than  a  year  shall  be  eligible  for 
reelection  to  a  full  term. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Meetings 

Section  1.  A  session  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be  held  annually, 
beginning  Tuesday  evening  following  the  second  Sunday  in  March.  The  place 
shall  be  determined  at  the  annual  session  two  years  in  advance,  or,  in  emergency, 
by  the  executive  board. 

Section  2.  The  annual  session  shall  be  open  to  members  of  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  and  visitors.  The  privilege  of  making  motions,  debating  and 
voting  shall  be  limited  to  members  of  the  executive  board,  associational 
presidents,  professional  leadership,  members  of  standing  and  authorized 
special  committees,  three  delegates  from  each  local  Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  and  the  leaders  of  youth  organizations  in  churches  having  no  Woman's 
Missionary  Union. 

Section  3.  Two  hundred  voting  members  present  at  any  meeting  of  an 
annual  session  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  4.  The  president,  in  conference  with  the  executive  secretary,  shall 
plan  the  program  for  the  annual  session. 

Section  5.  The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  annual  session  shall  be  dis- 
pensed with  and  they  shall  be  referred  to  the  executive  board  for  approval. 

Section  6.  Conferences,  institutes,  camps  and  other  such  meetings  for 
promoting  the  missionary  spirit  and  developing  missionary  activities  shall  be 
held  as  authorized  by  the  executive  board. 
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ARTICLE  IX 
Executive  Board 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  executive  board  composed  of  the  officers, 
chairmen  of  mission  study,  prayer,  community  missions,  stewardship,  WMU 
representatives  of  Carver  School,  Southern,  Southwestern,  New  Orleans  and 
Southeastern  seminaries,  and  twelve  members-at-large,  at  least  one  from  each 
of  the  regions.  The  president  shall  be  chairman.  The  professional  leadership 
shall  serve  without  vote. 

Section  2.  The  twelve  members-at-large,  and  Seminary  Representatives 
shall  be  elected  for  a  three-year  term.  Four  new  members-at-large  shall  be 
elected  each  year.  No  one  may  succeed  herself  for  at  least  one  year. 

Section  3.  The  executive  board  shall  have  authority  over  the  affairs  of 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  the  interim  between  sessions  of  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union,  except  that  of  modifying  action  taken  by  Woman's  Missionary 
Union. 

Section  4.  The  executive  board  is  authorized  to  elect  an  executive  secre- 
tary who  shall  be  responsible  to  the  executive  board  for  the  administration, 
development  and  execution  of  established  plans,  policies  and  broad  programs 
of  the  executive  board. 

Section  5.  The  executive  board  shall  elect  other  professional  leadership 
to  include  directors  of  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  Young  Woman's  Auxiliary, 
Girls'  Auxiliary,  Sunbeam  Band;  and  others  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  execu- 
tive board. 

Section  6.  The  officers  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  ex-officio  be 
the  officers  of  the  executive  board. 

Section  7.  The  executive  board  shall  meet  quarterly  and  at  the  call  of  the 
president  or  upon  the  request  of  five  of  its  members,  twelve  voting  members 
present  constituting  a  quorum. 

Section  8.  The  executive  board  shall  employ  a  certified  public  accountant 
to  make  a  complete  annual  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  financial 
secretary.  All  audits  shall  be  reported  to  the  executive  board  and  printed  in 
the  Minutes  of  the  Annual  Session  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

Section  9.  The  executive  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  Woman's 
Missionary  Union. 

Section  10.  The  executive  board  is  authorized  to  adopt  by-laws  for  the 
transaction  of  its  work,  provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  the  by-laws  of 
Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

'      ARTICLE  X 
Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  executive  board  is  authorized  to  have  an  executive  com- 
mittee composed  of  the  president,  as  chairman,  and  five  other  members  elected 
by  the  executive  board. 
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Section  2.  The  executive  board  may  authorize  the  executive  committeo 
to  perform  between  the  meetings  of  the  executive  board  only  such  duties  as 
may  demand  immediate  attention. 

Section  3.  The  executive  secretary  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the  executive 
committee.  Following  a  meeting  of  the  committee,  she  shall  send  minutes  to 
all  members  of  the  executive  board. 

Section  4.  The  executive  committee  shall  m.eet  at  the  call  of  the  president 
or  upon  the  request  of  three  of  its  members.  It  shall  make  a  complete  report 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  board. 

ARTICLE  XI 
Departments 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  the  following  departments  for  the  promotion 
of  the  program  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union:  Woman's  Missionary  Society, 
Young  Woman's  Auxiliary,  Girls'  Auxiliary  and  Sunbeam  Band. 

Section  2.  The  work  of  each  department  shall  be  developed  through  a 
program  of  mission  study,  prayer,  community  missions  and  stewardship. 

Section  3.  The  work  of  the  departments  shall  be  under  the  direction  of 
the  executive  board  and  the  supervision  of  the  executive  secretary. 

Section  4.  Each  department  shall  be  composed  of  the  president,  the  execu- 
tive secretary,  a  director  of  the  department  elected  by  the  executive  board  upon 
nomination  of  the  personnel  committee,  and  a  committee  of  the  executive  board. 

Section  5.  The  department  of  Woman's  Missionary  Society  shall  have  a 
chairman  for  the  promotion  of  each  of  the  following:  mission  study,  prayer, 
community  missions  and  stewardship,  such  chairmen  to  be  elected  annually 
by  the  executive  board  upon  nomination  of  the  personnel  committee  and  to  be 
under  the  supervision  of  the  WMS  director.  Their  term  of  service  shall  be 
limited  to  five  consecutive  years,  and  no  one  may  succeed  herself  as  chairman 
until  one  year  has  elapsed. 

ARTICLE  Xn 

Parliamentary  Authority 

The  parliamentary  authority  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be  Robert's 
Rules  of  Order  Revised. 

ARTICLE  Xm 
Amendments 

These  by-laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  a  business  meeting  of  the  annual 
session  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  one  month's  previous  notice  in  writing  having  been 
submitted  to  the  executive  secretary  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  who  shall 
notify  the  executive  board  and  shall  cause  said  proposed  amendment  or  amend- 
ments to  be  published  in  the  next  succeeding  issue  of  the  Biblical  Recorder. 
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BY-LAWS 

The  Executive  Board  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 

ARTICLE  I 
Members 

Section  1.  Members  of  the  executive  board  shall  be  chosen  on  the  basis 
of  their  varied  experience  in,  and  potential  contribution  to,  the  work  of  Woman's 
Missionary  Union. 

Section  2.  The  retiring  president  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  not 
be  eligible  for  membership  on  the  board  until  one  year  has  elapsed  following 
her  term  of  office. 

Section  3.  A  member  at  large  serving  one  and  a  half  years,  or  longer,  shall 
be  considered  as  having  served  a  full  term. 

Section  4.  All  resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  president,  who 
shall  notify  the  executive  secretary. 

ARTICLE  II 
Officers 

The  officers  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  ex-officio  be  the  officers 
of  the  executive  board. 

ARTICLE  m 
Nominations  and  Elections 

Section  1.  Prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  nominating  committee  in  which 
nominees  are  named,  the  executive  secretary  shall  provide  the  chairman  with 
a  list  denoting  tenure  in  office  of  each  officer  and  member  at  large  and  any 
unexpired  terms  to  be  ffiled.  She  shall  also  provide  the  chairman  with  all  papers 
authorized  in  the  by-laws  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  with  information 
regarding  arrangements  and  expense  as  may  be  needed. 

Section  2.  The  nominating  committee  shall  make  all  nominations  by 
written  ballot.  Following  each  nominating  ballot,  members  shall  be  given 
opportunity  to  present  qualifications  of  nominees. 

Section  3.  The  secretary  of  the  nominating  committee  shall  be  instructed 
to  prepare  a  ballot  containing  the  names  of  all  nominees  for  the  office  under 
consideration.  When  a  nominee  receives  a  majority  of  the  votes,  she  shall  be 
declared  the  committee's  nominee  for  the  office.  Likewise  the  committee  shall 
name  a  second  and  third  choice  for  each  office. 

Section  4.  The  consent  to  serve  shall  be  secured  from  all  nominees.  Should 
a  nominee  decline  to  serve,  the  chairman  shall  be  authorized  to  substitute  the 
next  person  in  order  until  the  nominee  has  been  secured.  The  chairman  shall 
notify  the  committee  of  the  results. 

Section  5.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  pay  the  expenses  of  the  chair- 
man of  the  nominating  committee  to  the  Annual  Session  to  which  she  reports. 
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ARTICLE  IV 
Meetings 

Section  1.  The  time  of  all  regular  meetings  of  the  executive  board  shall 
be  fixed  annually  by  the  executive  board  at  the  first  meeting  after  the  annual 
session. 

Section  2.  Regular  meetings  of  the  executive  board  shall  be  open  to 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  members.  The  privilege  of  making  motions  and 
voting  shall  be  limited  to  members  of  the  executive  board. 

Section  3.    A  special  meeting  of  the  executive  board  may  be  called  by  the 
^       president  or  at  the  request  of  five  voting  members.  This  request  shall  be  made 
in  writing  to  the  executive  secretary  who,  in  conference  with  the  president  shall 
fix  the  place  and  time,  and  then  notify  all  members  at  least  ten  days  prior  to 
the  special  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  suggested  agenda  for  all  regular  meetings  of  the  executive 
board  shall  be  prepared  by  the  president,  in  conference  with  the  executive  secre- 
tary, and  shall  be  sent  to  the  members  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to  the  meeting. 

Section  5.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  pay  expenses  of  executive 
board  members  to  all  regular  meetings  of  the  board. 

ARTICLE  V 

Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  executive  committee  shall  be  elected  by  the  executive  board 
in  its  first  meeting  following  the  annual  session. 

Section  2.  The  election  shall  be  on  written  ballots  prepared  by  the  execu- 
tive secretary  listing  all  members  of  the  executive  board.  Each  member  shall 
vote  for  a  total  of  five,  two  of  whom  shall  have  served  the  previous  year. 

Section  3.  In  case  of  the  president's  absence,  she  shall  appoint  a  member  to 
preside. 

Section  4.  The  president  shall  notify  all  members  of  the  executive  board 
when  calling  a  meeting  of  the  committee. 

Section  5.  Four  voting  members  of  the  executive  committee  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Committees 

Section  1.  The  executive  board  shall  have  the  following  committees  which 
shall  be  appointed  at  the  first  meeting  following  the  annual  session:  Finance, 
Personnel,  Policy,  WMS,  YWA,  GA,  SB  Band,  and  such  other  committees  as 
the  work  demands.  Chairmen  shall  be  named  by  the  president. 

Section  2.  The  Finance,  Personnel  and  Policy  committees  shall  meet  at 
the  call  of  the  chairmen  in  consultation  with  the  president. 
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Section  3.  The  executive  secretary  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  all 
committees. 

Section  4.  The  finance  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  of 
the  executive  board,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  stewardship  chairman. 

Section  5.  The  finance  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  executive  board 
in  its  summer  meeting  the  annual  operating  budget  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Union. 

Section  6.  The  finance  committee  shall,  in  conference  with  the  General 
Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  State  Convention,  recommend  salaries  of  personnel 
employed  by  the  executive  board  between  meetings  of  the  budget  committee 
of  the  state  convention. 

Section  7.  The  finance  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  executive  board 
at  its  winter  meeting  the  goal  and  allocations  for  the  Heck-Jones  Memorial 
Offering. 

Section  8.  The  finance  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  executive  board 
at  its  spring  meeting  the  state  goals  for  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering 
for  foreign  missions  and  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering  for  home  missions. 

Section  9.  The  finance  committee  shall  prepare  annually  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  policy  relating  to  all  matters  of  finance  and  shall  submit  to  the  executive 
board  for  approval  at  its  winter  meeting. 

Section  10.  All  matters  requiring  the  expenditure  of  monies,  not  other- 
wise provided  for,  shall  be  referred  to  the  finance  committee. 

Section  11.  The  personnel  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members 
of  the  executive  board. 

Section  12.  The  personnel  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  executive 
board  for  election  the  following:  professional  leadership;  chairmen  of  mission 
study,  prayer,  community  missions,  and  stewardship;  Carver  School  and  semi- 
nary representatives.  The  election  of  the  chairmen  of  mission  study,  prayer, 
community  missions  and  stewardship  shall  be  held  annually  in  the  meeting  of 
the  Executive  Board  immediately  preceding  the  annual  session. 

Section  13.  The  personnel  committee  shall  prepare  "Policy  for  Employees 
of  Woman's  Missionary  Union"  in  line  with  the  current  policy  of  the  general 
board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  shall  submit  same  to  executive 
board  for  approval. 

Section  14.  Any  other  matters  relating  to  personnel  shall  be  referred  to 
the  personnel  committee. 

Section  15.  The  policy  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  of 
the  executive  board. 

Section  16.  All  matters  concerning  the  policy  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  shall  be  referred  to  the  policy  committee  for  consideration;  this  com- 
mittee shall  make  recommendations  regarding  the  same  to  the  executive  board. 

Section  17.  The  following  committees  shall  be  known  as  committees  for 
promotion:  the  WMS  committee,  the  YWA  committee,  the  GA  committee, 
and  the  Sunbeam  Band  committee.  These  committees  shall  meet  upon  the  call 
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of  the  chairman  and  the  respective  department  directors  in  consultation  with 
the  president. 

Section  18.  Members  of  the  executive  board  shall  be  distributed  equitably 
among  the  committees  for  promotion. 

Section  19.  The  department  directors  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the 
respective  promotion  committees. 

Section  20.  The  principal  function  of  the  committees  for  promotion  shall 
be  to  develop  and  recommend  to  the  executive  board  objectives  and  programs 
for  promoting  the  respective  organizations. 

Section  21.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  pay  expenses  of  committee 
members  to  meetings  of  committees,  standing  and  special. 

ARTICLE  Vn 
Professional  Leadership 

Section  1.  The  personnel  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  executive 
board  for  election  all  professional  leadership  to  include:  the  executive  secre- 
tary, the  directors  of  WMS,  YWA,  GA,  Sunbeam  Band,  and  others  as  authorized 
by  the  executive  board. 

Section  2.  The  executive  secretary,  in  conference  with  the  president  and/or 
the  chairman  of  the  personnel  committee  shall  select  and  employ  all  personnel 
not  elected  by  the  executive  board. 

Section  3.  The  executive  secretary  shall  be  responsible  to  the  executive 
board  for  promotion  and  office  personnel,  defining  and  delegating  responsibilities 
and  commensurate  authority  to  each. 

Section  4.  The  executive  secretary  shall  delegate  to  a  financial  secretary 
in  the  office  the  responsibility  for  all  business  transactions  involving  the  handling 
of  funds. 

Section  5.  The  executive  secretary  shall  sign  checks  and  legal  documents 
dealing  with  financial  accounts  as  needed. 

Section  6.  The  executive  secretary  and  all  office  personnel  shall  be  in- 
cluded under  the  bond  provided  for  Baptist  State  Convention  employees. 

Section  7.  The  professional  leadership  and  office  personnel  shall  be 
governed  by  "Policy  for  Employees  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union." 

Section  8.  The  department  directors  shall  make  written  reports  to  the 
executive  secretary  prior  to  each  regular  meeting  of  the  executive  board  and 
an  annual  report  to  be  included  in  the  Minutes  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
in  Annual  Session. 

Section  9.  The  executive  secretary  shall  make  a  written  report  of  detailed 
programs  and  financial  budgets  to  each  regular  meeting  of  the  executive  board, 
introducing  department  directors,  chairmen  or  office  personnel  as  desired  to 
assist  in  the  reports. 
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Section  10.  The  executive  secretary  shall  prepare  the  annual  report  of  the 
executive  board  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  annual  session,  and  shall 
be  responsible  for  that  part  of  the  program  v^'hich  emphasizes  and/or  promotes 
the  work  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  through  its  various  departments. 

Section  11.  If  vacancy  occurs  in  the  professional  leadership,  the  executive 
board  shall  determine  the  manner  in  which  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled. 

ARTICLE  VIII  ^ 
Gifts  and  Scholarships 

Section  1.  A  special  birthday  gift  of  $25.00  from  the  Burney  Fund  shall 
be  sent  in  February  of  each  year  to  each  Margaret  Fund  student  studying 
within  our  state. 

Section  2.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  give  $100.00  from  the  Heck- 
Jones  Memorial  offering  to  each  woman  who  receives  regular  appointment 
from  the  Home  or  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  who  claims  North  Carolina  as 
her  home  state. 

Section  3.  A  Missionary  Library  Fund  to  be  taken  from  the  Heck-Jones 
Memorial  Fund  shall  provide  a  Christmas  gift  for  each  woman  in  active  service 
under  our  Home  or  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  who  claims  North  Carolina 
as  her  home  state.  This  gift  shall  consist  of  one  book  and  one  magazine 
selected  by  a  special  committee. 

Section  4.  The  Edna  R.  Harris  Honor  Scholarship  in  the  amount  of  $350.00 
per  year  shall  be  given  annually  to  the  North  Carolina  woman  member  of  the 
senior  class  of  Carver  School  of  Missions  and  Social  Work  who,  upon  vote 
of  the  faculty  of  said  school,  is  most  outstanding  in  the  realms  of  scholarship, 
leadership  ability  and  general  fitness  for  Christian  service. 

Section  5.  The  Castlebury-Layton  Scholarship  in  the  amount  of  $250.00 
per  year  shall  be  given  annually  to  the  North  Carolina  woman  member  of  the 
senior  class  of  Carver  School  of  Missions  and  Social  Work  who,  upon  vote 
of  the  faculty  of  said  school,  is  rated  in  second  place  on  the  above-mentioned 
qualifications. 

ARTICLE  IX 
Loan  Funds 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  loan  funds  provided  as  needed  from  an  allocation 
of  the  Heck-Jones  Memorial  Offering  for  the  use  of  North  Carolina  women 
graduate  students  as  follows: 

$350.00  per  person  per  year  for  not  more  than  two  years  for  study  in 

a.  Carver  School  of  Missions  and  Social  Work 

b.  Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary 

$250.00  per  person  per  year  for  not  more  than  two  years  for  study  in 

a.  New  Orleans  Baptist  Theological  Seminary 

b.  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary 

c.  Southwestern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary 
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Section  2.  Students  using  these  loans  shall  be  approved  by  the  executive 
board  upon  recommendation  of  the  Seminary  Representative  and  shall  be 
regularly  enrolled  in  said  schools. 

Section  3.  Indebtedness  for  such  loans  shall  be  cancelled  only  by  special 
authorization  of  the  executive  board  and/or  when  the  recipient  goes  into 
definite  Home  or  Foreign  Mission  Work  under  regular  appointment  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Home  or  Foreign  Mission  Board  within  five  years  after  date 
of  graduation. 

Section  4.  No  interest  shall  be  charged  on  loans  while  the  student  remains 
regularly  enrolled  in  said  school  or  for  five  years  from  date  the  student  com- 
pletes or  discontinues  her  study  at  such  school. 

Section  5.  If  a  loan  is  not  completely  repaid  within  five  years  from  date 
the  student  completes  or  discontinues  study  at  said  school,  interest  at  4Vi  per 
cent  shall  be  added  to  the  remaining  debt  from  the  beginning  of  the  sixth 
year.  Payments  on  above-mentioned  loans  shall  be  retained  in  a  special  fund 
designated  "Seminary  Loan  Funds." 

Section  6.  $200.00  shall  be  deposited  every  year  from  the  Seminary  Loan 
Fund  to  the  account  of  the  Edna  R.  Harris  Honor  Scholarship. 

Section  7.  The  executive  board  shall  be  authorized  to  make  further  alloca- 
tions from  the  accumulated  balance  of  the  Seminary  Loan  Fund  for  the  above- 
mentioned  schools  upon  recommendation  of  three  (3)  or  more  seminary  repre- 
sentatives. 

ARTICLE  X 
Miscellaneous 

Section  1.  The  use  of  the  mailing  list  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall 
be  restricted  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  the 
Home  Mission  Board,  and  the  Baptist  Book  Stores. 

Section  2.  A  copy  of  these  By-Laws,  the  By-Laws  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  the  Financial  Policy,  and  the  "Policy  for  employees  of  Woman's  Mis- 
sion Union"  shall  be  made  available  to  each  member  of  the  executive  board 
immediately  upon  her  election. 

ARTICLE  XI 
Amendments 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  executive  board 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  its  voting  membership,  said  proposed  amendment  or 
amendments  having  been  submitted  to  the  executive  board  one  month  previous.

First  Baptist  Church,  Winston-Salem,  March  14-16,  1961 

TUESDAY  EVENING 

The  70th  session  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North  Caro- 
lina opened  on  Tuesday  evening  at  7:30,  March  14,  1961  at  First 
Baptist  Church  in  Winston-Salem. 

Two  large  silver  urns  on  each  side  of  the  platform  held  a  mixture 
of  white  and  lavendar  chrysanthemums  and  white  gladioli.  A  large 
black  cross  hung  in  the  baptistry,  symbolizing  the  theme  of  the 
meeting:  "Freely  Ye  Have  Received  .  .  .  Freely  Give." 

Mrs.  Helen  Laney,  High  Point,  was  at  the  organ  for  quiet  music 
while  the  people  gathered.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the 
president,  Mrs.  W.  K.  McGee,  after  which  Joseph  O.  Stroud,  Raleigh, 
led  the  congregation  in  singing  "When  I  Survey  the  Wondrous 
Cross." 

Dr.  Ralph  Herring,  pastor  of  the  host  church,  led  in  prayer;  the 
congregation  sang  "This  Is  My  Father's  World."

Miss  Ruth  Provence,  former  executive  secretary  of  WMU  of  North 
Carolina  and  now  executive  secretary  of  WMU  in  South  Carolina, 
was  introduced.  She  brought  the  first  of  a  series  of  devotional  mes- 
sages on  Christian  stewardship,  emphasizing  the  program  theme, 
"Freely  Give";  her  topic  was  "The  Love  of  Christ  Constraineth  Us." 
The  quartet  sang  as  the  congregation  prayed  together.  "Fairest  Lord 
Jesus"  was  sung  by  the  congregation. 

Miss  Delois  Hamrick,  Sunbeam  Band  director  for  North  Carolina 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  presented  the  features  in  observance 
of  the  75th  Anniversary  of  the  organization  of  Sunbeam  Bands.  An 
attractive  brochure  setting  forth  the  importance  of  missionary  educa- 
tion in  the  life  of  the  child,  and  giving  the  goals  for  the  anniversary 
year,  had  been  distributed  to  those  attending  the  session.  Copies  of 
the  anniversary  issue  of  SUNBEAM  ACTIVITIES  were  available. 
A  dramatic  presentation  entitled  "Sunbeams:  From  Yesterday  to 
Tomorrow,"  setting  forth  the  beginning  and  development  of  Sunbeam 
Band  work  was  presented  with  the  help  of  Sunbeam  Band  members 
from  the  First  Church,  Winston-Salem,  and  the  First  Church, 
Yadkinville. 
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"More  Love  To  Thee"  was  sung  by  the  congregation.  Mrs.  Roy 
Brown  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  formerly  of  BurUngton,  sang  "The  Voice 
in  the  Wilderness"  after  which  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reiji  Hoshizaki,  mis- 
sionaries, told  about  their  work  in  Japan. 

Miss  Robinson  closed  the  first  meeting  of  the  70th  session  with 
prayer. 

WEDNESDAY  MORNING 

Mrs.  Laney  was  at  the  organ  as  the  congregation  assembled  for 
the  Wednesday  morning  meeting  at  9:15  o'clock. 

The  quartet  sang  a  call  to  worship,  after  which  Mr.  Stroud  led  the 
congregation  in  singing  "O  Zion  Haste."  Mrs.  Sam  Rankin,  mission- 
ary to  Hong  Kong,  led  in  prayer  and  Miss  Provence  brought  her 
second  stewardship  message,  "Not  Your  Own."  The  quartet  rendered 
a  musical  response. 

Mrs.  George  Wagoner,  registration  chairman,  reported  1,200 
registered  as  of  9:30  a.m.  She  moved  that  those  who  had  already 
registered  and  those  who  would  later  register  constitute  the  body 
of  this  session.  The  motion  carried. 

Mrs.  McGee  recognized  Miss  Jo  Gwin  of  the  Baptist  Book  Store 
for  announcements. 

Reuben  Graham,  assistant  administrator  and  in  charge  of  purchasing 
at  Baptist  Hospital,  presented  the  need  for  linens  in  the  hospital's  care 
of  the  sick  and  expressed  appreciation  for  the  support  that  local  mis- 
sionary societies  have  given  in  the  past.

2.  That  Article  IV,  Section  5,  which  now  states:  "Church  organiza- 
tions shaU  be  recognized  as  units  through  which  the  purpose  of  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  is  accomplished,  each  responsible  for  its  own  pro- 
gram, and  contributing  successively  through  the  associational  and  the 
regional  unions  to  the  total  activity  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union."  be 
changed  to  read:  "Church  organizations  shall  be  recognized  as  units 
through  which  the  purpose  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  ac- 
complished, each  responsible  for  its  own  program,  and  contributing 
through  the  associational  union  to  the  total  activity  of  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union."  : , 

3.  That  Article  V,  Section  1,  which  now. states:  "The  officers  shall 
be  a  president,  a  first  vice-president,  a  second  vice-president,  third 
vice-president,  a  recording  secretary,  and  an  assistant  recording  secre- 
tary. No  employee  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  or  the  wife  of  such 
employee  shall  be  eligible  for  office."  be  changed  to  read:  "The  officers 
shall  be  a  president,  a  first  vice-president,  a  second  vice-president,  a 
recording  secretary,  and  an  assistant  recording  secretary.  No  employee 
of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  or  the  wife  of  such  employee  shall  be 
eligible  for  office." 

4.  That  Article  VIII,  Section  2,  which  now  states:  "The  annual 
session  shall  be  open  to  members  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and 
visitors.  The  privilege  of  making  motions,  debating  and  voting  shall 
be  limited  to  members  of  the  executive  board,  regional  and  associa- 
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tional  presidents,  professional  leadership,  members  of  standing  and 
authorized  special  committees,  three  delegates  from  each  local  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Union,  and  the  leaders  of  youth  organizations  in 
churches  having  no  Woman's  Missionary  Union."  be  changed  to  read: 
"The  annual  session  shall  be  open  to  members  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  and  visitors.  The  privilege  of  making  motions,  debating  and 
voting  shall  be  hmited  to  members  of  the  executive  board,  associational 
presidents,  professional  leadership,  members  of  standing  and  authorized 
special  committees,  three  delegates  from  each  local  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union,  and  the  leaders  of  youth  organizations  in  churches 
having  no  Woman's  Missionary  Union." 

5.  That  Article  IX,  Section  1,  which  now  states:  "There  shaU  be 
an  executive  board  composed  of  the  officers,  chairmen  of  mission 
study,  prayer,  community  missions,  stewardship,  the  Margaret  Fund 
Chairman,  WMU  representatives  of  Carver  School,  Southern,  South- 
western, New  Orleans  and  Southeastern  seminaries,  and  twelve  mem- 
bers-at-large,  three  of  whom  shall  be  from  the  Raleigh  region  and  one 
from  each  of  the  other  regions.  The  president  shall  be  chairman.  The 
professional  leadership  shall  serve  without  vote."  be  changed  to  read: 
"There  shall  be  an  executive  board  composed  of  the  officers,  chairmen 
of  mission  study,  prayer,  community  missions,  stewardship,  WMU 
representatives  of  Carver  School,  Southern,  Southwestern,  New  Orleans 
and  Southeastern  seminaries,  and  twelve  members-at-large,  at  least  one 
from  each  of  the  regions.  The  president  shall  be  chairman.  The  pro- 
fessional leadership  shall  serve  without  vote." 

6.  That  Article  IX,  Section  2,  which  now  states:  "The  twelve  mem- 
bers-at-large, the  Margaret  Fund  Chairman  and  Seminary  Representa- 
tives shall  be  elected  for  a  three-year  term.  Four  new  members-at- 
large  shall  be  elected  each  year.  No  one  may  succeed  herself  for  at  least 
one  year."  be  changed  to  read:  "The  twelve  members-at-large,  and 
Seminary  Representatives  shall  be  elected  for  a  three-year  term.  Four 
new  members-at-large  shall  be  elected  each  year.  No  one  may  succeed 
herself  for  at  least  one  year." 

ARTICLE  VII,  Nominations  and  Elections,  to  be  revised  to  read: 
Section  I.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  ten  mem- 
bers, five  of  whom,  to  serve  for  a  period  of  two  years,  shall  be  nominated 
from  the  state  at  large  by  the  nominating  Committee  and  elected  at 
the  annual  session.  Five  others,  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year,  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot  from  the  executive  board  in  its  first  meeting  after 
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the  annual  session;  one  each  of  these  shall  come  from  the  following 
combined  regions:  Elizabeth  City  and  Rocky  Mount;  Wilmington  and 
Raleigh;  Greensboro  and  Charlotte;  Wilkesboro  and  Hickory;  Ashe- 
ville  and  Bryson  City.  Officers  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  not 
be  eligible  for  election  to  the  nominating  committee. 

Section  2.  The  recording  secretary  shall  call  for  the  organizational 
meeting  of  the  Nominating  Committee  immediately  following  the  first 
meeting  of  the  executive  board  after  the  annual  session  of  Woman's 
Missionary  Union.  A  chairman,  co-chairman,  and  a  secretary  shall  be 
elected.  A  copy  of  the  By-Laws  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and 
the  By-Laws  of  the  executive  board  shall  be  given  to  each  member 
of  the  committee. 

Section  3.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  an  alternate 
to  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  among  the  five  members  from  the  state  at 
large.  The  executive  board  shall  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  among  the 
five  members  from  the  executive  board. 

Sections  3  and  4  of  the  existing  By-Laws  will  remain  unchanged  and 
become  sections  4  and  5  of  this  Article  if  approved. 
The  motion  carried. 

"Hark  the  Voice  of  Jesus  Calfing"  was  sung  by  the  congregation. 
Miss  Hamrick  led  in  prayer  remembering  the  missionaries  on  the 
calendar  of  prayer. 

Miss  Robinson  moved  that  the  report  of  the  executive  board  be 
adopted  as  printed  without  reading  and  that  the  time  be  given  to  pro- 
motion. The  motion  carried. 

Mrs.  A.  L.  Parker,  Jubilee  chairman,  called  attention  to  the  Jubilee 
goals  for  1961-62  in  the  hands  of  delegates  and  moved  that  they  be 
adopted.  The  motion  carried. 

Members  of  the  office  staff  and  executive  board  participated  in  a 
promotinal  presentation  of  the  executive  board  report.  After  prayer, 
the  congregation  sang  "Breathe  on  Me,  Breath  of  God." 

Miss  Alma  Hunt,  executive  secretary  of  Southern  WMU,  was  in- 
troduced by  the  president  and  spoke  on  the  subject,  "Unto  Us  A 
Ministry." 

Mrs.  Roy  Brown  sang,  "He  That  Dwelleth  in  the  Secret  Place." 
Miss  Robinson  closed  the  morning  meeting  with  Scripture  reading  and 
prayer. 
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WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON 

"God  of  Our  Fathers"  was  used  as  an  organ  prelude  to  open  the 
afternoon  meeting  which  was  convened  at  1:45  o'clock.  The  quartet 
sang  "Let  There  Be  Light"  followed  by  congregational  singing,  "In 
Christ  There  is  No  East  or  West."  Miss  Virginia  HighfiU,  missionary  to 
Japan,  led  in  prayer. 

Members  of  the  office  staff  of  the  state  WMU  were  introduced  by 
Mrs.  McGee,  after  which  Mr.  D.  P.  McFarland,  director  of  the 
Christian  Action  League,  spoke  about  the  work  of  the  League  and 
suggested  that  individuals  exert  their  influence  upon  proposed  legisla- 
tion having  to  do  with  alcoholic  beverages  by  writing  personal  letters 
to  congressmen  and  other  elected  officials. 

Miss  Kathryn  BuUard,  WMS  director,  led  in  prayer. 

Mrs.  Douglas  Aldrich,  chairman  of  the  finance  committee  of  the 
Executive  Board,  moved  the  adoption  of  $68,120  as  the  goal  for  the 
1961  Heck-Jones  Memorial  Offering,  with  the  allocations  of  that  goal 
as  appended  to  these  minutes.  In  discussion  of  the  allocations,  the 
congregation  heard  Mrs.  M.  A.  Horne,  president  of  Woman's  Baptist 
Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Convention;  Rudolph  Felzman,  student 
from  Germany  at  the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine;  Paul  Nix, 
pastor  of  Blue  Creek  Mission,  Jacksonville;  and  Boyd  Horton,  mis- 
sionary to  Cherokee.  After  other  discussion  from  the  floor,  the  motion 
passed. 

The  congregation  was  led  by  Mr.  Stroud  in  singing  "He  Leadeth 
Me." 

Mrs.  McGee  introduced  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carlos  Owens,  missionaries 
to  Africa.  Their  five  weeks  old  daughter  was  brought  in  and  the 
congregation  burst  forth  in  spontaneous  applause.  Mrs.  Owens  then 
spoke  about  their  work  in  Mbeya,  Tanganyika. 

Miss  Robinson  closed  the  afternoon  meeting  with  a  meditation  period 
using  Scripture  and  prayer. 

WEDNESDAY  EVENING 

The  Wednesday  evening  meeting  opened  at  7:30  with  an  organ 
prelude,  "From  Greenland's  Icy  Mountains."  The  quartet  sang  a  call  to 
worship.  The  congregation  was  directed  by  Mr.  Stroud  in  singing 
"We've  a  Story  to  Tell  to  the  Nations,"  "I  Gave  My  Life  for  Thee," 
and  "Ready."

Mrs.  McGee  introduced 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edwin  Dozier,  missionaries  to  Japan,  and  their  two 
daughters  and  son-in-law.  Mr.  Dozier  spoke  about  the  work  in  Japan. 

Mrs.  Brown  sang  "Go  Tell  It  On  the  Mountains." 

Dr.  Baker  James  Cauthen,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Board,  used  as  his  subject,  "His  Message — Our  Mission."  After 
prayer  by  Dr.  Cauthen,  the  congregation  sang  "Take  My  Life  and 
Let  It  Be  Consecrated." 

THURSDAY  MORNING 

The  last  meeting  of  the  70th  session  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
began  at  9:15  a.m.  with  the  quartet  singing  "For  the  Beauty  of  the 
Earth."

The  Literacy  Movement 
by  TV,  Brasstown,  N.  C,  spoke  about  work  among  the  illiterates  in 
North  Carolina.  Miss  Sara  Ann  Hobbs  led  in  prayer. 

A  telegram  from  Mrs.  J.  Clyde  Turner  was  read  by  Mrs.  McGee; 
Mrs.  George  Wagoner,  chairman  of  Registration,  reported  that  1,004 
delegates  had  registered  with  773  visitors  for  a  total  of  1,777. 

Mrs.  Rovy  Branon,  chairman  of  the  Place  Committee,  moved  that 
the  1963  convention  be  held  in  Charlotte,  March  12,  13  and  14.  The 
motion  carried. 
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Mrs.  Jim  Rowe  extended  a  welcome  from  the  First  Baptist  Church 
in  Asheville  for  the  1962  meeting. 

Mrs.  E.  B.  Hill,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  Resolutions,  brought 
the  report  of  the  Resolutions  Committee  and  moved  its  adoption.  The 
motion  carried. 

Mrs.  McGee  spoke  of  the  blessings  experienced  by  her  in  serving  as 
president  of  North  Carolina  WMU  for  the  past  five  years.  She  pre- 
sented Mrs.  M.  E.  Wilson,  chairman  of  the  Nominating  Committee, 
who  recognized  Mrs.  Robert  Costner  for  the  presentation  of  a  string 
of  pearls  in  a  silver  heart-shaped  jewelry  box  to  Mrs.  McGee  from 
North  Carolina  Woman's  Missionary  Union.

October  1959  to  October  1960 

The  Board 

The  33  member  Executive  Board  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North 
Carohna  held  four  quarterly  meetings  during  the  year,  all  at  the  Baptist 
Building  in  Raleigh,  with  the  president,  Mrs.  W.  K.  McGee,  presiding.  Each 
was  an  overnight  meeting,  with  separate  committee  meetings  held  on  Monday 
afternoon  and  evening  and  the  Tuesday  meeting  together.  Mrs.  Douglas 
Aldrich  of  Raleigh,  Mrs.  R.  L.  Costner  of  Raleigh,  Mrs.  Henry  Gamble  of 
Waxhaw,  Mrs.  W.  A.  Mitchiner  of  Oxford  and  Mrs.  A.  L.  Parker  of  Greens- 
boro constituted  the  Executive  Committee  elected  by  the  board.  This  com- 
mittee was  called  to  meet  only  once  during  the  year,  to  help  with  the  plans 
for  the  leadership  conferences.

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June  to  September,  prior  to  her  appointment  by  the  Home  Mission  Board. 
Miss  Willa  Dean  Freeman,  native  North  Carolinian,  serving  as  Girls'  Auxiliary 

Director  in  Mississippi,  v^^as  wooed  back  to  North  Carolina  and  began  her 

service  as  GA  Director  here  in  September. 
The  position  of  Sunbeam  Band  Director  was  vacant  from  June  of  1959  (when 

Miss  Beverly  Neilson  resigned)  to  June  of  1960. 
Miss  Delois  Hamrick,  a  North  Carolinian,  was  elected  to  this  position  in  May 

and  began  her  work  following  her  graduation  from  Carver  School  of  Missions 

and  Social  Work. 

Mrs.  Paul  McGinnis,  receptionist  in  the  WMU  office,  moved  out  of  the  city 
in  June  and  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Coleman  Markham,  whose  husband  is  a 
Southeastern  Seminary  student. 

Mrs.  Marion  Taylor,  financial  secretary  in  the  WMU  office,  resigned  in  August 
and  was  replaced  in  September  by  Miss  Vivian  Nowell  of  Wendell,  former 
missionary  to  Nigeria  who  had  previously  been  on  the  WMU  office  staff. 

Statistical  Report 

Even  accurate  figures  are  not  an  adequate  measure  of  labor  or  results.  The 
appended  statistical  report  is  not  completely  accurate.  A  number  of  churches, 
and  some  associations,  are  not  included  because  their  reports  were  not  sent  in. 
Many  reports  contained  obvious  errors.  The  total  figures  are  not  encouraging. 

In  comparison  with  the  Annual  Report  of  1958-59,  this  1959-60  record 
reveals  losses  in  almost  every  category.  There  are  a  few  more  organizations, 
but  less  members.  More  organizations  observed  the  seasons  of  prayer  for 
home  and  state  missions;  but  fewer  observed  the  season  of  prayer  for  foreign 
missions.  The  young  people's  organizations  had  more  mission  study  classes 
and  more  members  reading  books.  The  WMS  had  more  women  reading  a 
book,  but  fewer  classes.  GA's,  YWA's  and  WMS  had  fewer  organizations 
participating  in  planned  community  missions.  The  number  of  WMS  and  YWA 
tithers  decreased.  There  was  an  increase  of  27  in  the  number  of  Societies  re- 
ceiving recognition  on  the  Mission  Study  Chart.  There  were  more  honor 
organizations  but  fewer  honor  Woman's  Missionary  Unions. 

The  two  Honor  Woman's  Missionary  Unions  for  1959-60  were: 
Calvary  Church,  Albemarle,  Mrs.  Lorene  T.  Hudson,  President 
Spruce  Pine,  First,  Mrs.  Lloyd  Bryson,  President 
There  were  159  Approved  Woman's  Missionary  Societies,  136  Advanced  and 
44  Honor.  49  Young  Woman's  Auxiliaries  were  Approved,  19  Advanced  and 
20  Honor.  302  Girls'  Auxiliaries  were  Approved;  143  Advanced,  and  226 
Honor.  There  were  117  Approved  Sunbeam  Bands  and  21  Honor. 

Of  the  3,232  Baptist  churches  in  North  Carolina,  894  have  no  WMU  organi- 
zation of  any  kind. 

Leadership  Training 

The  promotion  of  leadership  training  has  been  a  major  emphasis  of  the 
year.  State  promoted  leadership  conferences  have  been  conducted  as  listed 
previously  in  this  report.  The  state  leaders  have  gone  into  many  associations  to 
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help  with  associational  and,  in  a  few  instances,  with  local  conferences.  During 
the  1959-60  WMU  year.  Leadership  Cards  have  been  issued  as  follows: 

WMS~2,024;       YWA— 188;       GA— 661;       SB— 586 
Jubilee  Goals 

The  Jubilee  Goals  for  the  year  were  strenuously  promoted,  well  received 
and  poorly  accomplished.  Only  one  of  the  statistical  goals  was  met — the 
12  per  cent  increase  in  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering.  The  book,  Edu- 
cating Youth  in  Missions  was  widely  taught  and  enthusiastically  received. 
Many  Unions  have  co-operated  with  their  churches  in  supporting  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention's  program  to  increase  gifts  through  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram by  at  least  2  per  cent  of  the  total  church  budget.  Associations  and  churches 
have  assisted  in  the  effort  to  organize  30,000  churches  and  missions.  But  the 
attainment  of  specific  goals  thus  far  warrants  no  Jubilee  celebration.  Let  us 
devoutly  and  earnestly  pray  that  the  love  of  Christ  will  really  constrain  us 
to  more  earnest  effort  and  greater  zeal  during  1960-61. 

Recommendations 

The  Executive  Board  is  bringing  three  recommendations  to  the  Annual  Ses- 
sion in  Winston-Salem  in  March  1961: 

1)  That  the  proposed  allocations  for  the  1961  Heck- Jones  Offering  be  adopted; 

2)  That  the  proposed  Jubilee  Goals  for  1961-62  be  adopted; 

3)  That  the  Regional  Woman's  Missionary  Union  organizations  be  dis- 
continued following  the  State  WMU  Annual  Session  in  March  1961.

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BY-LAWS 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina 

ARTICLE  I 
Name 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Auxiliary 
to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  n 
Purpose 

The  purpose  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be  to  emulate  the  spirit 
of  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ;  to  stimulate  the  missionary  spirit  and 
the  grace  of  giving  among  women  and  youth  of  Baptist  churches  of  North 
Carolina;  to  enlist  women  and  youth  in  a  definite  study  of  and  vital  participa- 
tion in  missions;  to  ingather  missionary  gifts,  to  be  disbursed  by  Woman's 
Missionary  Union,  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and 
the  mission  boards  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  in 
Membership 

The  membership  shall  be  the  members  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
organizations  in  churches  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IV 
Relationships 

Section  1.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be  the  organization  through 
which  co-operating  Woman's  Missionary  Unions  achieve  unity  of  purpose  and 
collective  action. 

Section  2.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  co-operate  with  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  in  the  promotion  of  Christian  missions  through  an  emphasis 
upon  the  cooperative  program,  an  offering  for  state  missions,  and  a  program 
of  mission  study,  prayer,  community  missions  and  stewardship. 

Section  3.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  contribute  to  the  world  mis- 
sions program  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  through  the  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering  for  foreign  missions  and  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering 
for  home  missions  and  the  Heck-Jones  Memorial  Offering. 

Section  4.  Associational  unions  shall  be  recognized  as  liaison  organizations 
between  church  organizations  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

Section  5.  Church  organizations  shall  be  recognized  as  units  through  which 
the  purpose  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  accomplished,  each  responsible 
for  its  own  program,  and  contributing  through  the  associational  unions  to 
the  total  activity  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 
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ARTICLE  V 
Officers 

Section  1.  The  officers  shall  be  a  president,  a  first  vice-president,  a  second 
vice-president,  a  recording  secretary,  and  an  assistant  recording  secretary.  No 
employee  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  or  the  wife  of  such  employee  shall  be 
eligible  for  office. 

Section  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  session  and  shall  hold 
office  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  The  term  of  office  shall 
begin  at  final  adjournment  of  the  session  at  which  they  are  elected. 

Section  3.  The  term  of  elected  officers  shall  be  limited  to  five  consecutive 
years  in  the  same  office,  and  one  year  shall  elapse  before  officers  may  be 
eligible  for  election  to  the  previously  held  office. 

Section  4.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  president,  the  vice-presidents, 
in  order,  shall  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

Section  5.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  recording  secretary,  the 
assistant  recording  secretary  shall  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

Section  6.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  any  of  the  other  offices,  the  executive 
board  shall  determine  the  manner  in  which  the  duties  shall  be  discharged 
for  the  unexpired  term. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  Duties  of  the  various  officers  shall  be  such  as  are  specified  in 
these  by-laws,  the  by-laws  of  the  executive  board,  and  the  parliamentary  author- 
ity adopted  by  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

Section  2.  The  president  shall  appoint  all  committees  authorized  by 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  except  the  nominating  committee  and  those  other- 
wise prescribed. 

Section  3.  The  president  shall  ex-officio  be  a  member  of  all  committees 
of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  except  the  nominating  committee. 

Section  4.  The  president,  in  conference  with  the  executive  secretary,  shall 
plan  for  the  presentation  of  the  report  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  to  the 
annual  session  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

Section  5.    The  first  vice-president  shall  be  state  chairman  of  enlistment. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Nominations  and  Elections 

Section  1.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  ten  members, 
five  of  whom,  to  serve  for  a  period  of  two  years,  shall  be  nominated  from 
the  state  at  large  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  elected  at  the  annual 
session.  Five  others,  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year,  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  from  the  executive  board  in  its  first  meeting  after  the  annual  session; 
one  each  of  these  shall  come  from  the  following  combined  regions:  Elizabeth 
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City  and  Rocky  Mount;  Wilmington  and  Raleigh;  Greensboro  and  Charlotte; 
Wilkesboro  and  Hickory;  Asheville  and  Bryson  City.  Officers  of  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  shall  not  be  eligible  for  election  to  the  nominating  committee. 

Section  2.  The  recording  secretary  shall  call  for  the  organizational  meet- 
ing of  the  Nominating  Committee  immediately  following  the  first  meeting 
of  the  executive  board  after  the  annual  session  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 
A  chairman,  a  co-chairman,  and  a  secretary  shall  be  elected.  A  copy  of  the 
By-Laws  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  the  By-Laws  of  the  executive  board 
shall  be  given  to  each  member  of  the  committee. 

Section  3.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  an  alternate  to  fill 
any  vacancy  occurring  among  the  five  members  from  the  state  at  large.  The 
executive  board  shall  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  among  the  five  members 
from  the  executive  board. 

Section  4.  The  nominating  committee  shall  select  by  ballot  nominees  for 
all  offices,  four  members-at-large  of  the  executive  board.  They  shall  secure 
their  consent  to  serve. 

Section  5.  The  nominating  committee  shall  submit  nominations  for  election 
at  the  next  annual  session.  Additional  nominations  may  be  made  from  the 
floor.  Anyone  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  of  less  than  a  year  shall  be  eligible  for 
reelection  to  a  full  term. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Meetings 

Section  1.  A  session  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be  held  annually, 
beginning  Tuesday  evening  following  the  second  Sunday  in  March.  The  place 
shall  be  determined  at  the  annual  session  two  years  in  advance,  or,  in  emergency, 
by  the  executive  board. 

Section  2.  The  annual  session  shall  be  open  to  members  of  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  and  visitors.  The  privilege  of  making  motions,  debating  and 
voting  shall  be  limited  to  members  of  the  executive  board,  associational 
presidents,  professional  leadership,  members  of  standing  and  authorized 
special  committees,  three  delegates  from  each  local  Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  and  the  leaders  of  youth  organizations  in  churches  having  no  Woman's 
Missionary  Union. 

Section  3.  Two  hundred  voting  members  present  at  any  meeting  of  an 
annual  session  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  4.  The  president,  in  conference  with  the  executive  secretary,  shall 
plan  the  program  for  the  annual  session. 

Section  5.  The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  annual  session  shall  be  dis- 
pensed with  and  they  shall  be  referred  to  the  executive  board  for  approval. 

Section  6.  Conferences,  institutes,  camps  and  other  such  meetings  for 
promoting  the  missionary  spirit  and  developing  missionary  activities  shall  be 
held  as  authorized  by  the  eve  ntive  hoard. 
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ARTICLE  IX 
Executive  Board 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  executive  board  composed  of  the  officers, 
chairmen  of  mission  study,  prayer,  community  missions,  stewardship,  WMU 
representatives  of  Carver  School,  Southern,  Southwestern,  New  Orleans  and 
Southeastern  seminaries,  and  twelve  members-at-large,  at  least  one  from  each 
of  the  regions.  The  president  shall  be  chairman.  The  professional  leadership 
shall  serve  without  vote. 

Section  2.  The  twelve  members-at-large,  and  Seminary  Representatives 
shall  be  elected  for  a  three-year  term.  Four  new  members-at-large  shall  be 
elected  each  year.  No  one  may  succeed  herself  for  at  least  one  year. 

Section  3.  The  executive  board  shall  have  authority  over  the  affairs  of 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  the  interim  between  sessions  of  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union,  except  that  of  modifying  action  taken  by  Woman's  Missionary 
Union. 

Section  4.  The  executive  board  is  authorized  to  elect  an  executive  secre- 
tary who  shall  be  responsible  to  the  executive  board  for  the  administration, 
development  and  execution  of  established  plans,  policies  and  broad  programs 
of  the  executive  board. 

Section  5.  The  executive  board  shall  elect  other  professional  leadership 
to  include  directors  of  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  Young  Woman's  Auxiliary, 
Girls'  Auxiliary,  Sunbeam  Band;  and  others  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  execu- 
tive board. 

Section  6.  The  officers  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  ex-officio  be 
the  officers  of  the  executive  board. 

Section  7.  The  executive  board  shall  meet  quarterly  and  at  the  call  of  the 
president  or  upon  the  request  of  five  of  its  members,  twelve  voting  members 
present  constituting  a  quorum. 

Section  8.  The  executive  board  shall  employ  a  certified  public  accountant 
to  make  a  complete  annual  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  financial 
secretary.  All  audits  shall  be  reported  to  the  executive  board  and  printed  in 
the  Minutes  of  the  Annual  Session  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

Section  9.  The  executive  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  Woman's 
Missionary  Union. 

Section  10.  The  executive  board  is  authorized  to  adopt  by-laws  for  the 
transaction  of  its  work,  provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  the  by-laws  of 
Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

ARTICLE  X 
Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  executive  board  is  authorized  to  have  an  executive  com- 
mittee composed  of  the  president,  as  chairman,  and  five  other  members  elected 
by  the  executive  board. 
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Section  2.  The  executive  board  may  authorize  the  executive  committee 
to  perform  between  the  meetings  of  the  executive  board  only  such  duties  as 
may  demand  immediate  attention. 

Section  3.  The  executive  secretary  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the  executive 
committee.  Following  a  meeting  of  the  committee,  she  shall  send  minutes  to 
all  members  of  the  executive  board. 

Section  4.  The  executive  committee  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  president 
or  upon  the  request  of  three  of  its  members.  It  shall  make  a  complete  report 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  board. 

■  ARTICLE  XI 

Departments 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  the  following  departments  for  the  promotion 
of  the  program  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union:  Woman's  Missionary  Society, 
Young  Woman's  Auxiliary,  Girls'  Auxiliary  and  Sunbeam  Band. 

Section  2.  The  work  of  each  department  shall  be  developed  through  a 
program  of  mission  study,  prayer,  community  missions  and  stewardship. 

Section  3.  The  work  of  the  departments  shall  be  under  the  direction  of 
the  executive  board  and  the  supervision  of  the  executive  secretary. 

Section  4.  Each  department  shall  be  composed  of  the  president,  the  execu- 
tive secretary,  a  director  of  the  department  elected  by  the  executive  board  upon 
nomination  of  the  personnel  committee,  and  a  committee  of  the  executive  board. 

Section  5.  The  department  of  Woman's  Missionary  Society  shall  have  a 
chairman  for  the  promotion  of  each  of  the  following:  mission  study,  prayer, 
community  missions  and  stewardship,  such  chairmen  to  be  elected  annually 
by  the  executive  board  upon  nomination  of  the  personnel  committee  and  to  be 
under  the  supervision  of  the  WMS  director.  Their  term  of  service  shall  be 
limited  to  five  consecutive  years,  and  no  one  may  succeed  herself  as  chairman 
until  one  year  has  elapsed. 

ARTICLE  Xn 

Parliamentary  Authority 

The  parliamentary  authority  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be  Robert's 
Rules  of  Order  Revised. 

ARTICLE  Xin 
Amendments 

These  by-laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  a  business  meeting  of  the  annual 
session  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  one  month's  previous  notice  in  writing  having  been 
submitted  to  the  executive  secretary  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  who  shall 
notify  the  executive  board  and  shall  cause  said  proposed  amendment  or  amend- 
ments to  be  published  in  the  next  succeeding  issue  of  the  Biblical  Recorder 
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BY-LAWS 

Executive  Board  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 

ARTICLE  I 
Members 

Section  1.  Members  of  the  executive  board  shall  be  chosen  on  the  basis 
of  their  varied  experience  in,  and  potential  contribution  to,  the  work  of  Woman's 
Missionary  Union, 

Section  2.  The  retiring  president  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  not 
be  eligible  for  membership  on  the  board  until  one  year  has  elapsed  following 
her  term  of  office. 

Section  3.  A  member  at  large  serving  one  and  a  half  years,  or  longer,  shall 
be  considered  as  having  served  a  full  term. 

Section  4.  All  resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  president,  who 
shall  notify  the  executive  secretary. 

ARTICLE  II 
Officers 

The  officers  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  ex-officio  be  the  officers 
of  the  executive  board. 

ARTICLE  III  ' 
Nominations  and  Elections 

Section  1.  Prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  nominating  committee  in  which 
nominees  are  named,  the  executive  secretary  shall  provide  the  chairman  with 
a  list  denoting  tenure  in  office  of  each  officer  and  member  at  large  and  any 
unexpired  terms  to  be  filled.  She  shall  also  provide  the  chairman  with  all  papers 
authorized  in  the  by-laws  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  with  information 
regarding  arrangements  and  expense  as  may  be  needed. 

Section  2.  The  nominating  committee  shall  make  all  nominations  by 
written  ballot.  Following  each  nominating  ballot,  members  shall  be  given 
opportunity  to  present  qualifications  of  nominees. 

Section  3.  The  secretary  of  the  nominating  committee  shall  be  instructed 
to  prepare  a  ballot  containing  the  names  of  all  nominees  for  the  office  under 
consideration.  When  a  nominee  receives  a  majority  of  the  votes,  she  shall  be 
declared  the  committee's  nominee  for  the  office.  Likewise  the  committee  shall 
name  a  second  and  third  choice  for  each  office. 

Section  4.  The  consent  to  serve  shall  be  secured  from  all  nominees.  Should 
a  nominee  decline  to  serve,  the  chairman  shall  be  authorized  to  substitute  the 
next  person  in  order  until  the  nominee  has  been  secured.  The  chairman  shall 
notify  the  committee  of  the  results. 

Section  5.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  pay  the  expenses  of  the  chair- 
man of  the  nominating  committee  to  the  Annual  Session  to  which  she  reports.

ARTICLE  IV 
Meetings 

Section  1.  The  time  of  all  regular  meetings  of  the  executive  board  shall 
be  fixed  annually  by  the  executive  board  at  the  first  meeting  after  the  annual 
session. 

Section  2.  Regular  meetings  of  the  executive  board  shall  be  open  to 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  members.  The  privilege  of  making  motions  and 
voting  shall  be  limited  to  members  of  the  executive  board. 

Section  3.  A  special  meeting  of  the  executive  board  may  be  called  by  the 
president  or  at  the  request  of  five  voting  members.  This  request  shall  be  made 
in  writing  to  the  executive  secretary  who,  in  conference  with  the  president  shall 
fix  the  place  and  time,  and  then  notify  all  members  at  least  ten  days  prior  to 
the  special  meeting. 

Section  4,  The  suggested  agenda  for  all  regular  meetings  of  the  executive 
board  shall  be  prepared  by  the  president,  in  conference  with  the  executive  secre- 
tary, and  shall  be  sent  to  the  members  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to  the  meeting. 

Section  5.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  pay  expenses  of  executive 
board  members  to  all  regular  meetings  of  the  board. 

^  ARTICLE  V 

Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  executive  committee  shall  be  elected  by  the  executive  board 
in  its  first  meeting  following  the  annual  session. 

Section  2.  The  election  shall  be  on  written  ballots  prepared  by  the  execu- 
tive secretary  Hsting  all  members  of  the  executive  board.  Each  member  shall 
vote  for  a  total  of  five,  two  of  whom  shall  have  served  the  previous  year. 

Section  3.  In  case  of  the  president's  absence,  she  shall  appoint  a  member  to 
preside. 

Section  4.  The  president  shall  notify  all  members  of  the  executive  board 
when  calling  a  meeting  of  the  committee. 

Section  5.  Four  voting  members  of  the  executive  committee  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Committees 

Section  1.  The  executive  board  shall  have  the  following  committees  which 
shall  be  appointed  at  the  first  meeting  following  the  annual  session:  Finance, 
Personnel,  Policy,  WMS,  YWA,  GA,  SB  Band,  and  such  other  committees  as 
the  work  demands.  Chairmen  shall  be  named  by  the  president. 

Section  2.  The  Finance,  Personnel  and  Policy  committees  shall  meet  at 
the  call  of  the  chairmen  in  consultation  with  the  president. 
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Section  3.  The  executive  secretary  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  all 
committees. 

Section  4,  The  finance  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  of 
the  executive  board,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  stewardship  chairman. 

Section  5.  The  finance  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  executive  board 
in  its  summer  meeting  the  annual  operating  budget  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Union. 

Section  6.  The  finance  committee  shall,  in  conference  with  the  General 
Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  State  Convention,  recommend  salaries  of  personnel 
employed  by  the  executive  board  between  meetings  of  the  budget  committee 
of  the  state  convention. 

Section  7.  The  finance  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  executive  board 
at  its  winter  meeting  the  goal  and  allocations  for  the  Heck-Jones  Memorial 
Offering. 

Section  8,  The  finance  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  executive  board 
at  its  spring  meeting  the  state  goals  for  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering 
for  foreign  missions  and  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering  for  home  missions. 

Section  9.  The  finance  committee  shall  prepare  annually  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  policy  relating  to  all  matters  of  finance  and  shall  submit  to  the  executive 
board  for  approval  at  its  winter  meeting. 

Section  10.  All  matters  requiring  the  expenditure  of  monies,  not  other- 
wise provided  for,  shall  be  referred  to  the  finance  committee. 

Section  11.  The  personnel  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members 
of  the  executive  board. 

Section  12.  The  personnel  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  executive 
board  for  election  the  following:  professional  leadership;  chairmen  of  mission 
study,  prayer,  community  missions,  and  stewardship;  Carver  School  and  semi- 
nary representatives.  The  election  of  the  chairmen  of  mission  study,  prayer, 
community  missions  and  stewardship  shall  be  held  annually  in  the  meeting  of 
the  Executive  Board  immediately  preceding  the  annual  session. 

Section  13.  The  personnel  committee  shall  prepare  "Policy  for  Employees 
of  Woman's  Missionary  Union"  in  Hne  with  the  current  policy  of  the  general 
board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  shall  submit  same  to  executive 
board  for  approval. 

Section  14.  Any  other  matters  relating  to  personnel  shall  be  referred  to 
the  personnel  committee. 

Section  15.  The  policy  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  of 
the  executive  board. 

Section  16.  All  matters  concerning  the  policy  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  shall  be  referred  to  the  policy  committee  for  consideration;  this  com- 
mittee shall  make  recommendations  regarding  the  same  to  the  executive  board. 

Section  17.  The  following  committees  shall  be  known  as  committees  for 
promotion:  the  WMS  committee,  the  YWA  committee,  the  GA  committee, 
and  the  Sunbeam  Band  committee.  These  committees  shall  meet  upon  the  call 
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of  the  chairman  and  the  respective  department  directors  in  consultation  with 
the  president. 

Section  18.  Members  of  the  executive  board  shall  be  distributed  equitably 
among  the  committees  for  promotion. 

Section  19.  The  department  directors  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the 
respective  promotion  committees. 

Section  20.  The  principal  function  of  the  committees  for  promotion  shall 
be  to  develop  and  recommend  to  the  executive  board  objectives  and  programs 
for  promoting  the  respective  organizations. 

Section  21.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  pay  expenses  of  committee 
members  to  meetings  of  committees,  standing  and  special. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Professional  Leadership 

Section  1.  The  personnel  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  executive 
board  for  election  all  professional  leadership  to  include:  the  executive  secre- 
tary, the  directors  of  WMS,  YWA,  GA,  Sunbeam  Band,  and  others  as  authorized 
by  the  executive  board. 

Section  2.  The  executive  secretary,  in  conference  with  the  president  and/or 
the  chairman  of  the  personnel  committee  shall  select  and  employ  all  personnel 
not  elected  by  the  executive  board. 

Section  3.  The  executive  secretary  shall  be  responsible  to  the  executive 
board  for  promotion  and  office  personnel,  defining  and  delegating  responsibilities 
and  commensurate  authority  to  each. 

Section  4.  The  executive  secretary  shall  delegate  to  a  financial  secretary 
in  the  office  the  responsibility  for  all  business  transactions  involving  the  handling 
of  funds. 

Section  5.  The  executive  secretary  shall  sign  checks  and  legal  documents 
dealing  with  financial  accounts  as  needed. 

Section  6.  The  executive  secretary  and  all  office  personnel  shall  be  in- 
cluded under  the  bond  provided  for  Baptist  State  Convention  employees. 

Section  7.  The  professional  leadership  and  office  personnel  shall  be 
governed  by  "Policy  for  Employees  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union." 

Section  8.  The  department  directors  shall  make  written  reports  to  the  ex- 
ecutive secretary  prior  to  each  regular  meeting  of  the  executive  board,  material 
from  which  shall  be  incorporated  into  the  report  of  the  executive  board  lo 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  Annual  Session. 

Section  9.  The  executive  secretary  shall  make  a  written  report  of  detailed 
programs  and  financial  matters  to  each  regular  meeting  of  the  executive  board, 
materials  from  which  shall  be  incorporated  into  the  report  of  the  executive 
board  to  Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  Annual  Session. 
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Section  10.  The  executive  secretary  shall  prepare  the  annual  report  of  the 
executive  board  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  annual  session,  and  shall 
be  responsible  for  that  part  of  the  program  which  emphasizes  and/ or  promotes 
the  work  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  through  its  various  departments. 

Section  11.  If  vacancy  occurs  in  the  professional  leadership,  the  executive 
board  shall  determine  the  manner  in  which  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Gifts  and  Scholarships 

Section  1.  A  special  birthday  gift  of  $25.00  from  the  Burney  Fund  shall 
be  sent  in  February  of  each  year  to  each  Margaret  Fund  student  studying 
within  our  state. 

Section  2.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  give  $100.00  from  the  Heck- 
Jones  Memorial  offering  to  each  woman  who  receives  regular  appointment 
from  the  Home  or  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  who  claims  North  Carolina  as 
her  home  state. 

Section  3.  A  Missionary  Library  Fund  to  be  taken  from  the  Heck-Jones 
Memorial  Fund  shall  provide  a  Christmas  gift  for  each  woman  in  active  service 
under  our  Home  or  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  who  claims  North  Carolina 
as  her  home  state.  This  gift  shall  consist  of  one  book  and  one  magazine 
selected  by  a  special  committee. 

Section  4.  The  Edna  R.  Harris  Honor  Scholarship  in  the  amount  of  $350.00 
per  year  shall  be  given  annually  to  the  North  Carolina  woman  member  of  the 
senior  class  of  Carver  School  of  Missions  and  Social  Work  who,  upon  vote 
of  the  faculty  of  said  school,  is  most  outstanding  in  the  realms  of  scholarship, 
leadership  ability  and  general  fitness  for  Christian  service. 

Section  5.  The  Castlebury-Layton  Scholarship  in  the  amount  of  $250.00 
per  year  shall  be  given  annually  to  the  North  Carolina  woman  member  of  the 
senior  class  of  Carver  School  of  Missions  and  Social  Work  who,  upon  vote 
of  the  faculty  of  said  school,  is  rated  in  second  place  on  the  above-mentioned 
qualifications. 

ARTICLE  IX 

. 

Loan  Funds 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  loan  funds  provided  as  needed  from  an  allocation 
of  the  Heck-Jones  Memorial  Offering  for  the  use  of  North  Carolina  women 
graduate  students  as  follows: 

$350.00  per  person  per  year  for  not  more  than  two  years  for  study  in 

a.  Carver  School  of  Missions  and  Social  Work 

b.  Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary 

$250.00  per  person  per  year  for  not  more  than  two  years  for  study  in 

a.  New  Orleans  Baptist  Theological  Seminary 

b.  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary 

c.  Southwestern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary 
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Sec  I  ION  2.  Students  using  these  loans  shall  be  approved  by  the  executive 
board  upon  recommendation  of  the  Seminary  Representative  and  shall  be 
regularly  enrolled  in  said  schools. 

Section  3.  Indebtedness  for  such  loans  shall  be  cancelled  only  by  special 
authorization  of  the  executive  board  and/or  when  the  recipient  goes  into 
definite  Home  or  Foreign  Mission  Work  under  regular  appointment  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Home  or  Foreign  Mission  Board  within  five  years  after  date 
of  graduation. 

Section  4.  No  interest  shall  be  charged  on  loans  while  the  student  remains 
regularly  enrolled  in  said  school  or  for  five  years  from  date  the  student  com- 
pletes or  discontinues  her  study  at  such  school. 

Section  5.  If  a  loan  is  not  completely  repaid  within  five  years  from  date 
the  student  completes  or  discontinues  study  at  said  school,  interest  at  AV2  per 
cent  shall  be  added  to  the  remaining  debt  from  the  beginning  of  the  sixth 
year.  Payments  on  above-mentioned  loans  shall  be  retained  in  a  special  fund 
designated  "Seminary  Loan  Funds." 

Section  6.  $200.00  shall  be  deposited  every  year  from  the  Seminary  Loan 
Fund  to  the  account  of  the  Edna  R.  Harris  Honor  Scholarship. 

Section  7.  The  executive  board  shall  be  authorized  to  make  further  alloca- 
tions from  the  accumulated  balance  of  the  Seminary  Loan  Fund  for  the  above- 
mentioned  schools  upon  recommendation  of  three  (3)  or  more  seminary  repre- 
sentatives. 

ARTICLE  X 
Miscellaneous 

Section  1.  The  use  of  the  mailing  list  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall 
be  restricted  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  the 
Home  Mission  Board,  and  the  Baptist  Book  Stores. 

Section  2.  A  copy  of  these  By-Laws,  the  By-Laws  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  the  Financial  Policy,  and  the  "Policy  for  employees  of  Woman's  Mis- 
sion Union"  shall  be  made  available  to  each  member  of  the  executive  board 
immediately  upon  her  election. 

ARTICLE  XI 
Amendments 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  executive  board 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  its  voting  membership,  said  proposed  amendment  or 
amendments  having  been  submitted  to  the  executive  board  one  month  previous.

First  Baptist  Church,  Asheville,  March  13-15,  1962 

TUESDAY  EVENING 

The  71st  annual  session  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North 
Carolina  opened  on  Tuesday  evening,  March  13,  1962  at  7:30  o'clock 
at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Asheville,  with  Mrs.  A.  L.  Parker  pre- 
siding. 

An  arrangement  of  pink  carnations,  deep  rose  gladioli  and  white 
snapdragons  was  in  front  of  the  pulpit.  The  interest  center  and  theme 
for  the  meeting  focused  attention  on  the  75th  anniversary  of  the  1888 
organizational  meeting  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  auxiliary  to 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  to  which  anniversary  the  program 
of  this  meeting  gave  repeated  recognition.  A  large  sparkling  emblem 
of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  encompassing  a  smaller  diamond 
shaped  emblem  containing  the  figures,  "75,"  for  the  75th  (diamond) 
anniversary  year,  was  hung  against  the  deep  red  velvet  curtain  of  the 
baptistry. 

The  theme  for  the  session  was  "Laborers  Together  with  God." 
Each  meeting  was  preceded  by  fifteen  minutes  of  silent  prayer  ac- 
companied by  quiet  music  on  organ  and  cello  as  the  congregation 
gathered.  Mrs.  Foy  J.  Farmer  brought  the  devotional  message  at  each 
meeting,  illustrating  the  theme  with  informal  biographical  sketches 
of  four  women  who  were  outstanding  in  the  history  of  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  during  the  past  seventy-five  years.  Topic  headings  for 
the  Tuesday  evening  program  were  the  same  as  those  used  in  the 
organizational  meeting  of  Southern  WMU  in  1888.  Mrs.  Parker,  Miss 
Robinson  and  Mrs.  McMurry  were  costumed  as  women  of  1888. 

Music  for  the  meeting  was  under  the  direction  of  Joseph  O.  Stroud, 
Raleigh,  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Church  Music  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention.  After  the  call  to  worship  by  the  quartet,  Mr.  Stroud 
led  the  congregation  in  singing,  "Praise  the  Lord"  and  "Jesus  Shall 
Reign,"  after  which  Dr.  Perry  Crouch,  pastor  of  the  host  church,  ex- 
tended a  welcome  and  led  in  prayer. 

Mrs.  Parker  called  the  meeting  to  order  using  a  gavel  made  from 
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wood  from  the  Eutaw  Place  Baptist  Church  in  Baltimore,  Maryland, 
in  which  many  of  the  early  leaders  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  held 
membership,  among  them  Miss  Annie  Armstrong  and  Miss  Kathleen 
Mallory.  In  the  recent  razing  of  the  building,  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  of  Maryland  secured  some  of  the  salvaged  wood  and  had  gavels 
made  from  it  for  the  president  of  each  state  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  requesting  that  they  use 
the  gavels  in  presiding  over  the  Annual  Session  at  which  the  75th 
anniversary  was  observed. 

Miss  Miriam  Robinson  moved  that  the  programs  as  printed  and 
in  the  hands  of  delegates,  with  necessary  changes,  be  the  order  of 
service  for  the  meeting.  The  motion  carried. 

Mr.  Stroud  introduced  members  of  the  quartet  who  sang  at  each 
meeting:  Mrs.  Frank  Stillwell,  Marion;  Mrs.  C.  E.  Henry,  Franklin; 
Conrad  Willmon,  Greensboro;  Harold  Shoemaker,  Charlotte;  accom- 
panied by  Don  Hinshaw,  Wilson,  organist;  and  Miss  Evelyn  Owen, 
missionary  cellist,  Atlanta-Japan. 

Mrs.  J.  D.  Rowe,  president  of  the  host  WMU,  was  introduced. 
After  words  of  welcome,  she  presented  Mrs.  George  Pennell  and  Mrs. 
David  Williams,  co-chairmen  of  the  convention  planning  committee. 
Mrs.  Williams  introduced  sub-committee  chairmen  as  follows:  Ar- 
rangements, Mrs.  Floyd  Wall,  Mrs.  Ray  Ingle;  Dining  Room,  Mrs. 
H.  R.  Holtzclaw,  Mrs.  W.  M.  Gatewood,  Mrs.  Ferrell  Rogers;  Flow- 
ers, Mrs.  Ernest  Moore,  Mrs.  Charles  Beaver;  Hospitality,  Mrs.  J.  D. 
Rowe,  Mrs.  Perry  Crouch;  Housing,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Swanson,  Mrs.  W.  L. 
Hatcher;  Missionary  Hostess,  Miss  Vonnie  Lance,  Mrs.  E.  E.  Wheeler, 
Mrs.  Nannie  Snow,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Baker;  Nursery,  Mrs.  Robert  Pace; 
Properties,  Mrs.  Jesse  P.  Chapman,  Jr.;  Publicity,  Mrs.  James  Parham, 
Mrs.  J.  H.  Spencer,  Mrs.  J.  Bryant;  Registration,  Mrs.  James  Dalton, 
Mrs.  Horace  Smith;  Secretary-Treasurer,  Mrs.  Charles  D.  Stowe;

Following  congregational  singing  of  "The  Woman's  Hymn,"  Mrs. 
Foy  J.  Farmer,  speaking  on  "Laborers  Together  with  God,"  presented 
the  life  of  Miss  Fannie  E.  S.  Heck,  former  president  of  both  North 
Carolina  Woman's  Mission  Union  and  first  president  of  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  auxiliary  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Her  re- 
marks were  based  upon  the  Scripture  verse,  "Thou  excellest  them  all." 
(Prov.  31:29) 

Miss  Neale  Young,  retired  missionary  to  Nigeria,  using  as  her  sub- 
ject the  1888  topic:  "Words  from  Missionary  Ladies  Present,"  re- 
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viewed  the  growth  of  Christianity  among  Nigerian  women  as  the  result 
of  mission  efforts. 

A  period  of  silent  prayer  was  observed  as  the  congregation  was 
guided  by  prayer  suggestions  printed  in  the  program.  The  quartet  sang, 
"Christ  of  the  Upward  Way,"  by  Mueller. 

Mrs.  William  McMurry,  director  of  the  promotion  division  of 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  spoke 
on  the  subject  assigned  to  one  of  the  speakers  at  the  1888  meeting: 
*'The  Special  Obligation  of  Woman  to  Spread  the  Gospel." 

The  quartet  closed  the  evening  program  with,  "Seal  Us,  O  Holy 
Spirit." 

WEDNESDAY  MORNING 

Mr.  Hinshaw  was  at  the  organ  and  Miss  Owen  played  the  cello 
during  the  Call  to  Prayer  period  which  opened  the  Wednesday  morn- 
ing meeting  at  9:15  o'clock.  The  quartet  sang  a  call  to  worship,  after 
which  Mr.  Stroud  led  the  congregation  in  singing,  "Forward  Through 
the  Ages." 

Mrs.  Farmer,  using  the  program  theme,  spoke  on  the  life  of  Miss 
Kathleen  Mallory,  who  for  thirty-five  years  was  Executive  Secretary 
of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  SBC.  Two  scripture  verses  were  used 
to  summarize  Miss  Mallory's  teaching  in  precept  and  example:  "Pray 
ye  .  .  .  Give  ye."  (Matt.  6:9  and  Matt.  14:16) 

During  the  business  session  which  followed,  the  recording  secretary 
read  telegrams  from  Georgia  Woman's  Missionary  Union;  Mrs.  Mary 
Currin  Robertson,  former  young  people's  secretary  of  North  Carolina 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Sparks  Kolb,  repre- 
senting the  Trustees  of  Carver  School  of  Missions  and  Social  Work; 
Mrs.  R.  L.  Mathis,  president  and  Miss  Alma  Hunt,  executive  secretary 
of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  SBC.  Mrs.  Marse  Grant  moved  that 
a  telegram  be  sent  to  Mrs.  J.  Clyde  Turner  in  Raleigh,  former  presi- 
dent of  North  Carolina  WMU.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Mrs.  W.  K.  McGee,  Mrs.  Gordon  Maddrey  and  Mrs.  Foy  Farmer, 
past  presidents  in  the  congregation,  were  recognized  by  Mrs.  Parker. 

Mrs.  Horace  Smith,  co-chairman  of  Registration,  reported  that  749 
delegates  and  705  visitors  had  registered,  for  a  total  of  1,454. 

The  president  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Place  Committee 
for  1964:  Mrs.  Dennis  Hockaday,  Durham,  Chairman;  Mrs.  Hubert 
Mumford,  Durham;  and  Mrs.  James  Heaton,  Raleigh. 

The  Resolutions  Committee  was  appointed  as  follows:  Mrs.  T.  C. 
Smith,  Mooresville,  Chairman;  Mrs.  Elwood  Orr,  Wilmington;  and 
Mrs.  Robert  Butchart,  Greensboro. 

Mrs.  Parker  recognized  Marse  Grant,  editor  of  the  Biblical  Re- 
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corder,  who  assisted  with  pubhcity  for  the  session.  He  spoke  briefly. 

Teachers  elected  by  the  executive  board  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  of  North  Carohna,  who  have  been  teaching  an  eighteen-week 
course  in  WMU  work  at  four  of  the  Seminary  Extension  Centers  in 
North  Carohna,  were  called  to  the  platform  for  introduction:  Mrs. 
E.  W.  Fisher  of  Franklin,  Mrs.  Elmer  Green  of  Hayesville,  Mrs.  E.  G. 
Altland  of  Robbinsville,  and  Mrs.  Oren  Bradley  of  Mt.  Airy.  The 
other  teacher,  Mrs.  Boyd  Horton  of  Cherokee,  was  unable  to  be 
present.  Mrs.  Parker  expressed  appreciation  for  their  effective  service. 

Miss  Robinson  presented  the  following  international  guests:  Mrs. 
Beverley  Ho  of  Indonesia,  Mrs.  Jose  F.  Rodrigues  and  Mrs.  Waldelice 
de  Souza  of  Brazil;  and  representatives  of  the  Negro  Baptist  women's 
missionary  circles  from  the  Asheville  area. 

A  proposed  change  in  the  By-Laws  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
of  North  Carolina  was  read  by  Miss  Robinson,  who  moved  its  adop- 
tion: 

"Since  the  By-Laws  of  the  conventionwide  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  now  state: 

'The  nominating  committee  shall  be  composed  of  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  presidents  from  states  qualifying  for  representation 
on  boards  and  committees.  The  executive  secretaries  or  elected 
department  directors  shall  serve  as  alternates.' 
the  executive  board  recommends  that  Article  VII,  Section  4  of 
North  Carolina  WMU  By-Laws,  which  now  specifies: 

The  nominating  committee  shall  select  by  ballot  nominees  for 
all  offices,  four  members-at-large  of  the  executive  board,  and  a 
member  and  her  alternate  for  the  nominating  committee  of 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Auxiliary  to  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  .  .  .' 
be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

The  nominating  committee  shall  select  by  ballot  nominees  for 
all  offices,  and  four  members-at-large  of  the  executive  board.'  " 
The  motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Norfleet  Gardner  presented  the  proposed  goal  and  plan  of 
distribution  for  the  Heck- Jones  Memorial  Offering  for  WMU  Promo- 
tion and  moved  its  adoption.  (See  page  27.)  After  discussion,  the 
motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Gardner  moved  that  the  total  amount  received  beyond  this 
goal  be  transferred  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  to 
be  used  for  State  Missions.  Following  discussion,  the  motion  carried. 

The  congregation  was  led  by  Mr.  Stroud  in  singing,  "O  God,  We 
Pray  for  All  Mankind." 

Mrs.  Parker  presented  Miss  Eunice  Parker,  international  student 
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worker  from  Austin,  Texas.  She  spoke  on  "International  Student 
Ministries." 

The  president  led  a  half-hour  period  of  directed  prayer,  after  which 
the  quartet  sang,  "Recessional,"  by  Kipling-DeKoven.  Mr.  Carl  Perry, 
minister  of  music  at  the  host  church,  was  soloist. 

Mr.  D.  P.  McFarland,  director  of  the  Christian  Action  League  of 
North  CaroHna,  introduced  Mr.  Fred  Dies  of  Nashville,  Tennessee, 
director  of  Alcohol-Narcotics  Education  for  the  United  Tennessee 
League,  who  spoke  on  the  topic,  "The  American  Issue." 

In  closing  the  morning  meeting,  the  quartet  sang,  "Seal  Us,  O  Holy 
Spirit." 

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON 

The  afternoon  session  was  convened  at  two  o'clock,  following  a 
fifteen  minute  period  of  silent  prayer  with  intervals  of  organ  and  cello 
music  as  the  congregation  quietly  assembled.  The  quartet  sang  a  call 
to  worship,  after  which  Mr.  Stroud  directed  the  congregation  in  sing- 
ing, "O  Master,  Let  Me  Walk  With  Thee."  Mrs.  R.  L.  Costner,  State 
WMU  community  missions  chairman,  led  in  prayer. 

Mrs.  Parker  recognized  Mrs.  Gordon  Maddrey,  Ahoskie,  who  read 
the  following  resolution  from  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  First 
Baptist  Church,  Ahoskie : 

"That  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  approximately  178,000  Baptist  women  and  young  people 
meeting  in  annual  session  in  Asheville  go  on  record  as  reaffirming 
the  historic  Baptist  principle  of  separation  of  church  and  state, 
particularly  as  it  applies  to  federal  aid  to  private  and  church-related 
schools;  that  this  body  express  its  appreciation  of  the  position  that 
the  President  of  the  United  States  has  taken  to  continue  the  tradi- 
tional American  principle  of  separation  of  church  and  state;  that 
this  body  prayerfully  urge  the  President  (of  the  United  States)  and 
the  members  of  the  North  CaroHna  Congressional  delegation  to 
continue  their  efforts  to  preserve  this  foundation  on  which  America 
'  was  founded;  and  that  a  copy  of  this  recommendation  be  sent  to 

the  President  and  to  the  North  Carolina  members  of  Congress." 
This  was  referred  to  the  Resolutions  Committee. 

Miss  Robinson  moved  that  the  report  of  the  executive  board  as 
printed  in  the  Book  of  Reports  in  the  hands  of  delegates  be  accepted 
without  reading  and  that  the  time  be  given  to  presentation  of  the 
75th  anniversary  year  goals.  The  motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Henry  Gamble,  first  vice  president  and  Jubilee  chairman,  pre- 
sented the  North  Carolina  1962-63  WMU  75th  Anniversary  Jubilee 
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Goals  and  moved  their  adoption.  (See  page  29.)  There  followed  a 
dramatization  of  the  local  Anniversary-Jubilee  Goals  by  the  State 
WMU  professional  leadership  and  promotional  chairmen,  all  dressed 
in  costumes  of  1888.  In  calling  for  the  vote  on  the  adoption  of  these 
goals,  the  president  called  upon  delegates  and  visitors  to  stand  as 
indication  of  their  personal  commitment  to  them.  The  motion  carried. 
Mrs.  Parker  led  in  a  prayer  of  dedication. 

The  quartet  closed  the  meeting  with  "Seal  Us,  O  Holy  Spirit." 

WEDNESDAY  EVENING 

The  Wednesday  evening  meeting  opened  at  7:30,  following  organ 
and  cello  music  which  was  played  as  the  congregation  assembled.  Mr. 
Stroud  directed  the  singing  of,  "Hark  the  Voice  of  Jesus  Calhng"  and 
"Breathe  on  Me,  Breath  of  God"  by  the  congregation. 

Mrs.  Farmer,  using  the  theme,  and  the  Scripture  verse,  "In  quiet- 
ness and  confidence  shall  be  your  strength,"  (Isa.  30:15)  told  of  the 
life  of  Mrs.  W.  J.  Cox,  past  president  and  treasurer  of  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  auxiliary  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  who  now 
lives  in  Memphis,  Tennessee. 

Miss  Robinson  moved  that  the  following  telegram  be  sent  to  Mrs. 
Cox: 

"1,800  members  of  North  Carolina  Woman's  Missionary  Union  in 
Annual  Session  in  Asheville  have  been  remembering  with  gratitude 
the  contribution  of  your  life  to  the  extension  of  God's  kingdom 
around  the  world.  You  are  in  our  hearts  and  prayers." 

The  motion  carried.

Mrs.  Parker  introduced  Dr.  Douglas  M.  Branch,  general  secretary 
and  treasurer  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  who  spoke  on  "The 
Cooperative  World  Mission  Program." 

The  quartet  sang  "Come  to  My  Heart,  Lord  Jesus,"  after  which 
Miss  Kathryn  Bullard  presented  the  following  missionaries  currently 
residing  in  N.  C.  who  were  the  guests  of  North  Carohna  WMU  at  this 
session:

Mrs.  Dennis  Hockaday,  chairman  of  the  Place  Committee,  moved 
that  the  1964  meeting  be  held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Durham. 
The  motion  carried. 

Mrs.  J.  F.  Gilreath,  Jr.,  Charlotte,  president  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  of  the  Mecklenburg  Association,  extended  a  welcome  to  the 
1963  session  to  be  held  in  Ovens  Auditorium,  Charlotte,  March  12-14. 

Mrs.  T.  C.  Smith,  chairman  of  the  Resolutions  Committee,  read 
again  the  resolution  presented  by  Mrs.  Gordon  Maddrey,  Ahoskie,  and 
moved  that  it  be  adopted.  The  motion  carried. 

A  resolution  of  appreciation  was  read  by  Mrs.  Smith,  who  moved 
its  adoption. 
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Mrs.  R.  K.  Redwine  moved  that  the  resolution  be  amended  to 
include  the  names  of  the  general  chairmen  of  the  Planning  Committee, 
Mrs.  George  Pennell  and  Mrs.  David  Williams.  The  motion  as 
amended  was  passed.  See  Resolution  of  Appreciation,  Page  26.)

PRESENTATION  OF  HECK-JONES  GOAL  FOR  1962 

By  Mrs.  E.  N.  Gardner 

We  are  beginning  the  celebration  of  the  75th  Anniversary  of  the  organization 
of  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  It  was  organized  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  It  is  our  continuing  desire  to  cooperate  with  and  to  under- 
gird  the  policies  of  the  Southern  and  State  Baptist  Convention.  It  is  the  policy 
of  the  Convention  to  promote  its  ministries  through  the  Cooperative  Program, 
rather  than  by  Special  Offerings.  Nevertheless,  the  value  of  the  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering,  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering  and  the  State  Missions 
Offerings  in  the  individual  states  has  never  been  underestimated,  but  gratefully 
cherished.  These  offerings  are  endorsed  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
promoted  by  our  Boards  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

In  North  Carolina  an  emergency  brought  about  a  fourth  special  offering, 
the  Heck-Jones,  We  have  rejoiced  in  what  has  been  given  through  this  offering, 
and  loved  and  prayed  for  the  causes  to  which  we  have  been  privileged  to  make 
contributions.  In  recent  years  we  have  allocated  this  offering  to  all  phases  of 
Missions. 

Desiring  to  follow  the  policies  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  regard 
to  Special  Offerings  and  realizing  that  an  emergency  which  cannot  be  met 
through  other  channels  does  not  exist  at  this  time,  we  propose  that  the  Heck- 
Jones  Offering  be  designated  only  as  a  promotional  fund  for  WMU  work  in 
North  Carolina.  At  this  time  the  portion  of  our  budget  that  comes  from  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  is  not  adequate  for  these  needs.  Eliminating  the  state, 
home  and  foreign  mission  causes  from  this  Heck-Jones  Offering  means  that 
we  must  more  earnestly  pray  and  redouble  our  efforts  in  giving  through  the 
Cooperative  Program,  to  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering,  to  the  Annie 
Armstrong  Offering  and  to  our  own  State  Missions  Offering.

The  Heck  Memorial  Offering  was  inaugurated  in  1924  by  request  of  Wil- 
mington Division  (Miss  Macy  Cox,  Superintendent  for  twenty-two  years),  in 
memory  of  Miss  Fannie  E.  S.  Heck,  President  of  North  Carolina  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  for  twenty-nine  years. 

In  1947,  in  memory  of  Mrs.  W.  N.  Jones,  active  in  North  Carolina  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  for  fifty-two  years,  as  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
and  President,  the  name  was  changed  to  Heck-Jones  Memorial  Offering:

October  1960  to  October  1961 

Statistical  Report 

A  complete  statistical  report  follows  this  report  of  the  executive  Board.  It 
reveals  little  except  by  comparison  and  careful  study.  This  report  was  com- 
piled from  annual  reports  that  this  year  were  received  from  every  one  of  the 
78  associational  WMU  presidents.  Few  of  the  associations,  however,  had 
^  received  reports  from  all  of  their  churches.  That  there  are  more  increases  than 
last  year's  report  reflected  may  certainly  be  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  last 
year  several  associations  did  not  report. 

Particular  praise  is  due  the  3  associations  achieving  Honor  recognition  on 
the  Associational  Aims  for  Advancement:

The  youth  directors,  counselors  and  leaders  of  the  YWA,  GA  and  Sunbeam 
Band  organizations,  as  well  as  the  WMU  officers  are  to  be  congratulated  upon 
this  evidence  of  their  good  work  both  individually  and  cooperatively.  This 
is  the  third  year  that  the  Calvary  Church  at  Norwood  has  received  this 
recognition. 

112  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  merited  recognition  on  the  mission  study 
chart.  This  is  an  increase  of  13  over  last  year. 

There  has  been  an  increased  number  of  organizations,  particularly  Girls' 
Auxiliaries  and  Sunbeam  Bands,  while  Sunbeam  Nurseries  have  almost  tripled 
in  number. 

There  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  organizations  observing 
the  weeks  of  prayer,  led  by  the  Sunbeam  Bands  where  the  number  of  Sun- 
beam Bands  studying  about  the  weeks  and  season  of  prayer  through  the 
units  in  their  magazine,  Sunbeam  Activities,  almost  doubled  for  Foreign, 
Home  and  State  missions.  With  these  little  ones  it  is  a  part  of  their  regular 
program  of  study  rather  than  separate  meetings. 

Generally  speaking,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  the  youth  organizations  show 
more  increases  than  their  parent  Woman's  Missionary  Societies.  They  are  far 
in  the  lead  in  the  percentage  of  magazine  subscriptions.  It  was  the  number 
of  Royal  Service  subscriptions  that  failed  to  meet  the  Jubilee  Goal.  North 
Carolina  had: 
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41, All  Royal  Service  subscriptions  for  84,664  WMS  members  (56%) 
6,481  Window  subscriptions  for   9,230  YWA  members  (70%) 

24,088  Tell  subscriptions  for  32,077  GA  members  (75%) 

5,010  subscriptions  to  Sunbeam  Activities  for  the  leaders  and  as- 
sistant leaders  of  2,458  Sunbeam  Bands. 

Glaring  decreases  are  indicated  in  two  vital  phases  of  WMU  work:  mission 
study  and  stewardship.  For  the  past  three  years  there  has  been  an  alarming 
decrease  in  the  number  of  approved  mission  study  books  taught  in  Woman's 
Missionary  Societies.  In  1958-59,  a  total  of  4,903  books  was  taught;  in  1959-60, 
the  total  dropped  to  4,257;  with  this  year's  total  only  3,943.  Of  the  84,664 
WMS  members,  only  45,646  read  even  one  approved  mission  book  during 
the  year,  a  decrease  of  over  a  thousand  from  last  year's  total. 

Women  and  young  people  are  channeling  their  gifts  through  the  Cooperative 
Program,  but  not  enough  are  tithing.  Both  the  YWA's  and  GA's  had  an  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  tithers  this  year;  but  the  percentage  of  their  members 
tithing  is  still  too  small.  The  number  of  WMS  members  who  are  tithers  has 
decreased  for  the  past  three  years.  In  1958-59  there  were  37,752  WMS  mem- 
bers tithing;  in  1959-60,  the  number  dropped  to  36,872;  and  this  year  only 
36,191  women  indicated  that  they  tithed. 

A  more  significant  evaluation  of  the  work  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
would  necessitate  discovering  how  many  members  are  being  missionaries  in 
their  communities  and  around  the  world,  what  they  are  actually  doing,  and 
what  results  ...  in  transformed  lives  and  neighborhoods  .  .  .  could  be 
seen.  This  is  the  record  the  Lord  keeps. 

The  Board 

The  executive  board  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina 
held  four  quarterly  meetings:  October  17-18,  January  23-24,  April  10-11  and 
June  26-27  in  Raleigh,  with  a  brief  called  meeting  in  Winston-Salem  on  March 
14  during  the  Annual  Session.  The  president  presided  over  each  meeting. 
The  executive  committee  of  the  board  was  not  called  to  meet  during  the  year 
but  their  vote  was  polled  by  mail  once  and  by  telephone  once.  Each  regular 
meeting  of  the  board  was  an  overnight  meeting,  with  separate  committee 
meetings  held  on  Monday  afternoon  and  evening  and  the  Tuesday  meeting 
together. 

The  terms  of  service  of  the  following  board  members  expired  in  March

of  Greensboro,  elected  president  at  the  Annual  Session  in  March;  Mrs.  Henry 
W.  Gamble  of  Waxhaw,  elected  at  the  Annual  Session  in  March  as  first  vice- 
president;  and  Mrs.  R.  K.  Redwine  of  Winston-Salem,  elected  in  January  at 
the  board  meeting  as  WMU  representative  of  Carver  School  of  Missions  and 
Social  Work.

Changes  in  Plan  of  Work 

By  the  By-law  changes  adopted  at  the  Annual  Session,  the  positions  of  third 
vice-president  and  Margaret  Fund  chairman  were  discontinued.  The  work 
of  the  Margaret  Fund  chairman  has  been  handled  by  the  executive  secretary 
and  the  financial  secretary  in  the  office. 

Also  following  the  Annual  Session  vote,  the  Regional  WMU  organizations 
were  dissolved,  bringing  the  associational  officers  into  direct  relationship  with 
state  WMU  personnel. 

By  vote  of  the  executive  board  at  the  June  meeting,  courses  in  the  work 
of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  have  been  introduced  into  the  curricula  of 
5  Seminary  Extension  Centers  for  the  1961-62  year,  4  in  the  Bryson  City 
region  and  1  in  the  Wilkesboro  region.  The  following  teachers  were  elected 
by  the  board  and  given  special  training  by  state  WMU  personnel:

Woman's  Missionary  Union  pays  these  women  an  honorarium  of  $75  for  the 
entire  school  term,  plus  travel  expenses.  In  addition  to  their  teaching,  they 
do  WMU  field  work  in  the  churches  represented  in  their  classes.  They  report 
monthly  to  the  WMU  executive  secretary. 

Changes  in  Office  Personnel 

Mrs.  Coleman  Markham,  receptionist-stenographer,  resigned  in  February 
to  transfer  to  another  position  in  the  Baptist  Building,  and  was  replaced  by 
Mrs.  James  Wade,  whose  husband  is  a  Southeastern  Seminary  student. 

Financial  Matters  (for  calendar  year  1961) 

The  auditor's  report  on  pp.  49-55  gives  the  detailed  record  of  receipts 
and  disbursement  of  all  funds. 

For  the  calendar  year  1961  Woman's  Missionary  Union  adopted  a  budget 
of  $66,750,  which  was  cut  by  request  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  to  $65,690,  all  departments  of  work  being  asked  to  reduce 
their  budgets  due  to  lack  of  cooperative  program  funds.  This  amount  consti- 
tuted the  operating  budget  received  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  through 
cooperative  program  receipts.  When  the  books  were  closed  at  the  end  of  1961 
there  remained  a  balance  of  $2,248.39  of  these  funds,  which  balance  was 
refunded  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  A  promotional  fund  supplement 
of  $13,750  was  received  from  the  Heck-Jones  Memorial  Offering. 

Loan  funds  from  the  Heck-Jones  Memorial  Offering  were  granted  to  the 
following  North  Carolina  women  doing  graduate  study  for  special  religious 
service:

While  $1,140.38  was  received  during  the  year  in  payment  of  loans  granted, 
there  remains  an  unpaid  balance  of  $10,981.31  on  loans  granted  over  a  period 
of  years.  Each  recipient  of  a  loan  is  notified  of  its  due  date  and  thereafter 
annually  notified  of  accrued  interest  and  total  amount  due. 

The  Edna  R.  Harris  and  Castle  bury -Lay  ton  Honor  Scholarships  were  not 
awarded  for  the  school  year  1961-62,  there  being  no  North  Carolina  women 
enrolled  at  Carver  School  of  Missions  and  Social  Work  who,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  faculty,  qualified  for  these  awards. 

Allocations  of  the  Heck-Jones  Offering  made  possible  1961  Christmas  gifts 
of  books  to  58  women  missionaries  from  North  Carolina  in  active  mission 
service  at  home  or  overseas,  and  magazine  subscriptions  to  54  of  these  cur- 
rently overseas  (magazines  not  being  sent  to  furloughing  missionaries).

October — The  1960  Interracial  Institutes,  promoted  jointly  by  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Women's  Baptist  Home  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Convention  (Negro)  were  held  at  First  Baptist  Church, 
(Negro)  Raleigh  and  St.  John's  Baptist  Church  (white),  Charlotte.  The  first, 
poorly  attended  by  whites.  The  latter,  well  attended  by  both  races  due  to 
interracial  promotion  by  the  nearby  associations. 

November  18-20 — Colleges  and  Hospital  YWA  Conference,  Durham,  stress- 
ing medical  missions.  75  attended,  approximately  half  of  whom  were  nurses. 

January  27-29 — The  State  YWA  House  Party  scheduled  for  January  27-29 
at  Campbell  College  was  cancelled  because  of  snow  and  hazardous  driving 
conditions. 

March  14-16 — State  WMU  Annual  Session  in  Winston-Salem,  attended  by 
1,004  delegates  and  773  visitors. 

March  27-28 — The  first  statewide  Advanced  Leadership  Conference  was 
held  in  Greensboro,  attended  by  216  leaders.  This  was  an  excellent  attendance 
record  since  it  was  open  only  to  those  who  had  already  completed  the  basic 
leadership  course. 

June  9-10 — State  GA  Queens'  Court,  Meredith  College,  Raleigh,  attended 
by  507  GA's  and  counselors.  Total  attendance  including  program  person- 
nel: 532. 

June  12-16 — A  state  Sunbeam  Camp  for  eight  year  old  children  attracted  49 
children  to  Umstead  Park,  near  Raleigh,  directed  by  a  staff  of  21.  A  second 
Sunbeam  Camp  scheduled  to  be  held  at  Camp  Hope,  near  Canton,  was  can- 
celled due  to  an  insufficient  number  of  reservations. 

July  3-8 — World  Missions  Week  at  North  Carolina  Baptist  Assembly,  spon- 
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sored  by  WMU  and  Brotherhood.  Total  attendance  approximately  1,100  adults, 
YWA's,  GA's,  RA's  and  Sunbeams. 

July  17  to  August  19 — 1  week  of  Intermediate  GA  Camp,  4  weeks  of  Junior 
GA  Camp  at  Fruitland  Baptist  Assembly.  Total  attendance  876,  of  whom 
830  were  GA's,  a  staff  of  19,  3  nurses  (serving  different  weeks),  6  missionaries 
and  other  program  personnel. 

July  22  to  August  5 — YWA  Home  Mission  Tour  and  trip  to  Glorieta  for 
YWA  Conference.  State  YWA  Director  in  charge  of  32  girls  on  chartered 
bus. 

August  25-26 — Workshop  for  Associational  WMU  Leaders,  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Assembly,  Southport,  118  women  from  25  associations  attending. 

September  8-9 — Workshop  for  Associational  WMU  Leaders,  Fruitland  Bap- 
tist Camp,  Hendersonville,  187  women  from  26  associations  attending. 

September  12,  14,  26,  28 — 4  one-day  Jubilee  Leadership  Conferences  for 
local  leaders  at  Franklin,  Elkin,  Sanford,  Williamston.  Total  attendance  at 
the  four  conferences — 1,170,  which  was  400  less  than  last  year. 

Out  of  State  Meetings  and  Trips 

The  executive  secretary  spent  5  weeks,  from  Thanksgiving  to  New  Year's, 
in  Europe,  visiting  mission  work  in  Spain,  Switzerland  and  Italy.  She  was  in 
Spain  for  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  Foreign  Missions  and  in  Italy  for  Christ- 
mas, speaking  8  times.  This  trip  was  the  gift  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
of  North  Carolina,  $2,000  having  been  allocated  for  this  purpose  from  the 
Heck-Jones  Offering  balance  several  years  ago,  long  enough  for  it  to  have 
accumulated  interest  until  the  total  amount  was  $2,186.65.  Of  this  amount 
$200  was  not  used.  At  the  request  of  the  executive  secretary  upon  her  return, 
the  board  voted  to  allocate  the  remaining  $200  as  follows: 

$75  for  student  aid  at  the  International  Baptist  Seminary  in  Ruschlikon, 
Switzerland. 

$50  for  student  aid  at  Armstrong  Memorial  Training  School  in  Rome. 
$75  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Spanish  Baptist  Mission  to  be  used  as  needed 
for  pastoral  aid. 

All  of  the  WMU  professional  leadership  and  the  president  attend  each 
January  a  week-long  promotion  conference  held  at  WMU  headquarters  in 
Birmingham  and  attended  by  state  WMU  leaders  from  all  of  the  states  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

The  Sunbeam  Band  and  Girls'  Auxiliary  directors  attended  the  Child  Life 
Conference  promoted  by  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  in  Nashville,  in 
January. 

All  of  the  professional  leadership  and  the  president  attended  the  conven- 
tionwide  WMU  Annual  Meeting  and  part  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  May  22-26. 

Jubilee  Advance  Goals 

6  of  the  12  Jubilee  Advance  Goals  adopted  by  North  Carolina  WMU  for 
the  1960-61  year  were  not  met: 
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There  was  an  increase  of  only  377  tithers  instead  of  1,000. 

The  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering  for  foreign  missions  lacked  $45,635 

of  meeting  the  $824,000  goal. 
There  was  not  a  net  gain  of  100  churches  with  a  WMU  organization. 
The  increase  in  membership  was  only  6,185  instead  of  the  net  gain  of 

10,500  which  was  the  goal. 
The  subscriptions  to  each  monthly  magazine  failed  to  equal  65%  of  the 

members  of  the  respective  organization.   Royal  Service  had  only  56%. 
The  youth  magazines  attained  it:  Tell  with  75%  and  The  Window  with 

70%. 

There  were  not  5  more  Honor  Woman's  Missionary  Unions  than  last  year. 
There  were  2  last  year,  4  this  year. 

The  promotional  goals  and  the  goal  of  an  increase  in  the  Annie  Armstrong 
Offering  for  home  missions  of  13%  over  the  total  amount  given  in  1960 
were  met. 

The  value  of  reporting  is  debatable.  Our  goal  is  neither  organizations  nor 
members,  but  missions.  If,  somewhere,  a  soul  is  lifted  up  to  glimpse  a  far 
horizon  .  .  .  and  care;  ...  if,  somewhere,  a  heart  is  inspired  to  intercession, 
for  someone  else;  if,  somewhere,  a  hand  is  taught  to  release  its  grasp  upon 
a  loaf  or  a  fish,  that  the  Lord  may  bless  it  to  feed  the  multitude;  if,  some- 
where, some  life  is  influenced  to  bear  the  yoke  of  discipleship,  .  .  .  shall  we 
then  be  discouraged  by  statistics?  If  not  .  .  .  dare  we  boast  of  records?

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COMMENTS 

In  accordance  with  the  W.M.U.  Approved  Financial  PoHcy  for  1961,  all 
funds  supported  through  the  Heck-Jones  Memorial  Fund  Offerings  have  been 
combined  on  the  books  of  account  of  the  W.M.U.  In  prior  years  separate 
accounting  records  were  maintained  for  each  of  these  funds  and  audit  reports 
presented  the  transactions  relating  to  each  fund. 

From  Exhibit  "B"  you  will  note  that  the  beginning  cash  balance  in  the 
Heck-Jones  Memorial  Fund  is  $34,885.95.  This  includes  the  following  cash 
balances  transferred  to  the  Heck-Jones  Memorial  Fund  at  January  1,  1961:

The  above  total  of  $14,013.15,  in  addition  to  the  cash  balance  in  the 
Heck- Jones  Memorial  Fund  as  reflected  in  the  1960  Audit  Report  of  $20,872.80, 
equal  the  total  of  $34,885.95  reflected  on  Exhibit  "B"  as  the  beginning  Heck- 
Jones  cash  balance. 

Of  the  total  cash  balance  of  $7,687.31  reflected  in  the  1960  Audit  Report 
for  the  Scholarship  and  Gifts  Fund,  $6,000.00  was  not  transferred  to  the 
Heck-Jones  Memorial  Fund  balance,  inasmuch  as  these  funds  were  repre- 
sented by  savings  account  on  deposit  with  Raleigh  Savings  and  Loan  Associa- 
tion, Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  for  the  account  of  the  Castlebury-  Layton 
Scholarship  Fund.  These  funds  were  considered  as  representing  the  principal 
balance  originally  set  up  for  this  scholarship  fund,  the  income  from  which 
is  to  be  used  to  subsidize  the  honor  scholarships  granted  in  the  name  of  the 
fund,  and  are  restricted  for  allocations  from  the  Heck-Jones  Memorial  Fund 
accumulated  balances. 

The  accompanying  statements  prepared  by  us  do  not  reflect  the  $6,000.00 
savings  deposit  at  December  31,  1961  for  the  Castlebury-Layton  Scholarship 
Fund,  although  the  withdrawal  of  these  funds  would  not  be  restricted  to  the 
W.M.U.  as  an  aid  to  the  granting  of  the  honor  scholarship. 

We  found  the  accounting  records  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  to 
have  been  kept  in  a  neat  and  orderly  manner  and  properly  balanced  through- 
out the  year.  In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the 
kind  assistance  and  considerations  ofl[ered  us  by  the  W.M.U.  staff  during  the 
completion  of  our  audit  work.

MRS.  J.  CLYDE  TURNER 


Mrs.  J.  Clyde  Turner,  a  native  of  Raleigh,  for  seven  years  president  of 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina,  died  in  Raleigh  on  November  5, 
1962  at  the  age  of  89. 

An  able  helpmeet  for  her  husband,  Dr.  J,  Clyde  Turner,  eminent  Southern 
Baptist  minister,  she  was  also  well  known  for  her  own  service.  From  1912 
to  1948,  while  Dr.  Turner  was  pastor  there,  she  taught  the  Woman's  Bible  Class 
of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Greensboro,  where  the  ladies'  parlor  is  now 
furnished  in  her  honor.  After  returning  to  Raleigh  in  1948  she  became  teacher 
of  the  Livingston-Johnson  Bible  Class  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  continuing 
until  declining  health  necessitated  her  resignation  in  1960. 

As  the  third  president  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina,  her 
influence  has  been  and  shall  be  felt  throughout  the  state  and  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  She  served  with  courage  and  wisdom  from  1936-42,  and  again 
from  1945-46.  It  was  she  who  with  her  gracious  manner  and  deep  understanding 
developed  the  Union  into  a  true  democracy.  She  recognized  the  need  of  sharing 
responsibility  and  training  the  women  in  the  local  areas  to  assume  the  roles  of 
leadership.  She  led  North  Carolina  Woman's  Missionary  Union  to  victory 
in  the  Golden  Jubilee  goals  of  1938-39.  It  was  through  her  interest  and  personal 
contribution  that  North  Carolina  WMU  equipped  a  cancer  room  at  Baptist 
Hospital.  A  complete  revision  of  the  constitution,  the  limitation  of  terms  of 
office  for  executive  committee  members,  organization  of  the  executive  council, 
increase  in  number  of  divisions  into  which  the  work  in  the  state  was  divided,  and 
many  other  progressive  changes  were  accomplished  under  her  leadership. 

Mrs.  A.  L.  Parker,  present  State  WMU  president,  said  of  Mrs.  Turner:  "The 
Great  Teacher  had  in  Mrs.  Turner  a  faithful  disciple,  a  follower  of  His  way, 
a  teacher  of  His  truth.  For  years  she  was  known  as  'the  beloved  teacher.' 
Personally,  I  can  never  forget  the  power  of  her  teaching  at  the  GA  House 
Party  as  she  shared  her  own  experiences  in  telling  the  life  of  Fannie  E.  S.  Heck, 
to  which  teaching  my  own  heart  responded  by  answering  the  call  to  Christian 
service." 

Mrs.  Turner  served  as  a  member  of  the  State  WMU  executive  board  from 
1956-60,  at  which  time  she  was  also  a  member  of  the  board's  personnel  com- 
mittee and  intensely  interested  in  the  securing  of  well  qualified  leaders  for  the 
direction  of  the  YWA,  GA  and  Sunbeam  Band  work  in  the  state.  Her  love 
for  the  Lord  and  her  dedication  to  His  worldwide  service  were  unwavering.  In- 
deed she  was  His  "good  and  faithful  servant."

MISS  MACY  COX 

Miss  Macy  Cox  of  Magnolia  died  November  16,  1962  at  the  age  of  90. 

Miss  Cox  was  a  rare  individual  possessed  with  many  abilities,  all  of  which 
were  wholly  committed  to  the  Lord's  service.  At  her  home  church  in  Kenans- 
ville  she  led  a  Sunbeam  Band  for  forty-three  consecutive  years,  missing  only 
five  meetings.  From  1918-1950  she  led  simultaneously  the  Sunbeam  Band, 
Girls'  Auxiliary,  Royal  Ambassadors,  and  Young  Woman's  Auxiliary,  with 
the  Sunbeams  and  GA's  meeting  every  week.  At  the  same  time  she  operated  a 
millinery  shop,  the  income  from  which  she  dedicated  to  the  Lord,  using  part 
of  it  to  send  a  missionary  to  China.  She  was  active  in  civic  affairs,  a  newspaper 
reporter,  and  chairman  of  the  building  committee  for  her  church. 

For  twenty-eight  years  she  was  superintendent  of  the  Eastern  Association 
\        Woman's  Missionary  Union,  1909-1937. 

For  twenty-three  years  she  was  superintendent  of  the  Wilmington  Division 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  1922-1945. 

For  three  years  she  was  third  vice  president  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
of  North  Carolina  and  for  twenty-three  years  (from  1939  until  her  death)  an 
honorary  member  of  its  executive  board. 

It  was  at  the  suggestion  of  Miss  Macy  Cox  that,  at  the  State  WMU  Annual 
Session  in  Goldsboro  in  1924,  the  Heck  Memorial  Offering  was  inaugurated 
to  meet  emergency  needs  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board. 

Being  asked  frequently  how  it  was  possible  for  her  to  carry  on  so  many 
kinds  of  work,  her  answer  was  always:  ''1  serve  a  wonderful  God;  He  makes 
it  possible."

MRS.  C.  E.  BREWER 

Mrs.  Love  Bell  Brewer,  a  native  of  Shawboro,  graduated  from  Chowan 
College.  She  lived  in  Wake  Forest  for  the  years  of  service  her  husband,  Charles 
Edward  Brewer,  spent  as  dean  of  Wake  Forest  College,  and  lived  in  Meredith 
College  dormitory  through  the  twenty-four  years  of  his  presidency  there, 
1915-1939. 

Mrs.  Brewer  was  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  Central  Committee  of 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  from  1915  to  1943,  serving  continuously  the 
twenty-eight  years,  long  after  the  name  had  been  changed  to  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

In  her  church,  the  First  Baptist  of  Raleigh,  she  had  served  as  president  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  a  Sunday  School  teacher  for  many  years, 
and  was  a  life  deaconess.  In  the  years  after  her  leadership  activities  had  to 
cease,  she  continued  to  bless  all  who  saw  her  regularly  at  her  accustomed  place 
in  the  church  for  worship  and  at  the  WMU  meetings.  Her  face  was  illumined 
with  an  inner  radiance  that  warmed  the  hearts  and  lighted  the  paths  of  all  around 
her. 

Mrs.  Brewer  died  in  Raleigh  on  January  5,  1963  at  the  age  of  95.  Survivors 
include  two  daughters.  Misses  Ellen  and  Ann  Eliza,  both  of  whom  are  on  the 
faculty  of  Meredith  College.

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BY-LAWS 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina 

ARTICLE  I 
Name 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Auxiliary 
to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II 
Purpose 

The  purpose  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be  to  emulate  the  spirit 
of  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ;  to  stimulate  the  missionary  spirit  and 
the  grace  of  giving  among  women  and  youth  of  Baptist  churches  of  North 
Carolina;  to  enlist  women  and  youth  in  a  definite  study  of  and  vital  participa- 
tion in  missions;  to  ingather  missionary  gifts,  to  be  disbursed  by  Woman's 
Missionary  Union,  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and 
the  mission  boards  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  m 
Membership 

The  membership  shall  be  the  members  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
organizations  in  churches  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IV 
Relationships 

Section  1.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be  the  organization  through 
which  co-operating  Woman's  Missionary  Unions  achieve  unity  of  purpose  and 
collective  action. 

Section  2.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  cooperate  with  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  in  the  promotion  of  Christian  missions  through  an  emphasis 
upon  the  cooperative  program,  an  offering  for  state  missions,  and  a  program 
of  mission  study,  prayer,  community  missions  and  stewardship. 

Section  3.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  contribute  to  the  world  mis- 
sions program  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  through  the  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering  for  foreign  missions  and  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering 
for  home  missions  and  the  Heck-Jones  Memorial  Offering. 

Section  4.  Associational  unions  shall  be  recognized  as  liaison  organizations 
between  church  organizations  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

Section  5.  Church  organizations  shall  be  recognized  as  units  through  which 
the  purpose  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  accomplished,  each  responsible 
for  its  own  program,  and  contributing  through  the  associational  unions  to 
the  total  activity  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 
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ARTICLE  V 
Officers 

Section  1.  The  oflficers  shall  be  a  president,  a  first  vice-president,  a  second 
vice-president,  a  recording  secretary,  and  an  assistant  recording  secretary.  No 
employee  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  or  the  wife  of  such  employee  shall  be 
eligible  for  office. 

Section  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  session  and  shall  hold 
office  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  The  term  of  office  shall 
begin  at  final  adjournment  of  the  session  at  which  they  are  elected. 

Section  3.  The  term  of  elected  officers  shall  be  limited  to  five  consecutive 
years  in  the  same  office,  and  one  year  shall  elapse  before  officers  may  be 
eligible  for  election  to  the  previously  held  office. 

Section  4.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  president,  the  vice-presidents, 
in  order,  shall  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

Section  5.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  recording  secretary,  the 
assistant  recording  secretary  shall  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

Section  6.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  any  of  the  other  offices,  the  executive 
board  shall  determine  the  manner  in  which  the  duties  shall  be  discharged 
for  the  unexpired  term. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  Duties  of  the  various  officers  shall  be  such  as  are  specified  in 
these  by-laws,  the  by-laws  of  the  executive  board,  and  the  parliamentary  author- 
ity adopted  by  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

Section  2.  The  president  shall  appoint  all  committees  authorized  by 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  except  the  nominating  committee  and  those  othei- 
wise  prescribed. 

Section  3.  The  president  shall  ex-officio  be  a  member  of  all  committees 
of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  except  the  nominating  committee. 

Section  4.  The  president,  in  conference  with  the  executive  secretary,  shall 
plan  for  the  presentation  of  the  report  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  to  the 
annual  session  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

Section  5.    The  first  vice-president  shall  be  state  chairman  of  enlistment. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Nominations  and  Elections 

Section  1.  The  nominating  committee  shall  be  composed  of  ten  members, 
five  of  whom,  to  serve  for  a  period  of  two  years,  shall  be  nominated  from 
the  state  at  large  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  elected  at  the  annual 
session.  Five  others,  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year,  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  from  the  executive  board  in  its  first  meeting  after  the  annual  session; 
one  each  of  these  shall  come  from  the  following  combined  regions:  Elizabeth 
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City  and  Rocky  Mount;  Wilmington  and  Raleigh;  Greensboro  and  Charlotte; 
Wilkesboro  and  Hickory;  Asheville  and  Bryson  City.  Officers  of  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  shall  not  be  eligible  for  election  to  the  nominating  committee. 

Section  2.  The  recording  secretary  shall  call  for  the  organizational  meet- 
ing of  the  nominating  committee  immediately  following  the  first  meeting 
of  the  executive  board  after  the  annual  session  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 
A  chairman,  a  co-chairman,  and  a  secretary  shall  be  elected.  A  copy  of  the 
By-Laws  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  the  By-Laws  of  the  executive  board 
shall  be  given  to  each  member  of  the  committee. 

Section  3.  The  nominating  committee  shall  nominate  an  alternate  to  fill 
any  vacancy  occurring  among  the  five  members  from  the  state  at  large.  The 
executive  board  shall  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  among  the  five  members 
from  the  executive  board. 

Section  4.  The  nominating  committee  shall  select  by  ballot  nominees  for 
all  offices,  four  members-at-large  of  the  executive  board.  They  shall  secure 
their  consent  to  serve. 

Section  5.  The  nominating  committee  shall  submit  nominations  for  election 
at  the  next  annual  session.  Additional  nominations  may  be  made  from  the 
floor.  Anyone  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  of  less  than  a  year  shall  be  eligible  for 
reelection  to  a  full  term. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Meetings 

Section  1.  A  session  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be  held  annually, 
beginning  Tuesday  evening  following  the  second  Sunday  in  March.  The  place 
shall  be  determined  at  the  annual  session  two  years  in  advance,  or,  in  emergency, 
by  the  executive  board. 

Section  2.  The  annual  session  shall  be  open  to  members  of  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  and  visitors.  The  privilege  of  making  motions,  debating  and 
voting  shall  be  limited  to  members  of  the  executive  board,  associational 
presidents,  professional  leadership,  members  of  standing  and  authorized 
special  committees,  three  delegates  from  each  local  Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  and  the  leaders  of  youth  organizations  in  churches  having  no  Woman's 
Missionary  Union. 

Section  3.  Two  hundred  voting  members  present  at  any  meeting  of  an 
annual  session  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  4.  The  president,  in  conference  with  the  executive  secretary,  shall 
plan  the  program  for  the  annual  session. 

Section  5.  The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  annual  session  shall  be  dis- 
pensed with  and  they  shall  be  referred  to  the  executive  board  for  approval. 

Section  6.  Conferences,  institutes,  camps  and  other  such  meetings  for 
promoting  the  missionary  spirit  and  developing  missionary  activities  shall  be 
held  as  authorized  by  the  executive  board. 
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ARTICLE  IX 
Executive  Board 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  executive  board  composed  of  the  ofRcers, 
chairmen  of  mission  study,  prayer,  community  missions,  stewardship,  WMIJ 
representatives  of  Southern,  Southwestern,  New  Orleans  and  Southeastern  semi- 
naries, and  twelve  members-at-large,  at  least  one  from  each  of  the  regions.  The 
president  shall  be  chairman.  The  professional  leadership  shall  serve  without 
vote. 

Section  2.  The  twelve  members-at-large,  and  seminary  representatives 
shall  be  elected  for  a  three-year  term.  Four  new  members-at-large  shall  be 
elected  each  year.  No  one  may  succeed  herself  for  at  least  one  year. 

Section  3.  The  executive  board  shall  have  authority  over  the  affairs  of 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  the  interim  between  sessions  of  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union,  except  that  of  modifying  action  taken  by  Woman's  Missionary 
Union. 

Section  4.  The  executive  board  is  authorized  to  elect  an  executive  secre- 
tary who  shall  be  responsible  to  the  executive  board  for  the  administration, 
development  and  execution  of  established  plans,  policies  and  broad  programs 
of  the  executive  board. 

Section  5.  The  executive  board  shall  elect  other  professional  leadership 
to  include  directors  of  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  Young  Woman's  Auxiliary, 
Girls'  Auxiliary ,^  Sunbeam  Band;  and  others  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  execu- 
tive board. 

Section  6.  The  officers  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  ex-officio  be 
the  officers  of  the  executive  board. 

Section  7.  The  executive  board  shall  meet  quarterly  and  at  the  call  of  the 
president  or  upon  the  request  of  five  of  its  members,  twelve  voting  members 
present  constituting  a  quorum. 

Section  8.  The  executive  board  shall  employ  a  certified  public  accountant 
to  make  a  complete  annual  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  financial 
secretary.  All  audits  shall  be  reported  to  the  executive  board  and  printed  in 
the  Minutes  of  the  Annual  Session  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

Section  9.  The  executive  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  Woman's 
Missionary  Union. 

Section  10.  The  executive  board  is  authorized  to  adopt  by-laws  for  the 
transaction  of  its  work,  provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  the  by-laws  of 
Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

ARTICLE  X 
Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  executive  board  is  authorized  to  have  an  executive  com- 
mittee composed  of  the  president,  as  chairman,  and  five  other  members  elected 
by  the  executive  board. 
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Section  2.  The  executive  board  may  authorize  the  executive  committee 
to  perform  between  the  meetings  of  the  executive  board  only  such  duties  as 
may  demand  immediate  attention. 

Section  3.  The  executive  secretary  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the  executive 
committee.  Following  a  meeting  of  the  committee,  she  shall  send  minutes  to 
all  members  of  the  executive  board. 

Section  4.  The  executive  committee  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  president 
or  upon  the  request  of  three  of  its  members.  It  shall  make  a  complete  report 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  board. 

ARTICLE  XI 
Departments 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  the  following  departments  for  the  promotion 
of  the  program  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union:  Woman's  Missionary  Society, 
Young  Woman's  Auxiliary,  Girls'  Auxiliary  and  Sunbeam  Band. 

Section  2.  The  work  of  each  department  shall  be  developed  through  a 
program  of  mission  study,  prayer,  community  missions  and  stewardship. 

Section  3.  The  work  of  the  departments  shall  be  under  the  direction  of 
the  executive  board  and  the  supervision  of  the  executive  secretary. 

Section  4.  Each  department  shall  be  composed  of  the  president,  the  execu- 
tive secretary,  a  director  of  the  department  elected  by  the  executive  board  upon 
nomination  of  the  personnel  committee,  and  a  committee  of  the  executive  board. 

Section  5.  The  department  of  Woman's  Missionary  Society  shall  have  a 
chairman  for  the  promotion  of  each  of  the  following:  mission  study,  prayer, 
community  missions  and  stewardship,  such  chairmen  to  be  elected  annually 
by  the  executive  board  upon  nomination  of  the  personnel  committee  and  to  be 
under  the  supervision  of  the  WMS  director.  Their  term  of  service  shall  be 
limited  to  five  consecutive  years,  and  no  one  may  succeed  herself  as  chairman 
until  one  year  has  elapsed. 

ARTICLE  XII 

Parliamentary  Authority 

The  parliamentary  authority  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be  Robert's 
Rules  of  Order  Revised. 

ARTICLE  XIII 
Amendments 

These  by-laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  a  business  meeting  of  the  annual 
session  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  one  month's  previous  notice  in  writing  having  been 
submitted  to  the  executive  secretary  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  who  shall 
notify  the  executive  board  and  shall  cause  said  proposed  amendment  or  amend- 
ments to  be  published  in  the  next  succeeding  issue  of  the  Biblical  Recorder 
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BY-LAWS 

Executive  Board  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 

ARTICLE  I 
Members 

Section  1.  Members  of  the  executive  board  shall  be  chosen  on  the  basis 
of  their  varied  experience  in,  and  potential  contribution  to,  the  work  of  Woman's 
Missionary  Union. 

Section  2.  The  retiring  president  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  not 
be  eligible  for  membership  on  the  board  until  one  year  has  elapsed  following 
her  term  of  office. 

Section  3.  A  member  at  large  serving  one  and  a  half  years,  or  longer,  shall 
be  considered  as  having  served  a  full  term. 

Section  4.  All  resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  president,  who 
shall  notify  the  executive  secretary. 

ARTICLE  II 
Officers 

The  officers  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  ex-officio  be  the  officers 
of  the  executive  board. 

ARTICLE  III 
Nominations  and  Elections 

Section  1.  Prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  nominating  committee  in  which 
nominees  are  named,  the  executive  secretary  shall  provide  the  chairman  with 
a  list  denoting  tenure  in  office  of  each  officer  and  member-at-large  and  any 
unexpired  terms  to  be  filled.  She  shall  also  provide  the  chairman  with  all  papers 
authorized  in  the  by-laws  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  with  information 
regarding  arrangements  and  expense  as  may  be  needed. 

Section  2.  The  nominating  committee  shall  make  all  nominations  by 
written  ballot.  Following  each  nominating  ballot,  members  shall  be  given 
opportunity  to  present  qualifications  of  nominees. 

Section  3.  The  secretary  of  the  nominating  committee  shall  be  instructed 
to  prepare  a  ballot  containing  the  names  of  all  nominees  for  the  office  under 
consideration.  When  a  nominee  receives  a  majority  of  the  votes,  she  shall  be 
declared  the  committee's  nominee  for  the  office.  Likewise  the  committee  shall 
name  a  second  and  third  choice  for  each  office. 

Section  4.  The  consent  to  serve  shall  be  secured  from  all  nominees.  Should 
a  nominee  decline  to  serve,  the  chairman  shall  be  authorized  to  substitute  the 
next  person  in  order  until  the  nominee  has  been  secured.  The  chairman  shall 
notify  the  committee  of  the  results. 

Section  5.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  pay  the  expenses  of  the  chair- 
man of  the  nominating  committee  to  the  Annual  Session  to  which  she  reports. 
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ARTICLE  IV 
Meetings 

Section  1.  The  time  of  all  regular  meetings  of  the  executive  board  shall 
be  fixed  annually  by  the  executive  board  at  the  first  meeting  after  the  annual 
session. 

Section  2.  Regular  meetings  of  the  executive  board  shall  be  open  to 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  members.  The  privilege  of  making  motions  and 
voting  shall  be  limited  to  members  of  the  executive  board. 

Section  3.  A  special  meeting  of  the  executive  board  may  be  called  by  the 
president  or  at  the  request  of  five  voting  members.  This  request  shall  be  made 
in  writing  to  the  executive  secretary  who,  in  conference  with  the  president  shall 
fix  the  place  and  time,  and  then  notify  all  members  at  least  ten  days  prior  to 
the  special  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  suggested  agenda  for  all  regular  meetings  of  the  executive 
board  shall  be  prepared  by  the  president,  in  conference  with  the  executive  secre- 
tary, and  shall  be  sent  to  the  members  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to  the  meeting. 

Section  5.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  pay  expenses  of  executive 
board  members  to  all  regular  meetings  of  the  board. 

ARTICLE  V 

Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  executive  committee  shall  be  elected  by  the  executive  board 
in  its  first  meeting  following  the  annual  session. 

Section  2.  The  election  shall  be  on  written  ballots  prepared  by  the  execu- 
tive secretary  listing  all  members  of  the  executive  board.  Each  member  shall 
vote  for  a  total  of  five,  two  of  whom  shall  have  served  the  previous  year. 

Section  3.  In  case  of  the  president's  absence,  she  shall  appoint  a  member  to 
preside. 

Section  4.  The  president  shall  notify  all  members  of  the  executive  board 
when  calling  a  meeting  of  the  committee. 

Section  5.  Four  voting  members  of  the  executive  committee  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Committees 

Section  1.  The  executive  board  shall  have  the  following  committees  which 
•shall  be  appointed  at  the  first  meeting  following  the  annual  session:  Finance, 
Personnel,  Policy,  WMS,  YWA,  GA,  SB  Band,  and  such  other  committees  as 
the  work  demands.  Chairmen  shall  be  named  by  the  president. 

Section  2.  The  finance,  personnel  and  policy  committees  shall  meet  at 
the  call  of  the  chairmen  in  consultation  with  the  president. 
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Section  3.  The  executive  secretary  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  all 
committees. 

Section  4.  The  finance  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  of 
the  executive  board,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  stewardship  chairman. 

Section  5.  The  finance  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  executive  board 
in  its  summer  meeting  the  annual  operating  budget  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Union. 

Section  6.  The  finance  committee  shall,  in  conference  with  the  general  secre- 
tary-treasurer of  the  State  Convention,  recommend  salaries  of  personnel  em- 
ployed by  the  executive  board  between  meetings  of  the  budget  committee  of 
the  state  convention. 

Section  7.  The  finance  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  executive  board 
at  its  winter  meeting  the  goal  and  allocations  for  the  Heck-Jones  Memorial 
Offering. 

Section  8.  The  finance  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  executive  board 
at  its  spring  meeting  the  state  goals  for  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering 
for  foreign  missions  and  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering  for  home  missions. 

Section  9.  The  finance  committee  shall  prepare  annually  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  policy  relating  to  all  matters  of  finance  and  shall  submit  to  the  executive 
board  for  approval  at  its  winter  meeting. 

Section  10.  All  matters  requiring  the  expenditure  of  monies,  not  other- 
wise provided  for,  shall  be  referred  to  the  finance  committee. 

Section  11.  The  personnel  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members 
of  the  executive  board. 

Section  12.  The  personnel  committee  shall  recommond  to  the  executive 
board  for  election  the  following:  professional  leadership;  chairmen  of  mission 
study,  prayer,  community  missions,  and  stewardship;  and  seminary  representa- 
tives. The  election  of  the  chairmen  of  mission  study,  prayer,  community  missions 
and  stewardship  shall  be  held  annually  in  the  meeting  of  the  executive  board 
immediately  preceding  the  annual  session.  The  term  of  service  of  the  seminary 
representatives  and  the  chairmen  of  mission  study,  prayer,  community  missions 
and  stewardship  shall  begin  at  final  adjournment  of  the  annual  session  following 
their  election. 

Section  13.  The  personnel  committee  shall  prepare  "Policy  for  Employees 
of  Woman's  Missionary  Union"  in  line  with  the  current  policy  of  the  general 
board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  shall  submit  same  to  executive 
board  for  approval. 

Section  14.  Any  other  matters  relating  to  personnel  shall  be  referred  to  the 
personnel  committee. 

Section  15.  The  policy  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  of 
the  executive  board. 

Section  16.  All  matters  concerning  the  policy  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  shall  be  referred  to  the  policy  committee  for  consideration;  this  com- 
mittee shall  make  recommendations  regarding  the  same  to  the  executive  board. 
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Section  17.  The  following  committees  shall  be  known  as  committees  for 
promotion:  the  WMS  committee,  the  YWA  committee,  the  GA  committee, 
and  the  Sunbeam  Band  committee.  These  committees  shall  meet  upon  the  call 
of  the  chairman  and  the  respective  department  directors  in  consultation  with  the 
president. 

Section  18.  Members  of  he  executive  board  shall  be  distributed  equitably 
among  the  committees  for  promotion. 

Section  19.  The  department  directors  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the 
respective  promotion  committees. 

Section  20.  The  principal  function  of  the  committees  for  promotion  shall 
be  to  develop  and  recommend  to  the  executive  board  objectives  and  programs 
for  promoting  the  respective  organizations. 

Section  21.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  pay  expenses  of  committee 
members  to  meetings  of  committees,  standing  and  special. 

ARTICLE  Vn 
Professional  Leadership 

Section  1.  The  personnel  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  executive 
board  for  election  all  professional  leadership  to  include:  the  executive  secretary, 
the  directors  of  WMS,  YWA,  GA,  Sunbeam  Band,  and  others  as  authorized  by 
the  executive  board. 

Section  2.  The  executive  secretary,  in  conference  with  the  president  and/or 
the  chairman  of  the  personnel  committee  shall  select  and  employ  all  personnel 
not  elected  by  the  executive  board. 

Section  3.  The  executive  secretary  shall  be  responsible  to  the  executive 
board  for  promotion  and  office  personnel,  defining  and  delegating  responsibilities 
and  commensurate  authority  to  each. 

Section  4.  The  executive  secretary  shall  delegate  to  a  financial  secretary 
in  the  office  the  responsibility  for  all  business  transactions  involving  the 
handling  of  funds. 

Section  5.  The  executive  secretary  shall  sign  checks  and  legal  documents 
dealing  with  financial  accounts  as  needed. 

Section  6.  The  executive  secretary  and  all  office  personnel  shall  be  in- 
cluded under  the  bond  provided  for  Baptist  State  Convention  employees. 

Section  7.  The  professional  leadership  and  office  personnel  shall  be 
governed  by  "Policy  for  Employees  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union." 

Section  8.  The  department  directors  shall  make  written  reports  to  the 
executive  secretary  prior  to  each  regular  meeting  of  the  executive  board, 
material  from  which  shall  be  incorporated  into  the  report  of  the  executive 
board  to  Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  Annual  Session. 

Section  9.  The  executive  secretary  shall  make  a  written  report  of  detailed 
programs  and  financial  matters  to  each  regular  meeting  of  the  executive  board, 
materials  from  which  shall  be  incorporated  into  the  report  of  the  executive 
board  to  Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  Annual  Session. 
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Section  10.  The  executive  secretary  shall  prepare  the  annual  report  of 
the  executive  board  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  annual  session,  and 
shall  be  responsible  for  that  part  of  the  program  which  emphasizes  and/or 
promotes  the  work  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  through  its  various  depart- 
ments. 

Section  11.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  professional  leadership,  the  execu- 
tive board  shall  determine  the  manner  in  which  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Gifts  and  Scholarships 

Section  1.  A  special  birthday  gift  of  $25.00  from  the  Burney  Fund  shall 
be  sent  in  February  of  each  year  to  each  Margaret  Fund  student  studying 
within  our  state. 

Section  2.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  give  $100.00  from  the  Heck- 
Jones  Memorial  off"ering  to  each  woman  who  receives  regular  appointment 
from  the  Home  or  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  who  claims  North  Carolina  as 
her  home  state. 

Section  3.  A  Missionary  Library  Fund  to  be  taken  from  the  Heck-Jones  Me- 
morial Fund  shall  provide  a  Christmas  gift  for  each  woman  in  active  service 
under  our  Home  or  Foreign  Missions  Board  and  who  claims  North  Carolina 
as  her  home  state.  This  gift  shall  consist  of  one  book  and  one  magazine  selected 
by  a  special  committee. 

ARTICLE  IX 
Loan  Funds 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  loan  funds  provided  as  needed  from  an  allocation 
of  the  Heck-Jones  Memorial  Offering  for  the  use  of  North  Carolina  women 
graduate  students  as  follows: 

$350.00  per  person  per  year  for  not  more  than  two  years  for  study  in 
Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary 

$250.00  per  person  per  year  for  not  more  than  two  years  for  study  in 

a.  New  Orleans  Baptist  Theological  Seminary 

b.  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary 

c.  Southwestern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary 

Section  2.  Students  using  these  loans  shall  be  approved  by  the  executive 
board  upon  recommendation  of  the  seminary  representative  and  shall  be  regularly 
enrolled  in  said  schools. 

Section  3.  Indebtedness  for  such  loans  shall  be  cancelled  only  by  special 
authorization  of  the  executive  board  and/or  when  the  recipient  goes  into 
definite  home  or  foreign  mission  work  under  regular  appointment  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Home  or  Foreign  Mission  Board  within  five  years  after  date 
of  graduation. 

Section  4.    No  interest  shall  be  charged  on  loans  while  the  student  remains 
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regularly  enrolled  in  said  school  or  for  five  years  from  date  the  student  com- 
pletes or  discontinues  her  study  at  such  school. 

Section  5,  If  a  loan  is  not  completely  repaid  within  five  years  from  date 
the  student  completes  or  discontinues  study  at  said  school,  interest  at  4Vi  per 
cent  shall  be  added  to  the  remaining  debt  from  the  beginning  of  the  sixth  year. 
Payments  on  above-mentioned  loans  shall  be  retained  in  a  special  fund  designated 
"Seminary  Loan  Funds." 

Section  6.  The  executive  board  shall  be  authorized  to  make  further  alloca- 
tions from  the  accumulated  balance  of  the  Seminary  Loan  Fund  for  the  above- 
mentioned  schools  upon  recommendation  of  three  (3)  or  more  seminary  rep- 
resentatives. 

ARTICLE  X 
Miscellaneous 

Section  1.  The  use  of  the  mailing  list  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall 
be  restricted  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  the 
Home  Mission  Board,  and  the  Baptist  Book  Stores. 

Section  2.  A  copy  of  these  By-Laws,  the  By-Laws  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  the  Financial  Policy,  and  the  "Policy  Employees  of  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union"  shall  be  made  available  to  each  member  of  the  executive 
board  immediately  upon  her  election. 

ARTICLE  XI 
Amendments 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  executive  board 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  its  voting  membership,  said  proposed  amendment  or 
amendments  having  been  submitted  to  the  executive  board  one  month  previous.

The  North  Carolina  Chorale  composed  of  26  leaders  of  music  in 
Baptist  churches  in  North  Carolina  sang  "Sanctus"  by  Gounod. 

Mrs.  W.  K.  McGee,  former  North  Carolina  WMU  president,  led  in 
prayer. 

Mrs.  A.  L.  Parker,  president,  called  the  meeting  to  order  with  the 
gavel  used  by  Miss  Fannie  E.  S.  Heck,  president  of  North  Carolina 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  1886,  at  the  first  annual  WMU  session 
of  North  Carolina.  Mrs.  Parker  gave  a  brief  explanation  as  to  why 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  North  Carolina  is  77  years  old,  but  has 
had  only  71  annual  sessions.  Some  of  the  war  years  made  it  impossible 
to  have  annual  meetings. 

The  program  and  staging  procedures  of  the  first  meeting  set  the 
pattern  for  subsequent  meetings.  The  backdrop  consisting  of  a  gigantic 
elliptical  world  map  with  a  large  Bible  suspended  in  front  of  the  map 
depicted  the  theme. 

"We've  A  Story  To  Tell,"  was  chosen  as  the  theme  of  the  session  in 
commemoration  of  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  Girls'  Auxiliary.  This 
phrase  was  taken  from  the  Girls'  Auxiliary  hymn.  Other  phrases  of 
missionary  hymns  were  printed  at  the  top  of  each  page  of  the  program. 

Miss  Miriam  Robinson,  executive  secretary,  moved  that  the  program 
as  printed  and  in  the  hands  of  the  delegates,  with  necessary  changes,  be 
the  order  of  service  for  the  session.  The  motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Parker  gave  special  recognition  to  Mr.  Charles  Alexander 
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who  had  contributed  to  the  worshipful  atmosphere  by  making  the 
elHptical  map  and  the  Bible  suspended  in  front  of  the  map. 

Mrs.  J.  F.  Gilreath,  Jr.,  president  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
of  Mecklenburg  association,  was  introduced.  After  words  of  welcome 
she  presented  Mrs.  Rovy  Branon  and  Mrs.  W.  V.  Rountree,  co- 
chairmen  of  the  general  planning  committee,  who  in  turn  presented 
subcommittee  chairmen  as  follows:

Mrs.  H.  C.  Harris;  Missionary  Hostess,  Mrs.  David  Olive;  Timekeeper, 
Mrs.  R.  L.  Hollings worth;  Hospitality,  Mrs.  Claude  Broach;  Ushers, 
Mrs.  Jack  Hough;  GA  Pageant,  Mrs.  C.  L.  Alexander. 

Mrs.  Parker  presented  Fran  Gilreath  and  Carolyn  Simpson,  pages, 
who  served  throughout  the  annual  session. 

A  period  of  meditation  led  by  the  Chorale  followed  the  business 
session.  A  narrator  in  the  chorale  read  selected  passages  from  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments  pertaining  to  the  theme  of  the  meeting  and  lead- 
ing into  the  singing  of  "O  For  a  Thousand  Tongues  to  Sing"  by  Lyng- 
ham.  Auditorium  lights  were  dimmed  during  the  meditation  and  a  cli- 
mactic moment  was  reached  as  the  choir,  still  humming,  went  out  of 
sight  as  the  orchestra  platform  was  lowered. 

Miss  Betty  Brewer  of  Birmingham,  Girls'  Auxiliary  director,  Con- 
ventionwide  WMU,  using  as  her  subject,  "Girls  Telling  the  Story," 
placed  emphasis  on  the  fact  that  each  girl  has  a  life  to  be  lived 
and  the  story  she  tells  is  told  with  her  life.  She  concluded  her  message 
with  the  challenge  that  all  "go  quickly"  to  tell  the  story  to  others. 

Special  recognition  was  given  to  Mrs.  J.  T.  Hasty,  stage  manager, 
and  Mrs.  C.  L.  Alexander,  chairman  of  the  GA  pageant,  for  efforts  put 
forth  to  make  the  pageantry  meaningful. 

The  hymn  "We've  A  Story  to  Tell  To  The  Nations"  was  sung. 

The  Girls'  Auxiliary  Fiftieth  Aniversary  Presentation  was  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Willa  Dean  Freeman,  GA  director  of  North  Carolina. 
This  pageant  portrayed  the  progress  of  GA  work  from  the  time  of  its 
inception  to  the  present  day  with  dramatic  tableaux,  pageantry,  and 
posters.  Main  events  and  dates  of  the  fifty  years  of  GA  work  were 
depicted  during  the  presentation. 

The  North  Carolina  Chorale  sang  the  "GA  Fiftieth  Anniversary 
Song,"  written  especially  for  this  year  of  celebration,  which  concluded 
the  first  meeting. 
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WEDNESDAY  MORNING 

Mr.  Stroud  conducted  the  song  service  which  opened  the  Wednes- 
day morning  meeting  at  9:15.  Hymns  "O  Worship  the  King"  and  "All 
Hail  the  Power  of  Jesus'  Name"  were  sung. 

The  North  Carolina  Chorale  sang  "Praise  We  Sing  to  Thee"  by 
Hayden. 

"O  God,  We  Pray  For  All  Mankind"  was  the  theme  for  the  call  to 
prayer.  Mrs.  Parker  referred  to  the  page  in  the  program  where  names 
of  missionaries,  whose  birthdays  were  on  March  13  were  listed,  and 
asked  that  we  pray  for  them. 

During  the  brief  business  session  the  recording  secretary  was  rec- 
ognized to  read  messages  from  Miss  EUzabeth  Hale,  missionary  to 
Malaya,  and  the  Georgia  WMU  in  annual  session.  Miss  Williams 
moved  that  telegrams  be  sent  to:  Georgia  WMU  in  annual  session.  Dr. 
J.  Clyde  Turner,  Mrs.  Foy  J.  Farmer,  Miss  Ernelle  Brooks,  Dr.  I.  N. 
Patterson,  and  Miss  Sophie  Lanneau.  The  motion  carried. 

The  president  announced  the  appointment  of  the  place  committee 
for  1965:  Mrs.  Troy  Robbins,  Greensboro,  chairman;  Mrs.  Neil 
Armstrong,  High  Point;  and  Mrs.  Claude  Bowen,  Greensboro. 

The  following  were  appointed  to  serve  on  the  resolutions  com- 
mittee: Mrs.  Gordon  Maddrey,  Ahoskie,  chairman;  Mrs.  John  Hen- 
derson, Goldsboro;  and  Mrs.  Robert  Smith,  Stoneville. 

Mrs.  Parker  recognized  Marse  Grant,  editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder, 
who  assisted  with  publicity  for  the  session.  He  spoke  briefly  and 
expressed  appreciation  for  all  members  of  the  North  Carolina  WMU 
staff  who  work  with  him  in  such  a  cooperative  manner. 

Mrs.  Gilmer  Cross,  chairman  of  policy  committee,  recommended 
the  following  change  in  the  By-Laws  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
of  North  Carolina: 

Article  IX,  section  1,  delete  the  words  "Carver  School."  (This 
change,  having  been  published  in  Biblical  Recorder  a  month  ahead 
of  the  annual  session,  was  already  familiar  to  the  delegates.) 

Mrs.  Cross  moved  that  this  recommendation  be  adopted.  The  mo- 
tion carried. 

Mrs.  Harry  Wood,  Jr.,  chairman  of  the  finance  committee,  brought 
the  following  recommendation:  We  recommend  that  the  goal  for  the 
1963  Heck-Jones  Offering  for  WMU  promotion  be  $20,000,  this 
amount  to  be  allocated  as  indicated  below,  and  that  the  total  amount 
received  beyond  this  goal  be  transferred  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
State  Convention  to  be  used  for  State  Missions.  The  recommendation 
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was  adopted.  (The  list  of  allocations  follows  these  minutes.) 

Using  the  topic,  "Telling  the  Story  in  Brazil,"  Mrs.  Burton  Davis 
told  of  her  25  years  of  missionary  service  in  Brazil. 

The  meditations  throughout  the  session  were  based  upon  the  five 
Star  Ideals  of  Girls'  Auxiliary  and  the  Aims  for  Advancement  of 
Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

Mrs.  Hoyle  AUred,  State  WMU  mission  study  chairman,  led  the 
first  meditation  period,  the  theme  of  which  was  "Accepting  the  Chal- 
lenge of  the  Great  Commission."  Strains  of  "We've  A  Story  To  TelF* 
played  by  one  finger  on  the  piano  offstage  opened  the  meditation, 
after  which  a  five-voiced  speech  choir  pointed  out  needs  of  the  world 
and  our  responsibility  in  meeting  these  needs.  Mrs.  Allred  led  the 
congregation  in  intervals  of  directed  prayer.  Mrs.  Roy  Lewis  of  St. 
John's  Church,  Charlotte,  closed  the  meditation  singing  "How 
Beautiful  Upon  the  Mountains." 

Miss  Gladys  Farmer,  former  missionary  to  Hawaii,  now  director 
of  the  Good  Will  Center  in  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  used  as  her 
topic  "The  Asphalt  Jungle."  She  presented  a  graphic  picture  of  needs 
in  our  large  cities. 

The  audience  sang  "Where  Cross  the  Crowded  Ways  of  Life." 

Mrs.  Paul  Moser,  director  of  Woman's  Activities  in  the  American 
Bible  Society,  New  York,  spoke  on  the  theme  "We've  a  Message  to 
Give."  She  chose  the  two  words  "We"  and  "Message"  on  which  to 
focus  her  discussion. 

Mr.  Glenn  L.  Hix,  missionary  to  Taipei,  Taiwan,  spoke  on  the 
subject  "Taiwan  Needs  the  Story." 

The  benediction,  following  the  theme  "We've  a  Saviour  ...  Go  Pro- 
claim," taken  from  the  Girls'  Auxiliary  hymn  dramatically  portrayed 
the  world  in  need  of  the  gospel.  Lights  in  the  auditorium  were  dimmed 
as  women  dressed  in  costumes  representing  nations  of  the  world  stood 
on  the  platform  in  front  of  the  elliptical  map.  Each  carried  a  Bible, 
depicting  the  many  languages  and  dialects  into  which  it  has  been 
translated.  The  choir  sang  antiphonally  back  stage  phrases  from 
"We've  A  Story  to  Tell"  and  "Ye  Christian  Heralds"  including: 

"We've  a  Saviour  to  show  to  the  nations  .  .  . 
Ye  Christian  heralds,  go  proclaim 
Salvation  through  your  Saviour  slain  .  .  . 
That  all  of  the  world's  great  people 
Might  come  to  the  truth  of  God  ... 
To  distant  climes  the  tidings  bear 
And  plant  the  Rose  of  Sharon  there." 
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WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON 

The  Wednesday  afternoon  session  convened  at  2:00  o'clock.  Mr. 
Stroud  led  the  song  service  using  the  two  hymns  "In  Christ  There  Is  No 
East  or  West"  and  "O  God,  We  Pray  for  All  Mankind." 

The  dual  emphasis  for  the  meditation  period  which  followed  was 
"Advancing  in  Wisdom  by  Bible  Study"  and  "Abiding  in  Him 
through  Prayer."  The  piano  and  speech  choir  opened  this  period  in 
the  same  pattern  set  in  the  Wednesday  morning  session.  Lights  were 
dimmed  and  Mrs.  E.  N.  Gardner,  State  WMU  prayer  chairman  led 
the  directed  time  of  prayer.  The  North  Carolina  Chorale  sang  Gates' 
"The  Lord's  Prayer"  as  a  conclusion  to  the  meditation. 

Mrs.  Parker  made  necessary  announcements  and  then  recognized 
Mrs.  J.  H.  Johnston,  chairman  of  the  registration  committee,  for  a 
report.  She  reported  the  total  registration  of  delegates,  visitors,  and 
missionaries  to  be  2544.  These  were  given  a  warm  welcome. 

Miss  Miriam  Robinson  presented  the  staff  of  the  State  WMU  office 
in  Raleigh  as  follows:  Miss  Kathryn  Bullard,  WMS  director;  Mrs. 
Louise  Burgess,  Sunbeam  Band  director;  Miss  Willa  Dean  Freeman, 
GA  director;  Miss  Sara  Ann  Hobbs,  YWA  director;  Mrs.  John  Miller, 
office  secretary;  Miss  Vivian  Nowell,  financial  secretary;  and  Mrs. 
Robert  Philyaw,  receptionist-stenographer.  She  called  attention  to 
the  information  handed  out  at  the  door  in  which  the  Cuban  relief 
offering  to  be  taken  in  March  was  publicized.  Mrs.  Gordon  Maddrey, 
former  president  of  North  Carolina  WMU,  led  in  prayer  for  the 
refugees  of  Cuba. 

Mrs.  Parker  and  Miss  Robinson  then  led  in  the  Memorial  Service  for 
former  State  WMU  executive  board  members:  Miss  Macy  Cox,  Mrs. 
C.  E.  Brewer,  and  Mrs.  J.  Clyde  Turner,  all  having  died  during  this 
year.  Miss  Robinson  moved  that  the  minutes  of  this  session  be  dedi- 
cated to  these  three  former  members  of  our  North  Carolina  WMU 
executive  board,  that  a  biographical  sketch  of  each  be  included  in  the 
minutes,  and  that  a  picture  of  Mrs.  J.  Clyde  Turner,  former  president, 
accompany  her  biographical  sketch.  The  motion  carried. 

The  congregation  sang  "The  Woman's  Hymn"  composed  by  Miss 
Fannie  E.  S.  Heck,  in  1913  for  the  WMU  Jubilate  and  adopted  as  the 
permanent  hymn  for  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

Miss  Robinson  moved  that  the  report  of  the  executive  board  be 
adopted  as  printed  and  in  the  hands  of  the  delegates.  It  contained  no 
recommendations.  The  motion  carried. 

The  dramatization,  "Yesterday's  Woman,"  written  by  Miss  Alma 
Hunt,  executive  secretary  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  SBC  was 
then  presented.  Auditorium  lights  were  dimmed  and  a  large  silver  frame 
was  suspended  before  drawn  curtains  at  the  center  of  the  stage.  In 
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this  frame  appeared  in  succession  seven  members  of  the  WMU 
executive  board,  dressed  appropriately  to  represent  some  of  the 
outstanding  personaUties  in  the  history  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 
As  the  readers  described  the  work  and  personaHties  of  these  in- 
dividuals, the  curtains  were  opened  and  the  person  being  described 
was  represented.  Each  person  appeared  to  be  in  the  frame,  leaving  the 
impression  that  we  were  looking  at  pictures  of  the  following  historical 
leaders:  Mary  Webb,  Mrs.  Henrietta  Hall  Shuck,  Mrs.  Anna  Graves, 
Annie  Armstrong,  Miss  M.  E.  Mcintosh,  Lottie  Moon,  and  Fannie 
E.  S.  Heck. 

An  address  "The  Place  of  the  Modem  Church  Woman  in  Today's 
Revolutionary  World"  was  given  by  Dr.  Guion  Johnson,  chairman 
of  the  Program  Services,  North  Carolina  Council  of  Women's  Organi- 
zations. Her  message  surveyed  world  conditions  which  demand  the 
concern  and  action  of  women  today,  concluding  with  the  words  of 
the  prayer  of  St.  Francis  of  Assissi,  "Lord  make  me  an  instrument 
of  thy  peace." 

Following  the  same  theme  as  introduced  at  the  morning  session  the 
benediction  featured  a  tableau  of  women  and  children  in  the  WMU 
organizations  of  75  years  ago  and  those  of  today.  Dressed  to  represent 
women  through  the  years  they  symbolized  the  necessity  for  women  of 
all  ages  to  be  messengers.  Again  the  choir  sang  antiphonally  "We've 
A  Story  to  Tell"  and  "Ye  Christian  Heralds." 

WEDNESDAY  EVENING 

An  organ  prelude,  "There  is  a  Balm  in  Gilead,"  played  by  Elihu 
Sloan,  opened  the  Wednesday  evening  meeting  at  7:15  p.m. 

Mr.  Stroud  led  the  singing  of  "Jesus  Shall  Reign."  The  Chorale  was 
seated  at  the  back  of  the  stage.  All  missionaries  were  seated  at  the 
left  of  the  stage.  Tables  in  the  center  were  to  be  used  later  for  a 
student  panel. 

The  North  Carolina  Chorale  sang  Christiansen's  "Beautiful  Savior.'^ 
Mrs.  Henry  Gamble,  first  vice-president,  and  Miss  Vivian  Nowell, 
financial  secretary,  presented  the  following  missionaries:  Miss  Flora 
Dodson  (China-retired)  Winston-Salem;  Mrs.  Bertis  Fair  (Migrant 
Missions)  Garner;  Miss  Alda  Grayson  (China,  Hawaii-retired)  Ruther- 
fordton;  Mrs.  Boyd  Horton  (Indian  Missions)  Cherokee  and  her 
Indian  guest  Mrs.  Emily  Walkingstick;  Dr.  and  Mrs.  L.  C.  Smith 
(Nigeria)  Winston-Salem;  Mrs.  Burton  Davis  (Brazil)  Wake  Forest; 
Miss  Ola  V.  Lea  (China,  Taiwan-retired)  Greensboro;  Miss  Mary 
Hester  Powell  (Nigeria)  Warsaw;  Mrs.  Neal  Peyton  (Missionary  to 
deaf)  Wake  Forest;  Mrs.  B.  Terry  Thorpe  (Southern  Rhodesia)  Old 
Fort;  Mrs.  Ralph  Truesdell  (China-retired)  Winston-Salem;  Mrs.  Shel- 
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by  W.  Vance  (Ghana)  Pineola;  Mrs.  Ronald  Hill  (Thailand)  Greens- 
boro; Mrs.  J.  T.  McRae  (Jordan-resigned)  Elkin. 

Lights  in  the  auditorium  were  dimmed  and  strains  of  "We've  a  Story 
to  Tell"  again  introduced  the  meditation  period.  The  theme  was  the 
GA  Star  Ideal,  "Adorning  Myself  With  Good  Works."  Mrs.  R.  L. 
Costner,  community  missions  chairman,  led  the  directed  prayer  period. 

The  hymn  "O  Zion  Haste"  was  sung. 

"The  Outreach  of  the  Christian  Witness  Where  I  Live"  was  the  topic 
for  discussion  by  a  panel  of  international  students.  Miss  Sara  Ann 
Hobbs  was  moderator.  The  following  students  were  on  the  panel: 
Stephen  Akinleye,  Nigeria,  Southeastern  Baptist  Seminary;  Verona 
Chow,  Hong  Kong,  Meredith  College;  Iris  Garcia,  Cuba,  Campbell 
College;  Kiyoshi  Tanigawa,  Japan,  Southeastern  Baptist  Seminary. 

Mr.  Boyce  Medlin,  Associate  in  the  Baptist  Student  Union  Depart- 
ment in  North  Carolina,  led  in  prayer. 

The  North  Carolina  Chorale  sang  "The  Whole  Wide  World  for 
Jesus"  by  Thompson. 

Dr.  Robert  Denny,  Associate  General  Secretary  of  the  Baptist 
World  Alliance,  as  an  introduction  to  his  address  on  "Baptists  Around 
the  World,"  led  the  audience  in  singing  "Best  Be  the  Tie  That  Binds." 

As  the  benediction  refrain  was  sung  by  the  Chorale  the  tableau, 
composed  of  missionaries  and  international  guests  emphasized  the 
progress  made  in  proclaiming  the  Word  as  these  two  groups  work 
together. 

THURSDAY  MORNING 

The  Thursday  morning  meeting  opened  with  a  song  service  in  which 
two  hymns,  "We've  a  Story  to  Tell"  and  "All  Hail  the  Power"  were  used. 

The  theme  for  the  meditation  period,  "Acknowledging  My  Steward- 
ship," was  introduced  by  the  piano  and  speech  choir.  Mrs.  Harry 
Wood,  Jr.  led  the  directed  prayer  period.  A  quartet  singing  offstage, 
"When  I  Survey  the  Wondrous  Cross"  concluded  the  meditation. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  L.  C.  Smith,  missionaries  to  Nigeria,  using  "Who 
Healeth  All  Thy  Diseases"  as  their  subject,  spoke  about  the  needs  of 
medical  missions  in  Africa. 

The  organ  strains  of  "O  God,  We  Pray  For  All  Mankind"  was 
the  call  to  prayer  as  missionaries  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
prayer  calendar  were  remembered  in  silent  prayer. 

Prior  to  the  introduction  of  the  next  speaker,  Mrs.  Parker  recognized 
and  welcomed  a  large  number  of  Negro  women  scattered  throughout 
the  audience.  Coming  at  the  invitation  of  North  Carolina  Woman's 
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Missionary  Union  many  of  these  had  been  present  for  all  sessions  of 
the  meeting.  They  stood  in  response  to  Mrs.  Parker's  welcome  and  in 
honor  of  their  president  who  spoke  next. 

"Laborers  Together"  was  the  topic  used  by  Mrs.  M.  A.  Home, 
president,  Woman's  Baptist  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Conven- 
tion of  North  Carolina.  She  used  as  the  basis  of  her  message  the 
quotation  "In  Christ  There  Is  No  East  or  West." 

Dr.  W.  R.  Grigg,  secretary  of  the  Department  of  Interracial  Co- 
operation, Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  spoke  on 
"Interracial  Cooperation."  He  pointed  out  that  racial  prejudice  is  a 
cancer  in  society  and  that  token  desegregation  is  still  segregation. 

During  the  business  session  that  followed  Mrs.  Parker  recognized 
and  expressed  appreciation  to  Miss  Ruth  Williams,  recording  secretary, 
and  Mrs.  Oliver  Davis,  assistant  recording  secretary. 

The  recording  secretary  read  telegrams  from  the  following:  Dr. 
J.  Clyde  Turner.  Mrs.  Foy  J.  Farmer,  Mrs.  R.  L.  Mathis  and  Miss 
Alma  Hunt,  and  Georgia  WMU  in  annual  session. 

Mrs.  G.  H.  Johnston,  chairman  of  registration  committee,  was 
asked  to  give  a  final  report  on  registration.  She  reported:  1193  dele- 
gates; 1720  visitors;  9  missionaries  for  a  total  of  2922  registered, 

Mrs.  Troy  Robbins.  chairman  of  time  and  place  committee,  made 
the  motion  that  the  1965  annual  session  meet  at  the  First  Baptist 
Church  in  Greensboro.  The  motion  carried. 

Mrs.  W.  K.  Boger,  First  Baptist  Church,  Durham,  extended  a  wel- 
come to  the  1964  session  to  be  held  in  their  church. 

Miss  Robinson  made  the  statement  that  an  invitation  would  be  in 
order  from  a  church  of  our  Convention  in  the  eastern  part  of  North 
Carolina  where  an  interracial  institute  could  be  held  in  the  fall  of  1963. 

Mrs.  Parker  expressed  gratitude  for  all  that  Miss  Robinson  did  to 
help  in  preparation  for  this  annual  session. 

She  introduced  Joe  Stroud  with  remarks  of  gratitude  for  all  that  he 
had  done  to  help  make  the  meetings  worshipful  and  successful.  Mr. 
Stroud  then  expressed  appreciation  for  each  one  who  had  participated 
in  the  North  Carolina  Chorale,  and  for  the  opportunity  of  being  a  part 
of  the  program  of  the  72nd  annual  session  of  the  North  Carolina 
WMU.  He  gave  information  about  the  tour  of  Europe  to  be  taken  by 
this  group  in  April,  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  concerts  of  sacred 
music,  and  requested  that  they  be  remembered  in  prayer. 

Mrs.  Gordon  Maddrey,  chairman,  presented  the  report  of  the 
resolutions  committee.  She  moved  that  the  report  be  adopted.  The 
motion  carried.

Mrs.  Gamble,  first  vice-president,  presided  as  Mrs.  A.  L.  Parker 
was  unanimously  elected  president.

Dr.  Ronald  Hill,  missionary  to  Thailand,  brought  a  message  on 
*'We've  a  Savior  to  Show"  and  challenged  those  present  to  do  some- 
thing in  order  to  show  this  Saviour. 

After  a  brief  period  of  silent  meditation,  stage  and  house  lights  were 
dimmed  to  allow  full  view  of  the  beautifully  lighted  elliptical  map,  in 
front  of  which  men,  women  and  children,  dressed  in  international 
costumes,  assumed  the  various  postures  of  prayer  pleading  for  others 
to  come  to  show  the  Saviour  to  the  nations.  The  Chorale  echoed  the 
familiar  benediction  theme,  "We've  A  Savior  .  .  .  Go  Proclaim,"  ex- 
pressed in  the  hymn  phrases: 


"We've  a  Savior  for  to  show  to  the  nations  .  .  . 
Ye  Christian  heralds,  go  proclaim 
Salvation  through  your  Saviour  slain; 
To  distant  climes  the  tidings  bear 
And  plant  the  Rose  of  Sharon  there." 


In  a  mood  of  quiet  dedication,  the  72nd  annual  session  of  North 
Carolina  Woman's  Missionary  Union  was  adjourned.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE 

"We've  a  Story  to  tell  to  the  Nations  .  .  . 
We've  a  Song  to  be  Sung  .  .  . 
We've  a  Message  to  give  to  the  Nations  .  .  . 
We've  a  Saviour  to  shov^^  .  .  ." 

These  lines  from  the  Girls'  Auxiliary  hymn  express  the  resolution  born  anew 
in  the  hearts  of  the  members  of  North  Carolina  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
who  have  attended  this  72nd  Annual  Session. 

This  marks  the  eighth  time  the  Queen  City  has  entertained  this  organization 
for  its  Annual  Meeting.  It  is  appropriate  that  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
should  meet  in  Charlotte  this  year;  for  not  only  is  this  the  75th  anniversary  of 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  the  50th  for  Girls'  Auxiliary,  but  1963  is  also 
World  Missions  Year  of  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Advance  period.  Perhaps  more  than 
any  other  individual,  Dr.  C.  C.  Warren  has  inspired  Baptists  of  America  to 
prepare  for  the  1964  celebration  of  the  150th  anniversary  of  their  organization 
for  the  support  of  missions.  North  Carolina  Woman's  Missionary  Union  pays 
tribute  to  this  Christian  statesman,  the  "Father"  of  the  30,000  movement, 
whose  name  and  influence  are  associated  inseparably  with  this  city. 

Using  the  theme,  "We've  a  Story  to  Tell,"  the  officers,  executive  board,  and 
professional  leadership  have  planned  carefully  and  prayerfully  for  these  days, 
to  the  end  that  hearts  might  be  stirred  and  minds  challenged  "That  the  world 
through  Him  might  be  saved."  The  organization  is  indebted  to  the  program 
personnel.  Through  music,  prayer  and  the  spoken  word,  new  vistas  have  been 
opened  up  whereby  we  might  "Share  Christ  With  the  Whole  World."

vention to  be  used  for  State  Missions.

Leadership  training,  World  Missions  Week  at  the 
Assembly,  purchase  of  priced  materials  for  free  distribution, 
supplement  for  annual  session  expense,  etc.) 

B.  WMS  PROMOTION  $  1,100 

(Including  purchase  of  books  and  materials  for  the  use  of  the 
State  WMS  chairmen  of  mission  study,  prayer,  stewardship  and 
community  missions,  as  well  as  some  of  their  travel  expenses;  the 
promotion  of  any  exclusively  WMS  statewide  project,  etc.) 

C.  YWA  PROMOTION   $  1,500

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REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 
October  1961  to  October  1962 

Reporting: 

Due  to  the  changes  in  the  system  of  reporting  only  a  very  few  statistics 
by  which  progress  may  be  measured  are  available. 

According  to  the  annual  reports  received  from  the  associational  WMU 
presidents  North  Carolina  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  composed  of  8,793 
WMS,  YWA,  GA  and  SB  organizations  (35  more  than  last  year)  with  156,412 
members  (1,000  less  than  last  year).  Of  the  3,340  Baptist  churches  in  North 
Carolina,  936  do  not  have  a  WMS;  2,417  do  not  have  a  YWA;  2,174  do 
not  have  a  Girls'  Auxiliary;  1,790  have  no  Sunbeam  Bands.

One  hundred  (100)  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  in  43  associations  earned 
recognition  on  the  WMS  Mission  Study  Chart  (12  less  than  last  year). 

It  was  noted  that  in  the  Baptist  State  Convention  Annual  136  churches 
had  missionary  societies  listed  of  which  our  office  has  no  record  at  all.  They 
range  in  size  from  9  to  106  members.  26  pastors  reported  to  us  this  fall 
that  the  missionary  societies  in  their  churches  had  been  discontinued. 

The  Board: 

The  executive  board  held  four  regular  meetings  during  the  year:  October 
2-3,  1961;  January  8-9,  1962;  April  16-17,  June  25-26,  each  meeting  being 
an  overnight  meeting  with  committee  meetings  held  on  Monday  afternoon 
and  evening  and  the  general  meeting  on  Tuesday.  The  president  presided 
over  each  meeting. 
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The  terms  of  service  of  the  following  board  members  expired  in  March 
1962:  Mrs.  Marse  Grant,  Mrs.  Julian  Porter,  Mrs.  E.  J.  Britt,  Mrs.  E.  Carr 
Choate,  Mrs.  Jonathan  Gullick,  Mrs.  Gary  Harthcock.  Mrs.  W.  A.  Mitchiner, 
stewardship  chairman,  resigned  in  December  1961.  The  prescribed  three  year 
term  of  service  of  Mrs.  Douglas  Aldrich,  Southern  Baptist  Seminary  repre- 
sentative, expired  in  January. 

Elected  by  the  board  at  its  January  meeting  were  Mrs.  Harry  D.  Wood,  Jr. 
of  Leaksville,  stewardship  chairman  and  Mrs.  James  F.  Heaton,  of  Raleigh, 
as  Southern  Seminary  representative. 

Elected  at  the  Annual  Session  were  Miss  Ruth  Williams  as  recording 
secretary  and  Mrs.  H.  Oliver  Davis  as  assistant  recording  secretary,  and  the 
following  members-at-large:  Mrs.  Harry  S.  Corey  of  Asheville,  Mrs.  W.  K. 
McGee  of  Winston-Salem.  Since  both  Mrs.  Gullick  and  Mrs.  Britt  were 
filling  unexpired  terms,  they  were  reelected  as  members-at-large  with  term 
expiring  1965. 

At  its  April  meeting  the  executive  board  elected  Mrs.  E.  W.  Price  of  High 
Point  to  the  position  of  Southwestern  Seminary  representative  vacated  by 
Miss  Ruth  Williams  when  she  was  made  recording  secretary,  and  Mrs.  C.  C. 
Warren  of  Charlotte  as  New  Orleans  Seminary  representative,  succeeding 
Mrs.  Oliver  Davis  who  became  assistant  recording  secretary. 

While  it  does  not  come  within  the  scope  of  months  included  in  this  report, 
it  would  be  entirely  disrespectful  to  omit  mention  here  of  the  loss  sustained 
by  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina  in  the  homegoing  in  the 
fall  of  1962  of  two  of  its  beloved  leaders.  On  November  5,  Mrs.  J.  Clyde 
Turner,  of  Raleigh,  entered  into  the  joy  of  her  Lord.  Mrs.  Turner  served 
most  effectively  as  State  WMU  president  from  1936-42  and  1945-46.  She 
had  been  a  valued  member  of  the  executive  board  until  March  1960.  Miss 
Macy  Cox  of  Magnolia,  for  many  years  an  emeritus  member  of  the  executive 
board,  died  on  November  18.  She  had  served  as  superintendent  of  Eastern 
association  and  for  more  than  25  years  was  the  honored  superintendent  of  the 
Wilmington  Division.  It  was  the  result  of  her  suggestion  that  at  the  State 
WMU  Annual  Session  in  Goldsboro  in  1924  the  Heck  Memorial  Offering 
was  inaugurated  to  meet  emergency  needs  of  the  foreign  mission  board. 

The  average  attendance  at  the  four  board  meetings,  exclusive  of  professional 
leadership,  was  23  out  of  26  members. 

Special  Projects: 

The  special  courses  in  the  work  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  taught  in 
connection  with  the  Seminary  Extension  Centers  at  Cherokee,  Franklin,  Mur- 
phy, Robbinsville  and  Mt.  Airy  had  a  total  enrolment  of  127.  The  classes 
met  weekly  for  from  12  to  20  weeks  and  were  taught  by  teachers  elected 
by  the  executive  board.  At  the  end  of  the  session  attendance  certificates 
were  awarded  to  52  students  who  had  missed  no  more  than  three  classes. 
The  value  of  these  courses  is  apparent  in  the  new  societies  and  youth  organi- 
zations that  have  been  started  and  in  the  increased  enthusiasm  for  all  phases 
of  missions  activity. 
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A  GA  Fiftieth  Anniversary  Promotional  Conference  promoted  by  con- 
vention wide  WMU,  led  by  Miss  Betty  Brewer,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
State  GA  director,  Miss  Willa  Dean  Freeman,  was  held  at  Charlotte  in 
October  1961  to  inform  associational  leaders  of  the  GA  50th  Anniversary 
plans.   35  associations  were  represented  by  the  95  people  attending. 

The  International  Student  Retreat  promoted  by  Virginia  and  North  Caro- 
lina Baptist  Student  Unions  was  again  held  at  Williamsburg  on  Thanksgiving 
weekend.  150  Students  from  40  countries  were  present.  North  Carolina 
WMU  invested  $1,500  in  this  enterprise  to  help  pay  the  expenses  of  the 
foreign  students  and  to  pay  the  total  expenses  of  choice  American  students 
who  could  be  relied  upon  to  be  effective  representatives,  in  life  and  word, 
of  Christianity.  Miss  Sara  Ann  Hobbs,  YWA  director,  regularly  attends 
this  annual  retreat. 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  cooperating  with  the  plans  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  to  reach  into  all  associations  of  the  state  over  a  ten  year 
period  of  time  with  a  Long  Range  Program  of  Spiritual  Advance.  Its  purpose 
is  twofold:  1)  To  make  available  all  programs  and  personnel  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  to  all  of  the  churches  of  our  convention  in  orderly,  impartial 
manner;  2)  to  encourage  spiritual  advance  through  planning,  survey,  coordi- 
nation and  cooperation.  Through  the  Long  Range  Program  the  local  church, 
association  and  convention  work  together  to  advance  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
Each  department  of  work  is  assigned  a  particular  month  or  season  in  which 
it  shall  go  into  the  associations  selected  for  that  year.  In  1962  the  Charlotte 
Region  was  the  area  in  which  the  Long  Range  Program  was  launched.  During 
the  spring  of  1962  State  WMU  personnel  conducted  associationwide,  3-day 
conferences  in  the  following  associations:  Anson,  Montgomery,  Pee  Dee. 
The  four  other  associations  in  that  Region  were  reached  in  the  fall  of  1962 
and  winter  of  1963  and  are  not  included  in  this  report. 

Five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  from  the  Heck-Jones  Offering  served  to  lend 
encouragement  to  the  Christian  witnessing  among  the  more  than  3,000  Japa- 
nese wives  of  American  military  personnel  based  in  North  Carolina.  Mr. 
Satoshi  Hayakawa,  a  Japanese  Baptist  pastor  studying  at  Southeastern  Semi- 
nary, started  this  foreign-home  mission  work.  The  $500  bought  a  Japanese 
typewriter  (more  like  a  small  printing  press)  used  in  printing  evangelistic 
tracts  and  a  news  bulletin  for  distribution  among  these.  Mr.  Hayakawa  has 
returned  to  Japan  but  the  work  will  be  continued  by  other  selected  Japanese 
seminary  students. 

Acting  upon  the  suggestion  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Auxiliary  to 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  the  executive  board  sought  spiritual  prepara- 
tion for  the  75th  Anniversary  Year  through  a  Prayer  Retreat  lasting  for  three 
days  and  held  in  May  at  beautiful  Camp  Rockmont  near  Black  Mountain. 
It  was  a  holy  interval  of  silent  meditation,  prayer,  and  spiritual  conversation, 
the  value  of  which  should  be  apparent  in  the  lives  of  the  19  board  members 
who  were  there. 

A  new  North  Carohna  lodge  at  Ridgecrest,  named  the  Tar  Heel  Lodge, 
for  the  use  of  Baptist  State  Convention  personnel  was  dedicated  in  July.  All 
of  the  professional  WMU  leadership,  the  president  and  the  WMU  chairmen 
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of  mission  study,  stewardship  and  community  missions  enjoyed  occupying 
this  hilltop  lodge  for  the  entire  week  of  the  conventionwide  WMU  Con- 
ference in  August.  North  CaroHna  WMU  contributed  $5,500  to  the  erection 
of  this  lodge.  The  cost  of  construction  and  furnishings  are  being  paid  by 
rental  fees  charged  the  groups  occupying  it. 

Financial  Matters  (for  calendar  year  1962): 
(For  further  details  see  auditor's  report.) 

An  operating  budget  of  $67,460  for  the  calendar  year  of  1962  was  ap- 
propriated for  Woman's  Missionary  Union  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
through  cooperative  program  receipts.  This  included  salaries,  building  opera- 
tions, postage,  printing  and  supplies,  telephone,  travel  and  expenses  of  the 
WMU  Annual  Session.  Operating  costs  were  kept  to  a  minimum  and  $1,982  of 
this  amount  was  refunded  to  the  Convention  on  December  31,  1962.  This  oper- 
ating budget  was  supplemented  with  $23,000  from  the  Heck-Jones  Memorial 
Offering  for  WMU  Promotion,  which  amount  was  received  in  the  summer  of 
1962.  This  was  used  for  leadership  training,  camps  and  conferences,  interracial 
work,  international  student  retreat,  seminary  loans,  executive  board  and  special 
committee  expenses,  and  other  special  WMU  projects. 

Loan  funds  from  the  HeckJones  Offering  were  granted  to  the  following 
North  Carolina  women  doing  graduate  study  for  special  religious  service:

The  Edna  R.  Harris  and  Castlebury-Layton  honor  scholarships  were  not 
awarded  for  the  1962-63  school  year  due  to  the  somewhat  vague  transition 
status  of  Carver  School  as  it  moves  toward  affiliation  with  Southern  Seminary. 

From  the  Heck-Jones  Offering,  Christmas  gifts  in  1962  of  books  to  69 
women  missionaries  from  North  Carolina  in  active  mission  service  under 
the  Home  or  Foreign  Mission  Boards,  and  magazine  subscriptions  to  56  of 
these  currently  overseas  (magazines  not  being  sent  to  missionaries  while  on 
furlough)  were  sent  in  the  name  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union.

Changes  in  Policies  and  Plans: 

(1)  The  board  voted  in  October  1961  to  discontinue  State  Sunbeam  Band 
camps  and  give  increased  emphasis  to  associational  and  church  day  camps 
for  eight  year  olds. 

(2)  The  executive  board  voted  in  January  1962  that  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  of  North  Carolina  discontinue  the  policy  of  scheduling  dates,  providing 
missionaries  and  assigning  State  WMU  representatives  for  annual  associational 
meetings,  beginning  1963.  This  change  was  necessitated  by  crowded  associa- 
tional calendars,  simultaneous  revivals,  and  increasing  requests  for  particular 
dates  and  specific  missionaries.  The  change  was  made  reluctantly,  fearing 
that  many  associations  will  not  be  able  to  secure  missionary  speakers  for 
individual  meetings.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  had  previously  paid  their 
travel  expenses  and  brought  them  into  the  state  for  a  planned  itinerary  of 
a  week  or  more  of  meetings,  the  state  WMU  representatives  being  their 
hostesses  en  route. 

(3)  By  vote  of  the  board  in  January  1962  the  Heck- Jones  Memorial  Offer- 
ing became  the  Heck -Jones  Memorial  Offering  for  WMU  Promotion,  delet- 
ing allocations  for  state,  home  and  foreign  missions.  A  greatly  reduced  goal 
of  $23,000  was  adopted  for  1962,  with  the  recommendation  that  any  amount 
received  beyond  the  goal  be  transferred  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State 
Convention  to  be  used  for  State  Missions. 

(4)  Plans  for  nine  Advanced  Leadership  Training  courses  prepared  by  the 
professional  leadership  were  adopted  in  June  as  the  plan  for  advanced  leader- 
ship study  in  North  CaroHna.  These  courses  are  for  training  beyond  the 
basic  leadership  courses  provided  by  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Auxiliary 
to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  This  is  to  be  a  permanent  curriculum 
offered  for  individual  study  only.  Six  of  the  courses  were  made  available 
October  first.  The  remaining  three  will  be  released  in  subsequent  years.  No 
individual  may  study  more  than  two  courses  during  any  one  year. 
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Meetings — Conferences — Camps: 

October-November:  Interracial  Institutes,  promoted  jointly  by  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Women's  Baptist  Home  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Convention  (Negro),  held  at  Mt.  Zion  Baptist  Church, 
Winston-Salem  (Negro)  and  First  Baptist  Church  (white)  Rocky  Mount. 
More  than  500  women  were  in  attendance.  The  State  WMS  director,  Miss 
Kathryn  Bullard,  was  assisted  in  planning  the  programs  by  North  Carolina 
community  missions  chairman,  Mrs.  R.  L.  Costner,  and  the  executive  secre- 
tary of  the  Negro  women.  68  churches  in  38  towns  were  represented  at  the 
two  meetings. 

October-November:  The  State  YWA  director.  Miss  Sara  Ann  Hobbs,  visited 
7  colleges  and  6  schools  of  nursing  over  the  state,  accompanied  to  each  by 
a  missionary:  Miss  Lawanda  Couch,  nurse  from  Nigeria,  or  Miss  Martha 
Franks  from  Taiwan.  They  spoke  at  YWA  meetings,  chapel  and  vesper  serv- 
ices and  had  individual  conferences  with  YWA  officers  and  any  interested 
in  missionary  service  as  a  probable  career. 

January:  The  president,  first  vice  president,  executive  secretary,  four  depart- 
mental directors  and  four  WMS  promotional  chairmen  attended  the  week-long 
conventionwide  WMU  Conference  for  Promotion  in  Birmingham,  cooperating 
in  the  discussion  of  Anniversary  plans  and  the  adoption  of  conventionwide 
plans  for  WMU  work  for  the  1963-64  year. 

March  12-14:  State  WMU  Annual  Session  in  Asheville,  attended  by  1,893 
visitors  and  delegates. 

March  30- April  1:  State  YWA  House  Party  at  Campbell  College,  attended 
by  637  high  school  and  career  YWA  members,  directed  by  Miss  Sara  Ann 
Hobbs. 

April  13-15:  College-Hospital  YWA  Conference  at  High  Point.  First  Bap- 
tist Church,  80  college  and  hospital  YWA  members  present  under  Miss  Sara 
Ann  Hobbs'  leadership.  64  girls  at  the  Campbell  and  High  Point  conferences 
made  decisions  for  full  time  Christian  service. 

June  13-20:  Conventionwide  YWA  Conference,  Ridgecrest,  250  YWA  girls 
from  North  Carolina  with  Miss  Sara  Ann  Hobbs.  North  Carolina  girls  had 
charge  of  part  of  the  program  on  opening  night. 

June  22-24:  GA  Queens'  Court,  Meredith  College,  directed  by  Miss  Willa 
Dean  Freeman  for  575  girls  and  their  counselors. 

July  1-7:  World  Missions  Week,  North  Carolina  Baptist  Assembly,  South- 
port  sponsored  by  WMU  and  Baptist  Brotherhood.  Approximately  1,200  men, 
women  and  children  in  attendance:  69  children  under  9  with  Miss  Delois 
Hamrick  as  director;  150  Intermediate  OA's  led  by  Mrs.  Gilmer  Cross;  250 
Jr.  OA's  led  by  Miss  Willa  Dean  Freeman;  80  YWA's  led  by  Miss  Sara  Ann 
Hobbs.  Adult  women  directed  by  State  WMU  president,  vice  presidents, 
executive  secretary,  WMS  director,  and  4  WMS  chairmen.  Joint  conferences 
planned  and  directed  by  executive  secretary  and  Brotherhood  secretary.  Boys' 
groups  under  Brotherhood  leadership. 

July  16-August  12:  Four  weeks  of  State  GA  camp  at  Fruitland,  directed 
by  Miss  Willa  Dean  Freeman  with  Miss  Sara  Ann  Hobbs  assisting.  860  girls 
attended  the  four  weeks. 
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J  Illy- August:  Sunbeam  Band  director  assisted  in  planning  eight  associational 
Sunbeam  Band  day  camps  and  attended  three  of  them,  helping  in  various  ways. 

August  9-15:  Ridgecrest  WMU  Conference,  approximately  500  women  from 
North  Carolina,  12  members  of  State  WMU  personnel  staying  in  Tar  Heel 
Lodge.  A  number  of  N.  C.  women  participated  on  the  program  and  in 
conference  leadership:  Mrs.  Parker  led  one  of  the  conferences  for  presidents; 
Mrs.  McGee  led  a  conference  on  parliamentary  procedure;  Miss  Bullard  led 
a  conference  on  enlistment;  Mrs.  Gilmer  Cross  led  one  of  the  conferences  for 
OA  counselors. 

August  24-26:  State  Workshop  and  Prayer  Retreat  for  Associational  WMU 
Leaders,  Campbell  College,  167  leaders  from  33  associations  present.  Half 
of  the  time  given  to  Prayer  Retreat.  10  members  of  State  WMU  personnel 
directed  program  and  conferences. 

September  7-8:  Workshop  and  Prayer  Retreat  for  Associational  WMU 
Leaders  at  Fruitland,  135  leaders  from  25  associations  attending.  10  members 
of  State  WMU  personnel  directed  program  and  conferences. 

September  IV:  Fruitland;  September  12:  Salisbury;  September  18:  Kinston; 
September  20:  Fayetteville — (Prayer  Retreats  for  local  WMU  leaders  and 
members,  planned  by  executive  secretary,  participated  in  by  10  State  WMU 
personnel,  attended  by  estimated  total  of  325.) 

In  addition  to  all  of  the  above-mentioned  meetings  and  in  addition  to  the 
local  engagements  accepted,  the  five  members  of  the  professional  leadership: 
executive  secretary,  WMS  director,  YWA  director,  OA  director,  and  SB  direc- 
tor, have  filled  80  engagements  for  associationwide  meetings  of  some  sort 
in  64  associations,  and  have  gone  into  16  of  these  for  more  than  one  engage- 
ment. 

Changes  in  Personnel: 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  office  staff  during  the  year.  Mrs. 
Jim  Wade  resigned  as  receptionist-stenographer  December  15  to  move  to  Florida. 
Mrs.  John  Miller  succeeded  her.  Miss  Peggy  Morris  resigned  as  office  secretary 
April  15  to  move  to  Washington.  Mrs.  Miller  was  promoted  to  this  position 
and  Mrs.  Robert  Philyaw  was  employed  as  receptionist-stenographer. 

Miss  Delois  Hamrick,  Sunbeam  Band  director  for  2V2  years,  resigned 
October  14,  1962  to  be  married.  She  is  now  Mrs.  Marvin  Bass  and  lives  in 
Macon,  Georgia.  At  the  October  meeting  the  executive  board  presented  her 
a  gift  of  silver.  A  check  was  presented  to  her  by  the  president  in  behalf  of 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina  in  the  amount  of  $40,  in  accord 
with  the  policy  which  provides  that  any  resigning  member  of  the  professional 
leadership  shall  be  given  $25  for  the  first  year  of  service  and  $10  for  each 
additional  year.  The  executive  committee  of  the  executive  board  elected 
Mrs.  Louise  Burgess  to  this  position  in  November.  Mrs.  Burgess  is  a  native 
of  Elizabeth  City,  graduate  of  Meredith  and  Southeastern  Seminary,  and 
has  had  ten  years  of  teaching  experience  in  the  elementary  grades.  She  was 
currently  serving  as  Minister  of  Education  at  First  Baptist  Church  in  Conway, 
S.  C,  from  which  position  she  resigned  effective  December  31  to  accept  the 
work  in  North  Carolina  on  January  10,  1963. 
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Out  of  State  Meetings  and  Trips: 

Mrs.  Parker  and  Miss  Robinson  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Fellowship  of 
the  Concerned,  sponsored  by  the  Southern  Regional  Council  in  Atlanta, 
November  6  and  7,  1961.  This  interracial,  interfaith  meeting  was  attended 
by  approximately  150  women  from  13  states.  Its  purpose  is  to  frankly  face 
and  discuss  the  problems  connected  with  the  promotion  of  an  integrated  society. 

Mrs.  Parker,  Miss  Robinson  and  Miss  Freeman  went  to  San  Francisco, 
California  in  May  for  the  annual  meeting  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  North  Carolina  had  a  full  delegation  (114 
women  being  our  quota)  registered  for  this  meeting,  with  many  uncounted 
visitors. 

Miss  Kathryn  Bullard  attended  the  Adult  Education  Workshop  sponsored 
by  Southern  Baptist  Seminary  at  Louisville,  Kentucky,  June  12-22,  also  auditing 
a  literacy  course  being  taught  at  Carver  School. 

Various  members  of  the  State  WMU  personnel  have  attended  the  following 
meetings  within  the  state  whose  program  has  some  bearing  on  their  WMU 
responsibilities: 

Baptist  State  Convention,  Associational  Missionaries'  Conference,  the  Fam- 
ily Life  Conference  for  N.  C.  sponsored  by  the  Sunday  School  Board,  the 
N.  C.  Conference  on  Human  Relations,  the  Baptist  Student  Union  Convention, 
the  Christian  Student  Nurses'  Conference,  the  Creative  Dramatics  Workshop 
and  Church  Drama  Festival  in  Shelby,  and  the  Denominational  Leadership 
Conference  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

Office: 

The  State  WMU  office  is  a  busy  place.  The  four  members  of  the  office 
staff  are  dedicated  and  efficient.  Their  work  demands  creative  ability,  patience, 
physical  strength,  and  a  thorough  understanding  of  the  total  Baptist  program, 
including  detailed  knowledge  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  maintains  its  own  mailing  lists  of  associational  and  local  WMU 
leaders,  fills  free  literature  orders  daily  and  prepares  and  weighs  all  packages 
for  mailing.  During  this  year  10,100  literature  orders  were  filled,  in  addition 
to  four  quarterly  shipments  of  free  materials  mailed  to  nearly  3,000  local 
WMU  presidents  and  associational  officers.  Correspondence,  filing,  mimeo- 
graphing, multilithing,  poster  making,  and  the  processing  of  all  camp  and 
conference  registration  fees  keeps  staff  members  more  than  busy.  With  the 
five  members  of  the  professional  staff  traveling  most  of  the  time,  the  responsi- 
bility for  giving  information  to  visitors  who  come  or  call  is  often  borne  by  the 
office  staff.  The  fact  that  $2,500  was  spent  for  postage,  $6,000  for  printing 
and  $1,250  for  telephone  service  during  the  year  gives  some  idea  of  the  scope 
of  this  phase  of  WMU  work. 

The  value  of  all  of  the  speeches,  meetings,  methods,  letters  and  materials 
is  measured  by  the  extent  to  which  Baptist  women  and  young  people  are 
actually  becoming  involved  in  the  work  of  missions  where  they  are  and  as 
far  as  their  prayers  and  gifts  can  reach.  It  often  seems  that  too  few  lives 
are  being  too  little  changed.    Certainly  today's  newspapers  scream  blatant

proof  that  the  work  of  missions  is  moving  too  slowly,  as  church  members 
are  becoming  too  rapidly  involved  in  too  many  other  things.  How  urgent 
is  the  need  for  Christians  to  remember  that  the  Great  Commission  is  not 
merely  a  pretty  verse  to  be  memorized  and  recited  without  prompting  but 
an  authoritative  command  to  be  implicitly  obeyed  and  fearlessly  followed 
by  each  person  who  claims  any  acquaintance  with  the  Commander.

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HECK-JONES  MEMORIAL  OFFERING 

1924-1962 

The  Heck  Memorial  Offering  was  inaugurated  in  1924  by  request  of  Wil- 
mington Division  (Miss  Macy  Cox,  Superintendent  for  twenty-two  years),  in 
memory  of  Miss  Fannie  E.  S.  Heck,  President  of  North  Carolina  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  for  twenty-nine  years. 

In  1947,  in  memory  of  Mrs.  W.  N.  Jones,  active  in  North  Carolina  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  for  fifty-two  years,  as  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
and  President,  the  name  was  changed  to  Heck-Jones  Memorial  Offering:
